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UNIVERSITY  TRUSTEES  APPROVE 
1974-75  BUDGET 

Clemson  University  trustees  approved  a 
$U0, 859,216  budget  for  the  insitution's 
educational  and  general  programs  in  fis- 
cal year  197^-75. 

Also  approved  was  a  $21,113,689  budget 
for  Clemson 's  various  public  service 
programs . 

The  major  portion  of  the  educational  and 
general  budget  ~  $32,13^,1+52  ~  is  al- 
located for  academic  programs.   Other 
educational  and  general  items  are  auxil- 
iary enterprises  and  affiliated  activities 
(principally  housing  and  food  services), 
$8,72U,76l4. 

Expenditures  for  public  service  programs 
include  agricultural  research,  $7,^3^,268; 
agricultural  extension  service,  $10,312, 
862;  regulatory  and  public  service,  $763, 
U23;  livestock-poultry  health  department, 
$1,728,715;  and  forest  and  recreation 
research,  $87U,U21. 

These  programs  bring  the  total  operating 
budget  to  $61,972,905  for  197^-75,  com- 
pared to  $5^,1^7,22^  in  1973-7^. 

The  new  budget  also  contains  a  $3,572,782 
estimate  of  revenues  earmarked  by  law  for 
payment  on  notes  and  bond  indebtedness 
incurred  for  permianent  improvements , 
bringing  the  grand  total  of  contemplated 
expenditures  for  197^-75  to  $65,5^5,687. 

In  other  matters  the  Board  approved  the 
awarding  of  the  following  construction 
contracts:  $39,^05  to  Burriss  Construction 
Co.  of  Coliimbia  for  construction  of  a 
field  processing  laboratory  at  Sandhill 
Experiment  Station  in  Columbia;  $l6,175 
to  Automated  Farms  System  of  Clemson  for 
construction  of  a  machinery  and  feed 


storage  building  at  Simpson  Experiment 
Station,  Pendleton;  $i+2,150  to  Condon 
Construction  Co.,  Inc.,  of  Greenville 
for  construction  of  brooder  houses  at 
the  University. 

The  Board  also  approved  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Names  of  Campus  Build- 
ings and  Roads  to  name  the  former  post 
office  building  as  Mell  Hall  in  honor  of 
Dr.  Patrick  H.  Mell,  Clemson  president 
from  1902-1910.   The  building  will  be 
utilized  by  the  staffs  of  the  associate 
deans  of  students  and  housing  offices. 

In  other  buiness  the  Board: 

— accepted  a  restricted  gift  from  Charles 
B.  Fellers  of  Charlotte,  N.C.,  a  19^3 
Clemson  graduate,  to  commence  planning 
for  an  l8-hole  championship  golf  course 
on  University  property,  and  authorized 
the  administration  to  accept  gifts  from 
other  sources  for  the  same  purpose. 

— confirmed  a  resolution  of  the  Board 
expressing  appreciation  and  gratitude  to 
A.M.  Quattlebaum  of  Florence,  a  193^ 
Clemson  graduate  who  served  as  a  Board 
member  for  16  years ,  for  outstanding  and 
dedicated  service  to  Clemson  and  to  the 
cause  of  higher  education  in  the  state. 

— approved  the  architectural-engineering 
firms  of  Craig  and  Gauldin  (Greenville) 
for  construction  of  the  Continuing  Edu- 
cation Building,  and  Riley,  Bultman, 
Coulter  (Columbia)  for  the  Nursing  Build- 
ing. 

— approved  a  recommendation  that  the  play- 
ing field  in  Clemson  Memorial  Stadium  be 
named  Frank  Howard  Field  in  honor  of  the 
University's  long-time  head  football 
coach  and  athletic  director. 


University  Parking  Policy 
Revised  July  1974 

BACKGROUND 

This  policy  statement  constitutes  a  re- 
vision of  the  University  Parking  Policy 
enunciated  on  August  9,  1973.   Revisions 
are  iDased  on  experience  gained  from  one 
full  year  of  operation  under  the  existing 
policy  and  upon  the  basis  of  constructive 
suggestions  which  have  been  submitted  by 
members  of  the  faculty,  student  body,  and 
staff. 

OBJECTIVES 


A.  To  designate  planned  areas  for  perma- 
ent  parking  lots  vhich  will  provide  ade- 
quate parking  for  faculty,  students,  and 
staff*as  the  University  reaches  it  ulti- 
mate enrollment. 

B.  To  locate  these  parking  lots  in  a  man- 
ner which  is  consistent  with  the  planned 
expansion  of  the  University's  Building 
Program. 

C.  To  eliminate  all  through  traffic  from 
the  academic  area  of  the  University  cam- 
pus during  the  daytime  hours  of  the  aca- 
demic week. 

D.  To  provide  convenient,  hard-surfaced, 
landscaped  and  lighted  parking  for  Uni- 
versity faculty  and  staff  within  five 
minutes  walking  time  to  their  working 
station,  for  commuter  students  within 
five  to  ten  minutes  of  their  classroom, 
and  for  resident  students  within  eight 

to  twelve  minutes  of  their  residence  hall. 

*(Note:  The  word  "staff"  includes  every 
individual  in  the  service  of  the  Univer- 
sity other  than  faculty  and  students.) 

IMPLEMENATION 

A.  Parking  by  faculty,  students  and  staff 
will  be  in  accordance  with  designations 
on  the  197^-75  Clemson  University  Parking 
Map. 

B.  Reserved  parking  is  provided  only  for 
the  President  of  the  University  and  in- 


dividuals with  a  severe  physical  handicap. 
(Procedure  for  assignment  of  parking  spaces 
for  handicapped  individuals  is  set  forth 
in  Chapter  III,  Article  3-6  of  the  Clemson 
University  Traffic  Code. ) 

C.  The  campus  is  divided  into  East  Campus 
and  West  Campus,  and  decals  are  issued  to 
faculty  and  staff  members  in  accordance 
with  their  principal  work  location.   How- 
ever, the  East  and  West  designations  are 
utilized  only  to  assist  in  the  determina- 
tion of  the  number  and  location  of  parking 
spaces  required  to  meet  Objective  D.  above 
for  faculty  and  staff  members.   The  former 
requirement  for  parking  in  either  East  or 
West  Campus  according  to  decal  will  not  be 
in  effect.   Instead,  no-zone  parking  will 
be  permitted  campus-wide  for  faculty  and 
staff. 

D.  Barriers  will  be  in  place  from  7:00  a.m. 
to  5:00  p.m.  each  day  of  the  academic  week 
on  South  Palmetto  Boulevard  and  Calhoun 
Drive.   Faculty  and  staff  parking  will  be 
permitted  but  through  traffic  will  be  pro- 
hibited.  Specific  attention  is  invited 

to  the  fact  that  for  a  motor  vehicle  to 
evade  and  pass  a  barrier  in  any  manner  is 
an  unlawful  act  punishable  by  a  fine  not 
to  exceed  $100  and  the  assessment  of  four 
points  under  the  South  Carolina  Point 
System  for  Traffic  Law  Violators. 

E.  Due  to  the  loss  of  faculty  and  staff 
parking  in  the  area  behind  Long  Hall 
which  will  occur  upon  commencement  of 
construction  of  the  Biological  Sciences 
Building,  the  parking  spaces  on  South 
Palmetto  Boulevard  (near  the  President's 
Home)  previously  assigned  to  resident 
students  will  be  assigned  to  faculty  and 
staff. 
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G.  Due  to  the  use  of  the  Clemson  House  as 
housing  for  students,  special  parking  has 
been  constructed  for  their  use.  They  will 
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University  Parking  Policy

BACKGROUND

OBJECTIVES 

A.  To  designate  planned  areas  for  perma- 
ent  parking  lots  which  will  provide  ade- 
quate parking  for  faculty,  students,  and 
staff* as  the  University  reaches  it  ulti- 
mate enrollment. 

B.  To  locate  these  parking  lots  in  a  man- 
ner which  is  consistent  with  the  planned 
expemsion  of  the  University's  Building 
Program. 

C.  To  eliminate  all  through  traffic  from 
the  academic  area  of  the  University  cam- 
pus during  the  daytime  hours  of  the  aca- 
demic week. 

D.  To  provide  convenient,  hard-surfaced, 
landscaped  and  lighted  parking  for  Uni- 
versity faculty  and  staff  within  five 
minutes  walking  time  to  their  working 
station,  for  commuter  students  within 
five  to  ten  minutes  of  their  classroom, 
and  for  resident  students  within  eight 

to  twelve  minutes  of  their  residence  hall. 

*(Note:  The  word  "staff"  includes  every 
individual  in  the  service  of  the  Univer- 
sity other  than  faculty  and  students.) 

IMPLEMENATION 

A.  Parking  by  faculty,  students  and  staff 
will  be  in  accordance  with  designations 
on  the  197^-75  Clemson  University  Parking 
Map. 

B.  Reserved  parking  is  provided  only  for 
the  President  of  the  University  and  in- 


dividuals with  a  severe  physical  handicap. 
(Procedure  for  assignment  of  parking  spaces 
for  handicapped  individuals  is  set  forth 
in  Chapter  III,  Article  3-6  of  the  Clemson 
University  Traffic  Code. ) 


C.  The  campus  is  divided  into  East  Campus 
and  West  Campus,  and  decals  are  issued  to 
faculty  and  staff  members  in  accordance 
with  their  principal  work  location.   How- 
ever, the  East  and  West  designations  are 
utilized  only  to  assist  in  the  determina- 
tion of  the  number  and  location  of  parking 
spaces  required  to  meet  Objective  D.  above 
for  faculty  and  staff  members.   The  former 
requirement  for  parking  in  either  East  or 
West  Campus  according  to  decal  will  not  be 
in  effect.   Instead,  no-zone  parking  will 
be  permitted  csimpus-wide  for  faculty  and 
staff. 

D.  Barriers  will  be  in  place  from  7:00  a.m. 
to  5:00  p.m.  each  day  of  the  academic  week 
on  South  Palmetto  Boulevard  and  Calhoun 
Drive.   Faculty  and  staff  parking  will  be 
permitted  but  through  traffic  will  be  pro- 
hibited.  Specific  attention  is  invited 

to  the  fact  that  for  a  motor  vehicle  to 
evade  and  pass  a  barrier  in  any  manner  is 
an  unlawful  act  punishable  by  a  fine  not 
to  exceed  $100  and  the  assessment  of  four 
points  under  the  South  Carolina  Point 
System  for  Traffic  Law  Violators. 

E.  Due  to  the  loss  of  faculty  and  staff 
parking  in  the  area  behind  Long  Hall 
which  will  occur  upon  commencement  of 
construction  of  the  Biological  Sciences 
Building,  the  parking  spaces  on  South 
Palmetto  Boulevard  (near  the  President's 
Home)  previously  assigned  to  resident 
students  will  be  assigned  to  faculty  and 
staff. 
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G,  Due  to  the  use  of  the  Clemson  House  as 
housing  for  students,  special  parking  has 
been  constructed  for  their  use.   They  will 
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be  issued  an  "H"  decal  by  the  Student 
Traffic  Office.   Designated  parking  has 
also  been  provided  near  the  Clemson  House 
for  permanent  residents,  hotel  guests, 
faculty  and  staff  plus  visitor  and  timed 
parking.   Clemson  House  parking  designa- 
tions will  be  enforced  on  a  2U-hour  basis. 

H.  Special  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  the  parking  of  boats  and  trailers. 
Owners  should  consult  with  the  Security 
Department  to  arrange  for  parking  of 
such  vehicles. 

I.  All  motorcycles  shall  be  parked  in 
spaces  designated  therefor. 

J.  Faculty,  students  and  staff  will  op- 
erate their  bicycles  in  accordance  with 
the  new  Bicycle  Code  which  requires  that 
bicycles  be  operated  along  a  roadway  or 
bicycle  path.   To  move  a  bicycle  in  any 
other  area,  it  must  be  dismounted  and 
walked.   Bicycles  will  be  parked  in  racks 
provided.   The  Bicycle  Code  authorizes 
fines  for  violations  and  impoundment  of 
bicycles  parked  in  an  unauthorized  space 
or  manner. 

K.  Parking  for  students  (including  grad- 
uate students)  in  areas  designated  for 
use  by  faculty  and  staff  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Vice  President  for  Student 
Affairs  on  recommendation  of  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Committee. 


FUTURE  PARKING  ARRANGEMENTS 

Individual  members  of  the  faculty,  the 
student  body,  and  the  staff  and  any  com- 
mittees or  bodies  representative  of  the 
students,  faculty,  and  staff,  are  en- 
couraged to  submit  constructive  suggestions 
for  improvement  of  parking  arrangements  to 
the  University  Traffic  and  Parking  Com- 
mittee.

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TAX  SHELTERED  ANNUITIES 


1.  Recently  the  Annuities  Committee  of  the  Welfare  Committee 
of  the  Faculty  Senate  made  an  analysis  of  the  Tax  Sheltered  Annuity 
program  offered  at  Clemson  University.   Each  of  the  twenty-one 
companies  authorized  to  sell  tax  sheltered  annuities  on  campus 

was  sent  an  extensive  questionnaire.   A  summary  of  the  results  of 
these  questionnaires  and  subsequent  analysis  by  the  Annuities 
Committee  is  made  in  a  report  entitled  "Tax  Sheltered  Annuities." 
The  report  is  quite  comprehensive  and  the  results  indicate  that 
there  are  significant  differences  between  the  annuity  programs 
being  offered.   We  would  suggest  that  anyone  owning  or  considering 
the  purchase  of  a  tax  sheltered  annuity  read  this  report.   A  list 
of  the  companies  and  their  local  representatives  (if  any)  is  included 
in  the  report.   The  report  was  distributed  to  all  department  heads. 
If  you  cannot  obtain  a  copy  of  the  report  through  your  department 
head,  call  on  your  faculty  senator. 

2.  The  enrollment  period  for  purchase  of  tax  sheltered  annuities 
has  been  changed.   It  is  now  the  first  fifteen  days  of  the  months 
August  through  November  and  January  through  March.   This  permits 
appropriate  reductions  in  the  first  paycheck  of  the  following  month.

VOGEL  TO  SERVE  ON  SREB  REVIEW  COMMITTEE 


Dr.  Henry  E.  Vogel,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Physical,  Mathematical,  and 
Biological  Sciences,  has  been  selected  to  serve  on  a  Southern  Regional  Educa- 
tional Board  (SREB)    committee  to  review  travel  requests  under  which  small  grants 
will  be  made  to  faculty  and  graduate  students  in  the  natural  sciences,  enabling 
them  to  visit  Southern  campuses  having  uncommon  facilities.    This  grant,  funded 
by  the  Alfred  P.  Sloan  Foundation,  will  become  available  this  fall  and  run  for  a 
period  of  two  years.    Serving  with  Dean  Vogel  on  the  committee  are  Dr.  J.  Chester 
McKee,  Jr.  ,  Vice  President  for  Research  and  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  at 
Mississippi  State  University  and  Dr.  L.  Ensign  Johnson,  Associate  Provost  and 
Professor  of  Electrical  Engineering  at  Vanderbilt  University.    This  program  is 
designed  to  serve  as  a  pilot  project  providing  regional  institutions  and  states 
with  examples  of  the  sort  of  educational  and  research     opportunities  that  can 
be  made  available  by  sharing  uncommon  facilities.     In  accepting  the  request 
to  serve  on  the  committee.  Dean  Vogel  stated,   "These  travel  grants,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Southern  Regional  Education  Board,  should  mark  the  beginning 
of  the  conversion  of  the  Catalog  of  Uncommon  Facilities  in  Southern  Universities 
from  an  interesting  compendium  of  unusual  facilities  to  a  vital  role  in  the  southern 
academic  community." 
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RESERVE  BOOK  POLICY 


The  University  Library  Committee  formulated  the  policy  stated  below. 
During  the  past  two  years  the  policy  has  worked  very  satisfactorily  for 
both  faculty  and  students. 

1.  Books  will  be  placed  on  reserve  for  "Library  Use  Only",  "Overnight", 
"Two-Day",  and  "Four-Day". 

2.  Faculty  members  are  requested  not  to  place  books  on  reserve  unless 
they  are  essential  to  their  classes.   It  is  also  requested  that  they 
examine  circulation  records  and  eliminate  books  infrequently  used. 

3.  Faculty  members  are  urged  to  be  more  careful  in  choosing  types  of 
reserves  when  the  books  are  requested  so  that  changes  need  not  be 
made  during  the  semester. 

4.  Faculty  members  are  urged  to  turn  in  their  reserve  lists  at  least 

two  weeks  before  the  beginning  of  the  semester  for  books  to  be  put  on 
that  semester.   It  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  faculty  and  students 
for  the  reserve  lists  to  be  submitted  even  earlier  than  two  weeks. 

5 .  Faculty  members  are  encouraged  to  check  library  holdings  before  making 
up  reading  lists. 

6.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  processing  of  reserve  books,  the  library 
will  process  lists  in  the  following  order: 

First         Books  brought  in  with  lists. 
Second        Lists  with  call  numbers . 
Third         Lists  with  no  call  numbers. 

7.  Faculty  members  should  submit  reserve  lists  for  additional  books  at 
least  a  week  to  10  days  before  books  are  actually  needed. 

8.  Because  of  interpretation  of  copyright  law,  the  library  will  only 
make  one  Xerox  copy  of  an  article.   If  more  than  one  copy  of  the 
article  is  needed,  copies  must  be  provided  by  the  faculty  member  and 
given  to  the  library  staff.   These  will  be  treated  as  his  personal 
copies  and  will  be  returned  to  him  at  the  end  of  the  semester. 

9.  Faculty  members  must  notify  the  library  staff  on  the  form  supplied  if 
reserve  books  are  needed  for  the  following  semester.  Otherwise  books 
will  be  removed  from  reserve  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  If  the  books 
are  to  be  retained,  faculty  members  are  urged  to  review  circulation 
records . 

10.   Other  than  at  the  end  of  the  semester,  written  notification  from 

faculty  members  must  be  received  before  books  will  be  removed  from 
reserve.

Campus  Speed  Limits  To  Be 
Enforced  by  Radar 

The  use  of  radar  to  determine  traffic 
speed  violations  on  the  Clemson  University 
campus  has  been  approved  effective  immedi- 
ately by  the  University  adminstration. 

Strict  enforcement  of  a  speed  limit  of  25 
mph  is  particularly  needed  in  the  area 
where  pedestrian  crosswalks  are  located 
on  that  part  of  S.C.  Highway  93  which 
comes  through  the  campus,  says  E.  H, 
McCarter,  chairman  of  the  University's 
traffic  and  parking  committee. 

Highway  93  passes  between  the  Clemson 
House  and  Sikes  Hall  and  goes  by  the  old 
post  office  building.   The  crosswalks  are 
not  for  students  and  other  campus  pedes- 
trians who  must  cross  the  road  to  get 
downtown  or  the  Clemson  House,  where  some 
240  coeds  are  housed. 

Other  posted  speed  limits  on  campus  roads 
will  be  enforced  by  the  new  radar  equip- 
ment.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,    JUNE  11,   1974 

President  Dillon  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:15  p.m.    He  called  attention 
to  some  proposed  changes  in  the  May  14  minutes.    After  these  changes  were  made, 
the  minutes  were  approved  as  modified. 

Committee  Reports 

Welfare  Committee-  J.  E.  Matthews  reported  in  the  absence  of  W.  Baron,  Committee 
Chairman.    He  presented  a  recommendation  from  the  committee  relative  to  the 
formation  of  an  ad  hoc  committee  on  retirement  programs. 

There  followed  much  discussion  on  the  differences  between  resolutions  and 
recommendations  and  the  Senate's  position  regarding  the  need  for  action  in  latter 
case. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Professor  Roberts  to  delete  the  last  paragraph  from 
the  recommendation.    It  was  seconded  and  passed  unanimously. 

Policy  Committee  -  C.  W.  Roberts,  no  report. 

Research  Committee-  G.  D.  O'Dell,  no  report. 

Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  -  L.  T.  Fitch,  no  report. 

President's  Report 

President  Dillon  reported  on  the  Extension  Council  meeting  held  May  26. 
The  planning  committee  for  the  Continuing  Education  Center  submitted  a  report 
on  the  Center  requirements  to  President  Edwards,  who  then  appointed  a  building 
committee.     Dean  Willis  will  serve  on  this  committee.    Vice-President  Wilson 
initiated  procedures  for  securing  architectural  bids.    A  selection  committee  has 
recommended  the  architects  to  the  President. 

The  Undergraduate  Council  met  on  May  3.    At  that  meeting  a  class  attendance 
policy  was  approved.    There  are  slight  differences  between  the  Senate  version. 
Resolution  FS  74-3-1,  Proposed  Class  Attendance  Policy  which  passed  15  to  14  by 
the  Senate.    The  major  difference  between  the  two  proposed  policies  is  in  paragraph 
two,  line  one,  which  deals  with  the  instructors'  responsibilities  for  informing  the 
class  of  the  attendance  policy  for  his  or  her  class. 

Many  senators  voiced  concern  over  the  undergraduate  council  version.    The 
Senate  has  already  stated  its  position  in  the  resolution  passed  last  year.    The 
Policy  Committee  was  asked  to  look  again  at  both  proposals.    Dean  Victor  Hurst 
will  make  the  final  approval  on  an  attendance  policy.

President  Dillon  attended  the  May  16  meeting  of  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Committee.    He  called  on  Professor  R .  L.  Cross,  member  of  this  committee,  to 
discuss  the  meeting.    Professor  Cross  reported  that  the  traffic  barriers  are  being 
retained  but  that  parking  between  the  barriers  is  now  permitted.    Campus  planner 
Eflin  is  looking  into  the  possibility  of  making  changes  to  these  streets.     Cross 
also  reported  that  since  the  Clemson  House  is  to  be  used  for  more  extensive 
housing  of  students,  Chief  Weeden  is  being  asked  to  contact  the  State  Highway 
Department  to  see  if  the  speed  limit  on  Highway  93  between  campus  and  the 
Clemson  House  could  be  lowered  to  2  5  miles  per  hour. 

Cross  reported  that  during  the  last  year  the  traffic  and  parking  fines 
doubled.    There  is  a  feeling  that  enforcement  is  still  a  problem.    More  men  are 
needed  to  handle  this  problem. 

President  Dillon  reported  that  on  May  2  8  no-zone  parking  and  parking 
between  barriers  went  into  effect. 

Following  the  report  from  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Committee,  Professor 
O.  J.  Jacobus  read  to  the  Senate  a  19  73  report  on  abandoning  or  closing  streets, 
roads,  or  highways  in  South  Carolina.    He  stated  that  he  is  not  aware  of  any 
court  order  to  close  streets  in  Clemson. 

Chapter  5.1  -  Abandoning  or  Closing  Streets,  Roads  or  Highways 

Section  33-521.    Petition  and  notice  thereof.    Any  interested  person, the 
State  or  any  of  its  political  subdivisions  or  agencies  may  petition  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  to  abandon  or  close  any  street,  road  or  highway  whether 
opened  or  not.    Prior  to  filing  the  petition,  notice  of  intention  to  file  shall  be 
published  once  a  week  for  three  consecutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
the  county  where  such  street,  road  or  highway  is  situated.    Notice  shall  also 
be  sent  by  mail  requiring  a  return  receipt  to  the  last  known  address  of  all 
abutting  property  owners  whose  property  would  be  affected  by  any  such  change. 
(1962)   (52)  (2183). 

Section  33-522.     Court  to  make  determination.    If  the  court  shall  determine 
that  it  is  to  be  the  best  interest  of  all  concerned  that  such  street,  road  or  highway 
be  abandoned  or  closed,  the  court  shall  then  determine  in  whom  the  title  thereto 
shall  be  vested  and  issue  an  appropriate  order.     (1962)  (52)    (2183). 

President  Dillon  reported  that  on  May  27,  President  Edwards  made  several 
appointments  to  the  Athletic  Council  effective  July  1,   1974:

The  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  the  Faculty 
Senate  request  the  President  of  the  Senate  to  form  an  ad  hoc  committee  on 
retirement  programs.    The  objective  of  said  committee  shall  be: 

1.  To  review  the  present  South  Carolina  State  Employees  Retirement 
System  and  to  work  with  the  administrators  of  the  State  Retirement 
System  for  the  further  improvement  of  said  system. 

2.  To  investigate  the  need  for  an  optional  alternative  to  the  State 
Retirement  Program  for  university  faculty  and  to  work  with  the 
administrators  of  the  South  Carolina  Retirement  System  and  other 
interested  parties  to  implement  said  optional  retirement  program. 

The  Welfare  Committee  recommends  that  the  President  of  the  Senate  be 
responsible  for  the  appointment  of  a  chairman  and  five  additional  faculty 
members  to  said  ad  hoc  committee.    It  is  recommended  that  at  least  two 
members  of  the  committee  be  members  of  the  Faculty  Senate.

Clemson  Announces  New  Dining  Hall  Policy 


Five  grants  totaling  $116,790  have  been 
awarded  to  Clemson  University  by  the  S.C. 
Sea  Grant  Prograin  for  studies  of  the 
state's  oyster  industry,  beach  erosion, 
methods  for  raising  freshwater  shrimp, 
and  the  labor  force  for  the  fisheries 
industry. 

Most  of  the  Clemson  projects  are  coopera- 
tive efforts  with  the  S.C.  Division  of 
Marine  Resources,  Medical  University  of 
South  Carolina,  University  of  South 
Carolina  or  the  College  of  Charleston. 
S.C.  Sea  Grants  to  all  state  agencies 
total  $370,000. 

The  grant  program  supports  research,  ed- 
ucation and  management  programs  to  in- 
crease profit  and  job  opportunities  in 
South  Carolina's  marine  resources  indust- 
ries while  maintaining  environmental 
quality.   The  program  is  partially  funded 
by  the  office  of  Sea  Grant  National 
Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration,  a 
branch  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce. 


New  Head  of  Physics  and  Astronomy  Named 

Clemson' s  Department  of  Physics  and 
Astronomy  has  named  John  P.  McKelvey  head 
of  the  department.

The  seventh  floor  will  be  reserved  for 
special  guests  and  visitors  to  Clemson

The  services  the  hotel  now  provides — the 
main  dining  room,  the  shops  and  various 
meeting  rooms — will  continue  to  operate 
for  the  convenience  of  hotel  residents, 
the  general  public  and  the  numerous 
groups  and  organizations  which  are  head- 
quartered in  or  visit  Clemson, 

The  University's  continuing  education 
programs,  conferences,  and  special  groups 
including  alumni  will  continue  to  have 
priority  use  of  the  meeting  rooms, 
Edwards  said.

Jordan  Hall  Groundbreaking  Ceremonies  Scheduled 

Atlantic  States  Construction  Co.  of  At- 
lanta, Ga. ,  has  submitted  the  apparent 
low  base  bid  of  $4,872,000  for  construc- 
tion of  a  biological  sciences  building 
that  will  serve  some  5,000  students  each 
semester  at  Clemson  University. 

The  bid  must  be  approved  by  the  State 
Budget  and  Control  Board  and  the  Clemson 
Board  of  Trustees  before  a  contract  is 
signed.   Seven  companies  placed  bids  for 
the  project,  with  completion  expected 
in  two  years  and  initial  construction 
planned  for  early  October. 

The  proposed  three-story  structure  will 
be  named  Jordan  Hall  in  honor  of  the  late 
F.  Marshall  Jordan,  a  1902  Clemson  grad- 
uate, and  his  wife,  Evelyn  V.  Jordan. 
Jordan  left  Clemson  $632,000,  largest  be- 
quest in  the  institution's  history,  to- 
ward construction  of  the  building. 

Mrs.  Jordan,  a  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  resi- 
dent who  plans  to  make  substantial  addit- 
ions to  the  bequest,  will  participate  in 
groundbreaking  ceremonies  for  Jordan  Hall 
on  Oct.  16. 

The  building  will  adjoin  the  eastern  wing 
of  Long  Hall.   Its  projected  90,000 
square  feet  of  floor  space  will  be  used

Horticulture  Department  Receives  Gift-In-Kind 

Thanks  to  a  gift-in-kind,  Clemson's  Hort- 
iculture Department  is  using  a  sound- 
slide  projector  valued  at  $1,500.   The 
projector  was  made  available  to  the  de- 
partment by  Weldon  Blanton,  regional  man- 
ager. Farmers  Cooperative  Exchange  (FCX) , 
Inc.  in  cooperation  with  FCX,  Inc.  and 
Dow  Chemical  Co. 

Two  graduate  hortitherapy  students  are 
using  the  projector  while  working  with 
the  mentally  retarded,  alcohol  and  drug 
abusers  and  law  offenders  participating 
in  the  hortitherapy  program, 

Hortitherapy  is  a  therapeutic  treatment, 
giving  these  special  people  a  sense  of 
accomplishment  and  responsibility  that 
comes  through  working  with  plants,  Prof. 
Taze  L.  Senn,  head  of  the  horticulture 
department,  said. 

Such  horticultural  activities  as  arrang- 
ing flowers,  making  terrariums,  drying 
flowers  and  planting  gardens  are  taught 


during  weekly  visits  to  participants  in 
the  program. 


Senn  explained  that  with  the  new  equipment, 
slides  and  tape  recordings  of  the  partici- 
pants working  can  be  synchronized  and  used 
later  in  other  educational  programs. 


Clemson  Scientist  Will  Use  Mobile  Lab 
In  Textile  Waste  Research  Project 

Clemson  Scientists  are  using  a  "laboratory 
on  wheels"  to  help  the  textile  industry 
clean  up  its  waste  streams  and  possibly 
save  untold  money  in  recycled  resources. 

The  $100,000  tractor-trailer  rig,  on  loan 
from  Oak  Ridge  National  Laboratory,  is 
being  used  for  on-site  research  in  a  pro- 
ject to  test  and  evaluate,  on  a  large 
scale,  a  water  purification  process  called 
hyperf iltration  or  reverse  osomosis. 

Prof.  Craig  A.  Brandon  of  the  Mechanical 
Engineering  Department  and  Prof.  John  J. 
Porter  of  the  Textile  Department,  are  the 
principal  investigators  on  the  project. 

Clemson  is  conducting  the  study  for  the 
S.C.  Textile  Manufacturers  Association, 
which  has  received  a  $145,000  grant  from 
the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency. 
Another  $81,500  of  in-kind  contributions 
such  as  use  of  quality  control  lab  equip- 
ment and  personnel  will  be  provided  by  the 
fourteen  participating  textile  plants. 

The  researchers  want  to  determine  if  the 
treatment  method  can  be  used  to  clean  up 
the  effluent  from  a  variety  of  textile 
dyeing  and  finishing  operations,  and  also 
reclaim  valuable  wastestream  constituents 
such  as  chemicals,  water  and  heat  now  be- 
ing lost. 

Brandon  and  Porter  have  already  had  suc- 
cess with  the  process  on  a  pilot  plant  at 
LaFance  Industries,  a  division  of  Riegel 
Textile  Corp.  Both  the  purified  or  reno- 
vated wastewater  and  the  highly  concen- 
trated dye  residue  from  the  treatment  of 
textile  dye  waste  have  been  reused  in 


in  production  dyeings  of  furniture  and 
automotive  upholstery  fabrics.   Hyper- 
filtration  offers  the  potential  for  mills 
to  save  money  by  recovering  expensive 
chemicals,  dyes,  and  heat  normally  dis- 
carded, in  hot  textile  wastes  as  well  as 
recovering  the  water  itself,  according 
to  Brandon. 

Porter  conservatively  estimates  that  the 


economic  value  of  the  potentially  recover- 
able constituents  in  a  typical  two  million 
gallon  per  day  textile  waste  stream  totals 
$1,600  per  day. 

Porter  believes  hjrperfiltration  may  also 
be  the  new  treatment  method  that  could 
permit  new  production  processes  to  be  de- 
veloped that  may  have  been  previously  con- 
sidered too  expensive.

Kresge  Foundation  Grant  Approved 

For  Recreation  Outdoor  Education  Complex 

A  $100,000  grant  has  been  approved  by 
trustees  of  The  Kresge  Foundation  to  as- 
sist Clemson  University  in  construction 
of  a  major  recreation-outdoor  education 
complex  on  Lake  Hartwell  to  serve  special 
groups  such  as  handicapped  and  disadvan- 
taged children  and  adults. 


Announcement  of  the  award  was  made  by 
William  H.  Baldwin,  president  of  The 
Kresge  Foundation  of  Troy,  Mich.,  and 
Clemson  President  Robert  C.  Edwards. 

The  $840,000  complex,  which  is  already 
under  construction,  will  comprise  all  of 
the  residential  buildings  and  supporting 
facilities  necessary  to  provide  a  mean- 
ingful camping  experience  for  special 
adult  and  children's  groups. 


Also  the  facility  will  serve  as  a  lab- 
oratory where  Clemson  students  and  other 
college  students  majoring  in  recreation 
and  park  administration  caa  gain  prac- 
tical, real-life  experienc3  in  working 
with  these  groups. 

The  complex  is  to  be  located  on  a  wooded 
peninsula  in  the  Twin  Lakes  area  of  the 
Clemson  Forest  about  five  miles  south  of 
the  University's  main  campus. 

One  of  the  eight-cabin  divisions  of  the 
total  complex  will  be  known  as  "Jaycee 
Camp  Hope"  for  mentally  retarded  adults 
and  children.   Another  of  the  units  will 
be  used  during  the  summers  by  the  State 
Department  of  Mental  Health  for  its  spe- 
cial programs  for  emotionally  disturbed 
children. 

Two  complete  subcamps  consisting  of  eight 
hexagonal  cabins,  a  crafts  center,  and  a 
central  camping  facility  complex  with  din- 
ing room,  administrative  offices  and  in- 
firmary, will  be  ready  to  welcome  the 
first  campers  next  spring. 

Clemson  Awarded  Grants 

For  Environmental  Impact  Studies 

Two  grants  totaling  $139,000  have  been 
awarded  to  Clemson  University  by  Duke 
Power  Co.  and  Westinghouse  Electric  Corp. 
for  environmental  impact  studies  of 
streams  and  lakes  at  two  proposed  power 
industry  sites  in  the  Piedmont. 

Benjamin  C.  Dysart,  engineering  professor 
and  head  of  the  research  projects,  said 
the  studies  are  required  by  regulatory 
agencies  in  order  to  provide  a  basis  for 
comparing  bodies  of  water  before  and 
after  an  industrial  plant  is  in  operation, 

The  $93,000  Duke  grant  goes  to  the  de- 
partments of  environmental  systems  en- 
gineering, zoology,  and  chemistry  and 
geology  to  investigate  bodies  of  water 
which  will  be  affected  by  Duke's  pro- 
posed Bad  Creek  pumped-storage  station 
to  be  located  above  Lake  Jocassee  in 
Oconee  County. 

Westinghouse  has  granted  $46,000  to  the 
same  departments  in  addition  to  the  de- 
partments of  botany  and  entomology  and 


economic  zoology  to  conduct  a  similar 
study  in  connection  with  its  proposed 
nuclear  Recycle  Fuels  Plant,  which  will 
be  located  in  the  Starr-Iva  area  of  And- 
erson County. 

In  addition  to  assessing  present  condi- 
tions of  Bad  Creek,  the  Clemson  team  will 
suggest  ways  in  which  Duke  engineers  might 
design  the  reservoir  with  a  minimum  effect 
on  the  environment. 

The  researchers  will  collect  data  on 
stream  flow,  aquatic  plants  and  animals, 
sediments,  and  water  quality  to  determine 
the  later  impact  of  the  two  industrial  op- 
erations on  the  stream  and  lake  environ- 
ments. 


Clemson  Begins  Third  Year  As 
Satellite  Studio  for  Educational  Radio 

With  emphasis  on  instructional  and  per- 
sonal enrichment  as  well  as  entertainment 
prograimning,  Clemson  University  has  begun 
its  third  year  as  a  satellite  production 
studio  for  the  S.C.  Educational  Radio  Net- 
work. 

The  network  stations  are  WSCI,  89.3  FM, 
Charleston,  and  WEPR,  90.1  FM,  Greenville, 
and  coming  soon,  stations  in  Columbia  and 
Sumter.   The  bulk  of  programming  for  the 
state  network  originates  from  headquarters 
in  Columbia  or  from  National  Public  Radio, 
Washington,  D.C. 

At  certain  times  of  the  day  Clemson 
"switches  in"  to  the  network  with  17  pro- 
grams produced  and  fed  from  new  stereo 
studios  in  the  Clemson  House. 

Instructional  programming  designed  for 
use  in  the  classroom  originates  from  the 
University  daily.

Three  Ckmson  Scientists  Begin  Long-Term 
Recreation  and  Wildlife  Research  Project 

Three  scientists  at  Clemson  University 
have  begun  a  long-term  research  project 
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on  recreation  and  wildlife. 

Called  Integrated  Recreation-Wildlife 
Habitat  Management,  it  is  a  joint  venture 
by  Clemson's  College  of  Forest  and  Rec- 
reation Resources  and  the  Southeastern 
Forest  Experiment  Station,  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  Forest  Service. 

George  A.  James,  project  leader,  said, 
"We  expect  to  be  involved  for  many  years 
in  forest-related  research  in  both  Car- 
olinas,  Virginia,  Georgia  and  Florida, 
with  heavy  concentration  here  in  South 
Carolina." 

James  and  two  wildlife  biologists,  all 
from  the  Southeastern  Forest  Experiment 
Station,  in  Asheville,  N.C.,  will  devote 
the  fall  and  winter  months  to  preparing 
study  plans.   Early  next  spring  they 
will  leave  their  offices  on  the  Clemson 
campus  to  begin  intensive  field  work  at 
sites  throughout  the  Southeast.   The 
sites  have  not  been  selected  vet. 

They  will  work  with  University  faculty 
members  and  scientists  from  the  Belle  W. 
Baruch  Research  Institute  on  problems  of 
m.utual  concern. 

Clemson  and  the  Forest  Service  will  share 
the  research  data. 


College  of  Nursing  Receives 
Grant  to  Fund  Workshops 

Clemson's  College  of  Nursing  has  received 
a  $19,500  grant  to  conduct  three  15-day 
workshops  for  emergency  room  nurses  from 
small  rural  hospitals. 

The  first  of  the  workshops  funded  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  will  begin  Dec.  2.   Others  will 
be  held  next  May  and  June. 

Because  the  courses  are  clinically  ori- 
ented, with  training  in  the  Greenville 
hospital  system,  enrollment  will  be  limit- 
ed to  10  registered  nurses  for  each  ses- 
sion, Prof.  Mary  Wagner  said. 


Wagner  noted  that  in  addition  to  upgrad- 
ing emergency  care,  the  workshops  are  to 
develop  audio-visual  resources  for  con- 
tinuing nursing  education. 


Clemson  Husband-Wife  Team  Publish 
Comprehensive  Book  on  Sickle  Cell  Anemia 

Charles  W.  Triche,  reference  librarian  in 
science,  technology  and  agriculture  at 
Clemson  University,  and  his  wife,  Diane 
Samson  Triche,  a  former  laboratory  tech- 
nologist in  Clemson's  poultry  science  de- 
partment, are  the  authors  of  a  new  book. 
The  Sickle  Cell  Hemoglobinopathies:   A 
Comprehensive  Bibliography  1910-1972. 

Published  by  the  Whitson  Publishing  Co., 
the  work  is  a  comprehensive  bibliography, 
international  in  scope,  of  the  literature 
surrounding  sickle  cell  anemia. 

The  Triche' s  book  is  the  first  to  under- 
take such  a  comprehensive  study  of  the 
subject.   It  covers  all  aspects  of  sickle 
cell  anemia,  a  disease  affecting  the  hem- 
globin  in  the  black  population.   Topics 
include  how  the  disease  relates  to  preg- 
nancy, air  travel  and  genetic  variance.

Award-Winning  Author  to  Address  Children's  Literature  Symposium 


William  Armstrong,  author  of  the  award- 
winning  children's  story  "Sounder,"  will 
address  elementary  school  teachers  and 
librarians  from  an  eight-county  upstate 
area  invited  to  attend  the  annual  Children's 
Literatiore  symposium  here  Oct.  26. 

Armstrong's  "Sounder"  won  the  1970  John 
Newbery  medal  for  the  most  outstanding 
achievement  in  American  children's  lit- 
erature.  He  was  given  the  National  School 
Bell  Award  in  1963. 

"Sounder,"  which  was  made  into  a  film  in 
1972  and  has  been  translated  into  eight 
languages,  was  Armstrong's  first  fictional 
work  for  children.   But  his  nonfiction 
works  for  children  include  "Barefoot  in 
the  Grass:   The  Story  of  Grandma  Moses," 
and  "The  Education  of  Abraham  Lincoln."

Endowed  gifts  to  the  Clemson  memorial 
awards  and  scholarships  program  have  in- 
creased signif icajitly  since  the  program's 
formal  establishment  in  July  1973. 

At  that  "time  there  were  32  endowed  schol- 
arships £.nd  15  endowed  awards.   Since 
then,  foi'.r  new  scholarships  and  five  new 
awards  representing  more  than  $60,000  in 
endowed  {^ifts  for  student  aid  have  been 
added. 

The  program  provides  an  appropriate  way 
to  recognize  and  honor  individuals  who 
have  been  -issociated  with  the  University. 
When  an  award  or  scholarship  is  establish- 


ed, the  donor  helps  determine  the  guide- 
"'i'-.es  to  be  used  in  selecting  the  recip- 
ients and  in  administering  the  ftind. 

Memorial  awards  may  be  established  through 
an  endowed  gift  of  at  least  $2,000;  mem- 
orial scholarships  through  an  endowed  gift 
of  at  least  $10,000.   The  annual  income 
from  the  endowments  provide  the  money  for 
the  annual  awards  (meiximum  of  $200)  and 
scholarships  (no  maximum).

Construction  of  Jordan  Hall,  the  biological 
sciences  building  to  be  erected  south  of 
Long  Hall,  will  begin  soon,  according  to 
Jerry  Boyer,  superintendent  of  planning 
and  engineering.   By  mid-October  pedest- 
rians will  be  walking  around  a  contractor's 
fence  on  a  temporary  sidewalk. 

The  construction  site  will  eliminate  some 
parking  and  will  block  Bryan  Street  next 
to  the  east  campus  low-rise  dorms.   Drivers 
will  be  able  to  turn  from  South  Palmetto 
Boulevard  onto  Bryan  Street  to  get  on  the 
loop  between  the  low-rises  and  Schilletter 
Hall. 

Robert  D,  Eflin,  campus  master  planner, 
said  the  University  has  compensated  for 


that  loss  of  parking  by  expanding  the 
parking  lots  at  Sikes  Hall  and  in  front 
of  Long  Hall  and  by  creating  new  parking 
spaces  on  South  Palmetto  Boulevard o 

Boyer  said  the  renovation  and  extension  c'

2.  Prior  to  rewriting  the  sections  of  the  Faculty  Manual  entitled  -  Councils , 
Committees  -  the  Senate  is  urged  to  approve  the  resolution  (PC-74-7-2) 
(FS-74-7-)  concerning  the  role     of  the  Faculty  Senate  in  reviewing  policy 
recommendations  of  University  Councils  and  Committees. 

3.  The  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  is  requested  to    appoint  the  secretary 
as  Parlimentarian  for  the  Senate.     It  is  further  suggested  that  the  business 
meetings  of  the  Senate  be  conducted  according  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order 
and  that  investigations  be  made  of  the  appropriate  use  of  the  U.S.  House 
of  Representatives'  Rules  of  Order.     Specific  reference  is  made  to  rules 
for  Roll  Call  votes. 

4.  The  Policy  Committee 

a.  Opposes  the  computerization  and  memory  storage  of  student 
evaluations  of  faculty  data. 

b.  Supports  and  will  continue  to  investigate  more  effective 
alternative  uses  of  these  data. 

5.  Preliminary  investigations  of  the  tenure  policy  as  stated  and  practiced  at 
Clemson  show  that  we  are  in  accord  with  AAUP  recommendations.    Further 
input  and  comment  are  again  requested  to  be  directed  to  Professor  A.  H. 
Holt,   804  Strode  Tower. 

6.  Long  range  evaluation  of  the  structure  of  the  Senate  and  its  present 
responsibilities  require  changes  in    (1)  terms  of  office  and    (2)  total 
number  of  senators . 

7.  The  Senate  should  evaluate  the  mechanisms  available  to  it  to  record  its 
positions  by  way  of  resolutions,  recommendations  and/or  motions.    This 
item  is  referred  to  the  Advisory  Committee.

8.         On  behalf  of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  Policy  Committee  recommends 
that  substantive  resolutions  be  accompanied  by  adequate  supportive  infor- 
mation to  facilitate  favorable  consideration  by  the  administration  of  the 
University. 

Relative  to  item  number  1 ,  the  amendment  will  be  voted  on  at  the  August 
meeting.    The  amendment  is  as  follows: 

Amendment  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Faculty  Senate  (FS-74-7-) 

Be  it  resolved  that  Article  II,  Section   1.    Membership  be  amended  as  follows; 

1 .      Present  Provisions 

"Any  member  of  the  faculty  of  a  college  or  school  may  be  eligible 
for  membership  on  the  Faculty  Senate  excluding  administrative 
personnel." 

Amended  Statement 

" excluding  regular  administrative  personnel. 

Senators  appointed  to  a  temporary  or  interim  administrative  position 
for  a  period  of  three  or  more  months  or  of  longer  indeterminant 
duration  shall  request  a  leave  of  absence  from  the  Senate;  and,  a 
temporary  substitute  shall  be  appointed  by  the  appropriate  Dean  of 
the  College  concerned." 

After  much  discussion,  item  number  2  above  was  tabled  for  further  study. 

Welfare  Committee 

W.  Baron  indicated  that  the  following  memorandum  was  being  circulated  to 
all  faculty  and  staff: 

1 .        Recently  the  Annuities  Committee  of  the  Welfare  Committee  of  the  Faculty 
Senate  made  an  analysis  of  the  Tax  Sheltered  Annuity  program  offered  at 
Clemson  University.    Each   of  the  twenty-one  companies  authorized  to 
sell  tax  sheltered  annuities  on  campus  was  sent  an  extensive  question- 
naire.   A  summary  of  the  results  of  these  questionnaires  and  subsequent 
analysis  by  the  Annuities  Committee  is  made  in  a  report  entitled,  "Tax 
Sheltered  Annuities."    The  report  is  quite  comprehensive  and  the  results 
indicate  that  there  are  significant  differences  among  the  annuity  programs 
being  offered.    We  would  suggest  that  anyone  owning  or  considering  the 
purchase  of  a  tax  sheltered  annuity  read  this  report.    If  you  cannot  obtain 
a  copy  of  the  report  through  your  department  head,  call  on  your  faculty 
senator.    A  list  of  the  companies  and  their  local  representatives  (if  any) 
is  included  in  the  report.    The  report  was  distributed  to  all  department   heads.

2.        The  enrollment  period  for  purchase  of  tax  sheltered  annuities  has  been 
changed.    It  is  now  the  first  15  days  of  the  months  August  through 
November  and  January  through  March.    This  permits  appropriate  deductions 
in  the  first  paycheck  of  the  following  month. 

Senator  Baron  also  indicated  that  a  package  of  documents  on  benefits 
available  to  the  faculty  and  staff  is  being  prepared  for  circulation  at  a  later 
date.    Also,  faculty  manuals  from  other  Universities  are  being  obtained. 

Senator  Baron  then  introduced  the  following  note  of  thanks  which  received 
unanimous  approval  of  the  Faculty  Senate.

President  Dillon  wrote  to  Dean  Hurst  on  June  20,   1974,  concerning  an  item 
in  the  current  Higher  Education  and  National  Affairs  publication  (6/14/74) .    Dean 
Hurst  was  requested  to  consider  initiating  "ground  work"  for  the  establishment 
of  this  University  as  the  state  environmental  center.    The  item  referred  to  in  the 
above  publication  is  reproduced  below: 

ENVIRONMENTAL  CENTERS  -  The  Senate  passed  and  sent  to  the  House  June  12 
a  bill  (SI 865)  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  state  and  regional  environmental 
centers  at  higher  education  institutions  or  consortia  of  such  institutions.    The 
centers  would  plan  and  implement  environmental  research,  train  professionals, 
and  operate  comprehensive  environmental  education  programs.    The  bill  authorizes 
grants,  which  could  total  as  much  as  $137  million  to  $150  million  over  five  years, 
to  participating  states. 

A  memorandum  from  Dean  Hurst  concerning  "Changes  in  Rates  for  Official 
Travel  for  Fiscal  Year  1974-75"  was  read  by  Vice  President  Carpenter.    Since 
this  information  has  now  received  wide  circulation,  the  rates  will  not  be  itemized 
herein. 

The  Undergraduate  Council  met  on  June  25,   19  74,  and  among  the  agenda  items 
approved  was  the  policy  concerning  "Elective  Credit  and  Eligibility  for  Course 
Enrollment  for  Undergraduates."    The  policy  as  approved  is  as  follows: 

"The  College  and  the  Department  in  which  a  student  is  enrolled  determine 
what  courses  a  student  may  use  for  elective  credit  toward  an  undergraduate  degree. 
The  College  and  the  Department  in  which  a  course  is  taught  determine  the  eligi- 
bility for  enrollment  in  a  course."    Basically,  this  policy  gives  to  the  College  and 
the  Department  the  prerogative  of  refusing  to  enroll  a  student  in  a  lower  numbered 
course  after  having  completed  a  higher  numbered  course.    As  an  example  the  student 
could  be  refused  admission  into  Math  100  after  taking  Math  103.

Memorial  Award  Establishes  Endowment 
in  Psychology  and  Sociology 

The  ij]rnest  Jewell  Hardesty  Moore  Memorial 
Award  had  been  established  at  Clemson 
through  a  gift  of  $5,000  by  Mrs.  Anne 
Moore  of  Camden  in  memory  of  her  son 
Ernest,  a  former  Clemson  Student.

The  memorial  award  is  the  first  endowed 
in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  designated 
for  use  in  psychology  and  sociology.   The 
first  recipients  will  be  recognized  at  the 
University's  annual  Honors  and  Awards  Day 
ceremonies  next  April. 


New  Bioengineering  Award  Announced 

A  new  annual  award  to  honor  a  Clemson 
University  student  for  "outstanding  ach- 
ievement in  scholarship  and  research  in 
the  field  of  bioengineering,"  was  announc- 
ed October  12  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Clemson  Advisory  Board  for  Bioengineering. 

Called  the  Moore  Prize,  the  award  was 
established  by  the  Moore  Orthopaedic 
Clinic  of  Columbia  in  memory  of  its 
founder.  Dr.  Austin  D.  Moore.   Moore  was 
for  many  years  one  of  this  country's 
leading  orthopaedic  surgeons  and  pioneered 
the  development  and  use  of  artificial  hips 
in  the  late  1930s. 

Bioengineering  attempts  to  apply  the 
techniques  and  methods  of  engineering  to 
societal  problems  such  as  medicine  and 
health  care.   Over  the  past  eight  years 
the  bioengineering  program  at  Clemson  has 
achieved  worldwide  recognition  for  its 
contributions  to  medicine,  especially  in 
the  fields  of  orthopaedics  and  oral  sur- 
gery.

President  Dillon  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:15  p.m.  and  asked  for 
corrections  or  additions  to  the  July  9  minutes.  After  four  minor  changes,  the 
minutes  were  approved.

Senator  Roberts  moved 
that  the  second  sentence  of  Section  II  c  be  changed  to  "Should  the  instructor 
persist  in  his  opinion  that  an  act  of  cheating  did  occur  he  will  note  all  known 
particulars  in  memorandum  form;  forward  to  the  appropriate  Associate  Dean  of 
Students,    through  the  Department  Head  and  Dean  of  College."    A  spirited 
discussion  followed  whereby  some  serious  questions  concerning  Section  IV 
were  raised.

President  Dillon  attended  the  Graduate  Council  Meeting  on  August  7,  but 
had  no  report. 

President  Dillon  discussed  with  Dean  Vickery  the  possibility  of  including 
more  decorum  and  pageantry  along  with  the  awarding  of  the  Faculty  and  Norris 
medals.    They  discussed  the  possibility  of  redesigning  the  small  medals  so  that 
they  would  be  more  easily  seen  during  the  ceremony.    Dean  Vickery  suggested 
that  the  faculty  not  leave  the  auditorium  before  the  stage  party  exits.     Senator 
Baron  discussed  the  lack  of  pageantry  and  decorum  and  the  state  of  confusion 
at  the  last  commencement  exercise  and  requested:    that  the    Administration 
consider  the  possibility  of  reinstating  the  practice  of  having  an  invited  commence- 
ment speaker;  that  they  eliminate  the  handing  out  of  diplomas  to  individual  students; 
that  a  rotational  system  be  devised  for  faculty  attendance.    In  view  of  these  sug- 
gestions. President  Dillon  appointed  Ad  Hoc  Committee  E  to  study  the  commence- 
ment problem:    Senators  Douglass  (chairman),  Slann,   Baron,  and  Goree .    This 
committee  solicits  written  suggestions  from  the  faculty,   (please  send  them  to 
Senator  Douglass). 

The  Health  Maintenance  Organization  (HMO) ,  considered  by  the  Welfare 
Committee  in  19  72,  is  coming  to  fruition  through  the  S.   C.  Department  of  Health 
and  Environmental  Control.    President  Dillon  referred  this  matter  to  the  Welfare 
Committee . 

Dean  Hurst  has  approved  the  printing  of  an  additional  150  copies  of  the  TSA 
study.     If  there  are  questions  on  TSA  faculty  and  staff  should  call  Mr.  Ron  Herrin's 
office. 

President  Dillon  read  Dean  Claud  Green's  letter  on  the  Review  of  Undergraduate 
Programs:    No  program  will  be  discontinued;  low  enrollment  is  not  a  problem.     Dean 
Green  suggested  that  total  course  enrollment  should  be  watched  very     carefully. 

President  Dillon  recognized  Senator  Tombes  who  is  a  member  of  the  planning 
council.    Senator  Tombes  reported  that  the  Council  had  discussed  the  pedestrian 
campus  concept;  that  the  road  in  front  of  the  library  would  be  closed  between 
7:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.;  and  that  plans  for  a  university  golf  course  are  under 
study.     Senator  Baron  requested  that  the  planning  commission  show  justification 
for  supporting  the  closing  of  the  street  in  front  of  the  library.    He  pointed  out  that 
the  barricade  is  not  aesthetic  and  that  cars  can  drive  up  to  both  sides  of  the 
barricade.    He  can  see  no  real  justification  for  the   barricades,  but  if  we  must 
have  them  that  they  be  in  effect  from  8:30  a.m.  until  3:30  p.m.    A  discussion 
followed  during  which  it  was  pointed  out  that  streets  are  named  but  none  is 
labeled  except  on  a  map.

President  Dillon  recognized  Senator  Jacobus  who  reported  briefly  on  the 
activities  of  the  University  Traffic  Committee:    Vehicles  can  be  parked  up  to 
the  barricades;  the  fine  for  passing  a  barricade  can  be  up  to  $100  plus  four  points 
off  the  offender's  license;  there  are  approximately  200  extra  parking  places  which 
resulted  when  175  green  T  (graduate  assistants)  and  50  graduate  research  assistants  'f* 

parking  decals  were  removed;  radar    will  be  used  to  control  traffic  speed  in  the  U 

25  and  35  mph  zones  on  highway  93  between  the  Clemson  House  and  Sikes  Hall; 
there  are  240  students  in  the  Clemson  House  and  parking  there  will  be  critical, 
and  all  parking  regulations  will  be  enforced  24  hours  per  day;  three  traffic  and 
parking  maps  -  student,  bicycle,    and  faculty  -  are  available.    Senator  Jacobus 
pointed  out  that  bicycles,  pedestrians  and  emergency  vehicles  are  the  only 
traffic  that  can  legally  penetrate  the  barricades.

President  Dillon  briefly  reported  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  meeting.    The  greatest 
changes  at  Clemson  have  occurred  over  the  last  four  years,  there  has  been  more 
centralization  which  has  resulted  in  less  flexibility  for  action  on  the  campus.    The 
Council  of  Presidents  has  presented  to  the  CHE  the  need  for  a    master  plan  for 
Higher  Education  in  South  Carolina.     It  was    pointed  out  that  the  number  of  insti- 
tutions for  higher  learning  has  increased  from  6  in  1938  to  78  in  1974.    President 
Edwards  and  the  Board  have  offered  their  enthusiastic  support  of  the  arrangement 
whereby  Clemson  and  the  USC  will  solidify  their  relationship  and  reduce  competition 
in  all  areas  except  in  the  athletic  arena.    Trustees  Coker  and  Waddell  of  Clemson 
will  work  out  the  solidified  position.     Clemson  University  might  have  problems 
complying    with  Title  IX  which  removes  all  discrimination  due  to  sex.    All  rules  must 
affect  both  sexes  identically. 

Old  Business 

Senator  Roberts  moved  that  Resolution  FS-74-7-2  concerning  the  role  of 
university  councils  and  committees  in  faculty  policy  matters  be  removed  from  the 
table  for  acceptance  or  rejection.    The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  unanimously. 
President  Dillon  asked     that  in  the  absence  of  Vice  President  Carpenter,  Secretary 
Adkins  assume  the  chair.     Secretary  Adkins  announced  that  the  floor  was  open  for 
discussion  and  recognized  President  Dillon  who  spoke  against  the  Resolution  point- 
ing out  that  the  Senate  is  represented  on  the  Educational  Council  by  the  President 
of  the  Senate.    No  academic  policy  becomes  effective  unless  approved  by  the 
Council.    The  President  of  the  Senate  votes  in  the  Educational  Council  to  reflect 
the  attitude  of  the  Senate.    Further,  matters  of  academic  policy  which  arise  in 
other  councils  and  committees  are  referred  to  the  Senate  by  Dean  Hurst  through 
the  President  of  the  Senate.     Senator  Baron  pointed  out  that  the  policy  related  to 
Academic  Affairs  on  requirements  for  B.S.  and  B.A.  was  never  presented  to  the 
Senate  for  their  reaction.      In  answer  it  was  pointed  out  that  the    policy  in  question 
did  not  arise  on  campus  at  all  but  came  to  the  university  as  guidelines  set  down  by 
the  accrediting  agency.     During  the  ensuing  discussion,  it  was  pointed  out  that 
there  was  no  objection  to  the  Resolution  per  se,  only  to  the  way  it  was  worded. 
Senator  Roberts  spoke  in  favor  of  the  resolution  and  called  for  the  question.    The 
question  to  bring  the  matter  to  a  vote  failed  (15  opposed  and  12  in  favor).    The  floor 
then  was  open  for  further  discussion.     Senator  Baron  called  for  the  question  which 
was  approved  unanimously.

It  also  was  pointed  out  that 
if  the  resolution  passes,   it  will  not  be  official  until  approved  by  the  Faculty  at  its 
next  meeting.    There  was  a  call  for  the  question  which  was  unanimously  approved.

One  suggestion 
has  been  made  that  the  Manual  be  reprinted  each  year  and  the  changes  be  incorpo- 
rated at  that  time .

The  Scholarships  and  Awards  Committee  met  at  4:00  P.M.   in  Room  E-103 
Martin  Hall,  Chairman  Corinne  Sawyer  presiding.     Members  absent  were:    S.  S. 
Melsheimer,  K.  N.  Vickery,  Susan  Delony,  A.  M.  Bloss,  and  M.  G.  Carmichael. 

Dr.  Sawyer  opened  the  meeting  with  the  announcement  that  M.  G.  Carmichael 
of  the  Financial  Aid  Office  would  become  the  permanent  secretary  for  the  Committee 
as  of  the  next  meeting. 

Dr.  Sawyer  then  distributed  to  the  collegiate  representatives  complete  and 
permanent  files  of  restricted  and  unrestricted  scholarships  available  to  all  colleges;

Among  them:  the  inadequacy  of  two-way 
communication  among  and  between  administration,  faculty  and  students 
and  the  attitudes  of  each  of  these  groups  toward  the  others;  long 
range  planning;  the  increasing  number  of  students  graduating  with 
honors;  title  IX  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act.  Admiral  McDevitt  was  asked 
to  seek  any  input  that  the  President  might  have  for  the  committee 
to  consider.

related  areas.   The  institute  will  co- 
ordinate the  Atlanta  symposium.

"A  Memo  to  My  Supervisor" 
—written  by  Furman  Arthur,  public  relations 
director  at  New  College,  and  reprinted  from 
"Techniques^"  a  publication  of  the  American 
College  Public  Relations  Association 

When  you  hired  me,  you  observed  that 


making  the  transition  from  newspaper  edit- 
ing to  college  public  relations  work  would 
be  interesting  but  you  didn't  warn  me  that 
it  would  also  be  unintelligible. 

I  refer  to  what  I  call  "campuspeak"  —  the 
language  academicians  and  adminstrators  use 

when  they  talk  and  write  to  each  other. 
Journalists,  except  for  beginning  sport- 
writers  ,  somehow  manage  to  write  millions 
of  words  describing  the  most  difficult 
concepts  without  resorting  to  stilted 
language.   I'm  told  that  there  are  roughly 
600,000  words  in  the  English  language  and 
that  the  educated  adult  uses  2,000  every 
day.  Why,  then,  do  the  highly  educated 
men  and  women  at  colleges  and  universities 
consistently  depend  on,  use  and  misuse  a 
few  of  these  words? 

If  I  could  erase  only  two  words  from 
"campuspeak,"  "viable"  would  be  first  and 
"parameter"  second.   Following  these  in  no 
particular  order  would  be  "interface," 


maximize,   optimize,   concept- 
"  "dichotomy,"  "input,"  and  "feed- 


"rubic, 
ualize, 
back,"  —  for  a  start. 

To  a  newcomer,  the  language  of  the  meeting 
room  and  campus  memorandijun  should  be  de- 
clared "inoperative."  Then  we  should  in- 
sist on  simple  English,  at  least  for  the 
simple  ideas  that  seem  to  predominate  at 
faculty  meetings.   A  Moratorium  on  the  use 
of  certain  overworked  words  may  solve  some 
of  our  "communications"  problems.   Some- 
times our  communications  problems  result 
from  the  fact  that  we  can't  speak  simply 
enough  to  be  understood. 

Some  of  our  leading  magazines  and  writers 
may  take  part  of  the  blame  for  this  plague 
of  overworked  words.   Time,  over  the  years, 
has  introduced  into  our  everyday  vocabu- 
laries words  and  phrases  which,  I  suspect, 
were  unearthed  by  recent  literature  grad- 
uates, struggling  to  make  their  way  up  the 
ranks .   Cursed  by  the  writer  who  made 
academicians  aware  of  "exacerbate"  and 
"deja  vu. "  You  and  I  both  know  all  too 
well  at  least  one  faculty  member  who  can- 
not write  a  memo  without  using  one  or  the 
other.   A  trustee  recently  suggested  th;it 
we  hold  a  meeting  without  using  the  vorc. 
"viable."  We  almost  made  it  but  someone 
slipped. 
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I  find  less  "campuspeak"  at  trustee  meet- 
ings than  at  faculty  meetings.   Perhaps 
they  are  trustees  because  they  have  learn- 
ed to  think  and  speak  clearly.   I  am  re- 
minded of  a  remark  made  by  a  trustee  about 
an  action  that  seemed  to  him  totally  un- 
necessary.  A  faculty  member  might  have 
said,  "In  the  parameters  we  conceptualize, 
and  considering  all  the  viable  alterna- 
tives, that  proposal  would  see  fatuous  and 
solecistic."  What  the  trustee  said  was, 
"That  would  be  like  rearranging  deck  chairs 
on  the  "Titantic." 


1974  Faculty  Research  Grants 
Supported  Four  Projects  Abroad 

The  U.S.  image  in  German  lieterature, 
cultural  changes  reflected  in  Spanish 
drama,  and  black  culture  in  the- Antilles 
are  among  the  topics  of  research  done  a- 
broad  by  Clemson  University  professors 
during  the  summer  of  197^. 

Faculty  Research  Committee  grants  defray- 
ed expenses  on  these  three  projects,  a 
study  of  medieval  pollution  control  efforts 
in  England,  and  research  on  Colombia  and 
the  Panama  problem  during  the  early  1900' s. 
Seventeen  additional  research  projects 
conducted  in  South  Carolina  and  four  other 
states  also  received  portions  of  the 
$16,365  distributed  by  the  committee.   The 
grants  are  supported  by  the  Clemson  Alumni 
Association  and  the  Kress  Endowment. 

With  the  hypothesis  that  teaching  materials 
affect  student  attitudes,  Patricia  W. 
Wannamaker,  associate  professor  of  German, 
studies  books  used  in  English  classes  in 
German  schools  to  draw  up  a  composite 
picture  of  the  American  culture  that  con- 
fronts the  student  in  these  classes. 

Students  were  tested  to  determine  how  much 
their  attitudes  toward  America  reflect  this 
image.   Wannamaker  is  still  compiling  in- 
formation to  complete  the  study. 

Through  his  research  on  recent  Spanish 
drama,  Leon  E.  Seamon,  assistant  professor 
of  Spanish,  found  changes  in  the  Spanish 
attitudes  toward  women  and  religion. 
Plays  tell  of  young   girls  leaving  the 
country  for  school  and  of  women  marrying 
outside  their  religion  and  race.   Mothers, 


formerly  portrayed  as  severely  religious 
and  always  dressed  in  black,  more  recently 
have  been  depicted  as  having  lovers  while 
their  husbands  are  living,  or  remarrying 
after  their  husbands  die.   Playwrights  also 
have  written  of  seductions  in  churches  and 
other  sacriligious  scenes. 

The  islands  of  Guadeloupe  and  Martinque 
in  the  Antilles  were  colonized  by  the 
French.   "A  rich,  scholarly  and  informative 
literature,"  wrote  Russell  Willingham, 
instructor  of  French,  "is  unique  in  that 
its  language  may  be  French,  but  its  heritage, 
its  cultural  orientations  is  uniquely  black. 

According  to  Willingham,  authors  Etienne 
Lero  and  Aime  Cesaire  of  Martinque  began 
the  movement  of  Negritude,  a  denunciation 
of  the  subjugation  of  blacks  by  whites  and 
an  effort  to  reveal  black  dignity,  pride 
and  intelligence. 

Jerome  V.  Reel  Jr. ,  associate  professor  of 
history,  examined  English  records  of  special 
commissions  created  between  1320  and  IU20 
to  regulate  obstructions  in  rivers,  the 
building  of  dikes  and  sewers,  and  the  dis- 
posal of  waste  matter  into  rivers  and 
streams. 

Reel  is  trying  to  determine  why  the  member- 
ship of  the  commissions  shifted  from  common 
people  to  dignitaties  and  whether  this 
change  contributed  to  the  collapse  of  the 
system. 

Joseph  L.  Arbena,  associate  professor  of 
history,  devoted  his  summer  research  to 
finding  an  explanation  for  Colombia's 
generally  cooperative  attitude  at  the  Inter- 
American  Conference  of  I906,  despite  the 
still  unresolved  Panama  dispute  with  the 
United  States. 

Arbena  found  that  Colombian  President 
Rafael  Reyes  agreed  to  cooperate  with  the 
United  States  on  the  Panama  question  in 
return  for  an  American  pledge  to  deny  aid 
to  Colombian  separatists,  to  persuade 
Panama  to  do  the  same,  and  to  speed  up 
negotiations  for  a  new  treaty. 

The  Faculty  Research  Committee  will  meet 
early  in  December  to  award  the  197^-75 
faculty  grants . 


South  Carolina  State  Employees'

Because  of  its  nature  as  a  govemm.ent  agency,  NC/STRC  charges  its 
users  only  direct  costs  for  services  rendered.   Thus,  searches  are  priced 
separately  by  file,  depending  on  the  complexity  of  the  computer  program  used 
and  the  amount  of  information  contained  in  the  file.   Prices  for  retro- 
spective searches  range  from  $45  to  $325;  current  awareness  searches  cost 
from  $100  to  $310  per  year.   The  cost  includes  the  time  of  a  NC/STRC  sub-  \ 

ject  specialist  to  communicate  with  the  user  about  the  parameters  of  the  '' 

request,  prepare  search  strategy,  and  evaluate  the  results  to  insure  the 
most  pertinent  information  possible.   All  that  is  necessary  to  initiate  a 
request  is  a  call  or  letter  explaining  in  as  much  detail  as  possible  the 
question  to  be  searched.   Results,  in  the  form  of  a  bibliography  of  complete 
abstracts,  are  normally  returned  within  two  weeks. 
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NORTH  CAROLINA  AGENCY  PROVIDES  COMPUTERIZED  LITERATURE  SEARCHES  (Continued) 

As  an  extension  of  NC/STRC's  computerized  retrieval  activities,  the 
Library  Search  Service  is  operated  in  conjunction  with  36  southeastern 
universities,  including  Clemson  University.   Students  may  order  retro- 
spective searches  of  any  one  of  four  NC/STRC  collections  (NASA,  GRA, 
ITT,  or  ERIC)  at  a  charge  of  only  $15.   Librarians  are  trained  to  prepare 
search  strategy  so  that  students  can  order  searches  locally  and  have  a 
hand  in  specifying  their  requests  for  computer  processing.   Students  re- 
ceive complete  abstracts  for  all  citations,  but  the  searches  are  not 
evaluated  by  the  NC/STRC  staff  for  relevancy.   Students  should  contact 
Miss  Genevieve  Reidy  in  the  Science  and  Technology  Division  of  the  Cooper 
Library.

Low  Base  Bids  Submitted 
for  Campus  Construction 

Triangle  Construction  Co.  of  Greenville 
and  M.  B.  Kahn  Construction  Co.  of  Colum- 
bia have  submitted  apparent  low  base  bids 
for  construction  of  a  dairy  science  re- 
search center  and  renovation  and  expansion 
of  the  agricultural  engineering  building 
at  Clems on. 

Triangle's  bid  of  $1,027,600  for  the  dairy 
center  was  the  lowest  of  seven  bidders. 
The  Kahn  bid  of  $1,90U,280  for  work  on 
McAdams  Hall  was  lowest  of  six  bids. 

The  bids  must  be  approved  by  the  State 
Budget  and  Control  Board  and  Clemson's 
Board  of  Trustees  before  contracts  are 
signed. 

The  dairy  science  center  will  contain 
eight  buildings.   It  will  include  an 
automated  feed  center,  milking  parlor, 
maternity  and  calf  barn,  heifer  shed, 
waste  treatment  facilities  and  experimen- 
tal feed  lots.   It  will  have  68,000 
square  feet  under  roof. 

The  center  will  replace  existing  obsolete 
facilities  for  Clemson's  expanded  research 
and  teaching  in  dairy  operations,  nutri- 
tion and  breeding.   Located  two  miles 
south  of  the  main  campus,  the  complex 
should  be  completed  by  mid-1976. 

The  on-campus  construction  involves  a 
31,000  square- foot,  two-story  addition  to 
McAdams  Hall  ajid  interior  and  exterioi" 
renovations  to  32,000  square  feet  of 
existing  space. 

Research  facilities  and  faculty  offices 
will  be  relocated  to  the  new  addition. 
The  old  building  will  be  used  primarily 
for  classroom  teaching.

The  University  Extension  Council  met  in 
Room  E-103  Martin  Hall.   The  following 
were  present:   S.  M.  Willis,  Presiding;

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:05 
p.m.  by  the  chairperson,  S.  M.  Willis. 
S.  L.  Parks  was  asked  to  continue  as 
recorded  for  the  Council  and  agreed  to  do 
so. 

Continuing  Education  Unit:  Two  items  were 
brought  up  for  discussion  regarding  award- 
ing continuing  education  units. 

1.  The  awarding  of  continuing  education 
units  for  course  work  at  a  level  other 
than  collegiate,  such  as  high  school  or 
vocational  school  level:   A  brief  discus- 
sion ensued.   It  was  agreed  that  if  a 
course  developed  within  an  academic  unit 
of  the  University  met  other  requirements 
for  continuing  education  unit  standing, 
it  should  be  awarded  continuing  education 
credit. 

2.  The  n\jmber  of  persons  enrolled  in 
instructional  program:   The  questioh  was 
raised  regarding  one  person  attendance. 
The  group  agreed  as  long  as  the  program 
of  study  was  organized  including  a  plan 
for  instruction  and  evaluation  it  met 
requirements  for  and  could  be  awarded 
continuing  education  units.   The  niomber 
of  participants  was  not  considered  a 
significant  factor. 

University  Study  of  Duplication:   Dean 
Willis  indicated  that  a  University-wide 
program  to  identify  areas  of  duplication 
of  efforts  was  being  initiated.  A  working 
committee  of  three  from  each  of  the  four 
University  councils:   Undergraduate 
Council,  Graduate  Council,  Research 
Council,  and  Extension  Council  will  be 
appointed.   These  are  to  be  representa- 


tive of  the  University  at  large.   These 
committees  will  report  back  to  the 
Councils.   The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  the 
Extension  Council  is:   N.  R.  Bauld, 
chairperson,  S.  L.  Parks,  and  G.  R.  von 
Tungeln.   The  charge  to  the  committee  was 
to  document  those  areas  where  duplication 
of  efforts  is  found  in  the  extension  and 
public  service  offerings  of  the  University. 
No  judgment  need  be  executed  by  this 
committee  regarding  necessary  or  iinneces- 
sary  duplication.   The  documentation 
report  should  be  completed  for  report  to 
the  Extension  Council  by  March  1,  1975-     _ 
All  Deans  have  been  apprised  of  this  study  , 
and  will  cooperate  with  the  working 
committees. 

Continuing  Education  Center:   The  plans 
continue  in  the  working  stages  for  the 
new  Continuing  Education  Center.   The 
group  discussed  the  proposed  center.   It 
is  hoped  that  construction  will  begin  as 
soon  as  possible  because  of  the  effect 
of  inflation  on  the  appropriated  funds. 
Dean  Willis  indicated  the  preliminary 
studies  of  the  program  have  been  presented 
to  the  building  committed  by  the  selected 
architectural  firm  of  Craig  and  Gaulden  in 
Greenville. 

New  Members :   The  new  members  of  the 
Council  were  acknowledged,  D.  H.  Pate,  and 
V.  S.  Hodges.   The  chairperson  announced 
that  Dean  Hurst  had  appointed  F.  H.  Hedden 
as  the  Faculty  Senate  representative  on 
the  Extension  Council.

The  Scholarships  and  Awards  Committee  met 
in  Room  E-103  Martin  Hall,  Chairperson 
Corinne  Sawyer  presiding.   Members  absent 
were:   J.  L.  Stevenson  ajid  W.  A.  Phillips. 

The  meeting  opened  with  the  acceptance  of 
the  September  26,  197^  minutes  as  circu- 
lated. 
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Dr.  Sawyer  made  several  points  concerning 
the  Hoke  Sloan  Scholarship.   In  order  for 
such  scholarships  to  be  acceptable,  it 
will  be  necessary  that  the  recipient 
selection  procedures  adhere  to  those 
standard  procedures  approved  by  the 
Educational  Council  on  October  1,  1973. 
Further  information  will  be  gathered  by 
Dr.  Sawyer  including  determining  if  the 
criteria  will  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  Donor. 

The  cases  of  two  Clemson  University  ath- 
letes were  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  concerning  violations  of 
Rule  12  (Curfew  will  be  at  12:00  midnight, 
Sunday  through  Wednesday,  11:00  p.m. 
Thursday,  2:00  a.m.  Sunday  morning  with 
exceptions  when  curfew  is  specifically 
lifted.   Football  players  are  expected 
to  have  lights  out  at  these  designated 
times.)  and  Rule  13  (Open  dorms  on  Sunday 
only  from  lunch  until  10:00  p.m.  for  the 
197^-75  year  only  as  an  experiment)  of 
the  "Football  Players  Code  of  Conduct." 
It  was  pointed  out  that  both  players  had 
been  given  the  opportunity  to  appeal  their 
coach's  decision  and  appear  in  person  be- 
fore the  Committee  and  that  both  had  de- 
clined. After  a  discussion  of  the  facts 
brought  before  the  Committee,  a  motion 
was  made  to  remove  the  Athletic  Grants  in 
Aid  of  these  two  students  as  recommended 
by  Red  Parker,  football  coach  for  Clemson 
University.   The  motion  passed  and  the 
removal  was  effective  immediately. 

Dr.  Sawyer  went  to  the  next  order  of 
business,  that  being  the  utilization  of 
the  money  generated  by  the  Consolidated 
Memorial  Fund,  gifts  to  Clemson  University 
for  less  than  $2,000.   A  motion  was  made 
to  utilize  the  money  generated  by  placing 
it  in  the  Scholarships  for  Scholars  fund. 
Colonel  Bloss  explained  the  purpose  for 
the  Scholarship  for  Scholars  and  the  crit- 
eria for  selection.  After  a  general  dis- 
cussion by  the  Committee  members,  a  sug- 
gested substitute  motion  was  made  to 
create  a  new  scholarship,  the  basis  for 
this  scholarship  to  be  determined  at  the 
next  meeting.   The  Committee  informally 
agreed  to  make  a  decision  at  the  next 
meeting. 

A  last  order  of  business  was  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  Committee  by  Colonel 


Bloss,  that  being  the  presentation  of  a 
plaque  to  take  the  place  of  the  Norris 
Medal,  due  to  the  high  cost  of  the  medal. 
Marvin  Carmichael  showed  the  Committee 
members  sample  plaques  and  a  preliminary 
design  for  the  plaque.   The  Committee  re- 
quested more  information  on  the  cost  of 
the  Norris  Medal  and  other  possible  al- 
ternatives. 

There  being  no  fizrther  business,  the  meet- 
ing was  adjourned  at  5:05  p.m.

The  role  and  f miction  of  the  Co\incil  (as 
set  forth  in  paragraphs  one,  four,  and 
five  of  FS-T^-3-3)  was  discussed.   Council 
members  are  appointed  from  each  college  on 
recommendation  of  deans  and  are  therefore 
college  representatives.   It  was  empha- 
sized that  in  order  to  effectively  convey, 
from  the  faculty  to  the  administration, 
advice  concerning  the  policies,  proce- 
dures, and  regulations  governing  the 
climate  within  which  research  is  conduc- 
ted. Council  members  must  be  familiar  with 
both  their  College  and  the  University  re- 
search policies,  procedures,  and  regula- 
tions.  Copies  of  FS-7^-3-3  were  distri- 
buted to  the  Council  and  members  were 
urged  to  discuss,  with  Faculty  Senate 
Research  Committee  members,  the  Senate 
intent  in  originating  and  passing  the 
resolution  creating  the  University  Re- 
search Council. 

Consideration  of  University  patent  and 
copyright  policies  was  then  initiated. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  the  University 
has  no  copyright  policies  but  there  is 
a  University  Patent  Committee  which 


functions  under  a  University  agreement 
with  Research  Corporation.   After  discuss- 
ion, it  was  recommended  that  this  matter 
be  continued  through  the  work  of  a  three- 
man  Council  Committee  to  be  appointed  in 
December. 

During  an  open  discussion  of  University 
research  policies,  procedures,  and  regu- 
lations it  became  apparent  that  college 
policies,  procedures  and  regulations 
differed  and  that  faculty  often  considered 
college  policies,  procedures,  and  regula- 
tions to  be  those  of  the  University.   It 
was  agreed  that  each  Council  member 
woiild  bring  to  the  November  meeting,  for 
discussion  and  information  purposes, 
either  printed  copies  of  each  college's 
research  policies,  procedures,  and  regu- 
lations or  a  written  statement  of  what 
these  were  \inderstood  to  be. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  University  Re- 
search Council  has  been  tentatively 
scheduled  for  November  22,  19TU. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  approved 
to  adjourn  the  meeting.

"Perspectives  on  American  Violence  and 
Aggression"  will  be  the  subject  of  the 
second,  annual  College  of  Liberal  Arts 
Lecture  Series  at  Clemson  University  this 
semester. 

Film  director  Sam  Peckinpah  ("The  Wild 
Bunch,"  "Straw  Dogs")  and  movie  critic 
Andrew  Sarris  of  the  "Village  Voice"  are 
the  first  guest  lecturers  in  the  10-part 
series . 

Sarris  will  speak  on  "The  Treatment  of 
Violence  in  the  Movies"  Jan.  15. 
Peckinpah 's  topic  is  "Violence  Brings  a 
Message"  on  Jan.  l6.   All  the  lectures 
will  be  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Daniel  Hall  Audi- 
torium.  The  programs  are  open  to  the 
public  at  no  charge. 

The  series  brings  to  South  Carolina  12 
experts  in  diverse  fields  ranging  from 
films  and  psychology  to  criminology.   It 


will  conclude  April  10  with  a  public 
participation  workshop  dealing  with 
aggressive  behavior  in  local  communities. 

The  program  is  co-sponsored  by  the  South 
Carolina  Committee  for  the  Humanities, 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities, 
and  Clemson 's  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 

"We're  going  to  examine  the  causes,  mani- 
festations and  control  of  violence  and 
aggression  in  the  United  States,"  said 
program  chairman  David  J.  Marx,  a  Clemson 
psychology  professor.   "One  major  focal 
point  will  be  on  antisocial  behavior  in 
the  Piedmont  region,"  he  said. 

The  prograjns  are  clustered  under  six  major 
topics:   violence  in  movies  (Sarris  and 
Peckinpah);  recorded  violence  (histori- 
cal); mass  media  and  aggressive  behavior; 
violence  in  American  society;  alternatives 
to  aggression;  and  aggressive  behavior  in 
South  Carolina.

Women's  Tennis  Club  and 
Team  Organized  at  Clemson 

The  tennis  courts  at  Clemson  are  being 
dotted  more  frequently  by  female  tennis 
buffs  now  that  the  University  is  organiz- 
ing both  a  women's  tennis  club  and  an 
intercollegiate  women's  tennis  team. 

The  tennis  team  is  the  third  women's 
intercollegiate  athletic  team  formed  here. 
The  others  are  fencing  and  swimming. 

The  process  of  becoming  recognized  as 
first  a  club  and  then  a  team  began  with 
the  fall  semester  when  a  student  from 
Lancaster,  Mary  Jane  Aiken,  took  the 
initiative  and  circulated  a  petition  re- 
questing that  a  women's  tennis  team  be 
organized  at  Clemson  University. 

"Although  there  appeared  to  be  a  lot  of 
interest,  girls  seemed  to  be  excluded 
from  sports  at  Clemson,"  says  Aiken. 

A  second  and  a  third  petition  were  circu- 
lated in  October  before  the  tennis  club 
was  formed  from  which  the  team  was  drawn. 


J.  Banks  McFadden,  director  of  Intramural 
Athletics,  then  suggested  Mary  Kennerty  of 
Charleston,  a  graduate  student  in  educa- 
tion, as  coach  and  "got  the  ball  rolling," 
says  Aiken. 

Evaluated  on  the  basis  of  sportsmanship, 
potential,  ability  and  attitude,  13  girls 
were  chosen  by  Kennerty  to  head  the  team 
and  an  additional  8  were  chosen  to  com- 
prise the  challenge  team. 

Kennerty,  who  is  a  member  of  the  U.  S. 
Professional  Tennis  Association  and  has 
worked  with  women's  tennis  star  Billie 
Jean  King,  says  that  all  of  the  team 
members  have  a  good  deal  of  potential  but 
"need  a  lot  of  practice  on  basic  funda- 
mentals ,  conditioning  and  advanced  tech- 
niques ." 

Practice  gets  in  full  swing  again  this 
month  for  the  March  and  April  matches 
against  some  of  the  13  schools  in  South 
Carolina  which  have  women's  tennis  teams. 

Coach  Kennerty  believes  that  Clemson 's 
first  women's  tennis  team  will  have  a 
successful  opening  season.   "All  of  the 
players  are  capable  of  improving,"  she 
says ,  "but  it  will  take  a  lot  of  hard 
work." 

Aiken,  too,  believes  that  the  team  has  a 
lot  of  potential.   "It  looks  like  we've 
come  a  long  way  and  we'll  go  a  long  way," 
she  says. 


Distinguished  Poet  to  Read 

Laurence  Lieberman,  Poet-in-Residence  and 
Professor  of  English  at  the  University  of 
Illinois,  will  read  his  poetry  at  U : 30 
p.m.  in  Daniel  Auditorium,  Wednesday, 
January  22. 

Professor  Lieberman  has  recently  published 
his  second  volxome  of  poetry,  Osprey 
Suicides ,  and  will  shortly  see  his  col- 
lecteA  essays  on  contemporary  poetry  in 
print  by  the  University  of  Illinois  Press.

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Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the  Faculty 
Senate,  October  8,  1974 

Call  to  Order  and  Approval  of  the  Minutes 

President  Dillon  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  U:19  p.m.  and  asked  for  correc- 
tions or  additions  to  the  August  20 
minutes.   After  four  minor  changes,  the 
minutes  were  approved. 

Report  by  Campus  Master  Planners ,  Robert 
Eflin  and  Benjamin  Rook 

Professor  Eflin  explained  the  meaning  of 
a  pedestrian  or  walking  ceimpus :   It  is  the 
separation  of  automobiles  and  pedestrians 
as  much  as  possible.   Professor  Eflin 
suggested  that  several  benefits  would  be 
evident  if  the  pedestrian  campus  were 
instituted:   safety;  aesthetic;  sociolog- 
ical; health;  economic.   He  further  stated 
that  it  would  tend  to  compact  the  campus 
by  keeping  the  physical  area  smaller  by 
the  elimination  of  parking  spaces .   He 
maintained  that  the  elimination  of  auto- 
mobiles on  the  campus  would  result  in 
better  landscaping  and  more  consideration 
to  walkers.   A  question  and  answer  session 
followed  in  which  Professor  Eflin  clari- 
fied points  presented. 

Committee  Reports 

A.  Welfare 

Chairman  Baron  announced  that  the  Welfare 
Committee  is  interested  in  cooperating 
with  the  Economics  Department  Faculty  in 
the  development  of  a  program  of  personal 
finances,  advice  and  assistance  for  all 
faculty  and  staff.   He  has  circulated  a 
questionnaire  to  the  faculty  to  test  the 
market  for  demand  and  suggestions  on  for- 
mat.  The  Welfare  Committee  is  studying 
the  possibility  of  obtaining  funds  for  a 
Consumer  Advisor.   The  committee  is  also 
looking  into  the  need  for  a  series  of 
seminars  on  finances,  taxes,  TSA,  retire- 
ment options,  etc. 

The  Welfare  Committee  was  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  studying  the  problem  of 
the  procedure  that  a  committee  should 
follow  when  electing  its  chairman.   It  was 
recommended  that  the  decision  be  left  up 


either  to  the  individuals  who  make  up  the 
committee  or  to  the  organization  or 
officer  to  whom  the  committee  reports. 
During  the  discussion  which  followed,  the 
point  was  made  that  new  members  on  the 
committee  had  no  voice  in  the  election  of 
the  chairman  under  whom  they  would  be 
subsequently  serving;  the  counter-point 
was  made  that  these  members  will  eventu- 
ally have  the  opportunity  to  participate 
in  the  selection  of  a  chairman.   The 
recommendation  stands  as  stated. 

Chairman  Baron  reported  that  the  Welfare 
Committee  has  been  asked  to  examine  the 
new  dining  hall  policy  whereby  only 
students,  faculty  and  visitors  who  have 
business  with  faculty  members  are  allowed 
to  eat  in  the  facilities.   Chairman  Baron 
checked  with  ARA  Slater  and  was  sent  to 
Mr.  Henry  Hill,  Director  of  Auxiliary 
Enterprises ,  who  informed  him  that  the 
policy  was  passed  in  1969  and  is  now 
being  enforced.   The  primary  reason  for 
enforcing  the  policy  is  that  the  facil- 
ities become  very  crowded,  particularly 
on  week  ends  because  of  people  coming  in 
from  the  outlying  area.   Other  problems 
developed  such  as  numerous  phone  calls 
about  the  menu  for  each  meal.   Mr.  Hill 
suggested  that  the  Clemson  House  facil- 
ities should  be  utilized  by  townspeople 
et  al.  and  that  the  dining  hall  facilities 
should  be  utilized  by  students,  by  faculty 
and  by  official  visitors.   Chairman  Baron 
stated  that  the  Welfare  Committee  plans  to 
to  drop  the  issue  unless  there  are  re- 
quests for  further  action.   In  the  ensuing 
discussion  the  following  points  were  made: 
Faculty  members  and  their  official 
visitors  are  allowed  to  eat  lunch  at 
Schilletter  Hall  only  during  working 
hours ;  Senator  Roberts  questioned  the 
economics  of  not  serving  meals  on  week- 
ends to  outsiders;  Chairman  Baron  had 
suggested  that  they  charge  outsiders  more 
for  meals . 

Chairman  Baron  announced  that  a  Flu  Clinic 
would  again  be  available  for  faculty, 
staff  and  their  families.   He  reported 
that  the  Welfare  Committee  is  looking  at 
the  Faculty  Manual,  putting  together 
documents  on  faculty  benefits ,  and  study- 
ing the  possibility  of  remission  of  fees 
for  faculty  children  who  attend  Clemson. 
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B.  Policy  -  No  report 

C.  Research  -  No  report 

D.  Admission  and  Scholarship 

Chairman  Fitch  reported  that  his  committee 
is  diligently  working  on  its  Faculty 
Manual  revision  assignment:   Qualifica- 
tions, Personnel  Evaluation,  Appointments 
and  Promotions.   The  Committee  also  is 
studying  the  role  that  the  Faculty  Senate 
should  play  in  the  selection  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University,   Senator  Baron 
posed  the  following  question  -  "Who  will 
select  the  Presidential  Search  Committee?" 
(Secretary's  Note:   The  Board  of  Trustees 
will  appoint  the  search,  nominating  and 
selection  committee(s ) .   The  interests  of 
the  faculty  are  recognized  hy  appointing 
the  President  of  the  Paucity  Senate  as  a 
full  fledged  member  of  the  committee(s ) . 
See  page  kh   of  Faculty  Manual . ) 

President's  Report 

1.   President  Dillon  requested  that  the 
chairmen  of  several  Ad  Hoc  Committees  or 
representatives  on  committees  report  on 
their  activities. 

a.  Senator  Douglass  -  Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Commencement : 

The  committee  is  looking  into  increased 
pagentry  and  formality  at  the  May 
commencement.   A  survey  of  recent  gradu- 
ates and  their  parents  is  being  conducted 
by  Dean  Vickery  relative  to  the  impression 
on  those  groups  by  the  present  arrange- 
ment.  It  is  suggested  that  the  hooding 
of  doctoral  candidates  could  be  restored 
and  perhaps  the  hour  for  the  start  of  the 
ceremony  might  be  changed. 

b.  Senator  Grove  -  Representative  on 
Landscape  and  Site  Development  Committee: 
The  Committee  met  on  Sept.  22  and  took 
several  actions.   It  now  meets  each  month 
on  a  regular  basis  and  cooperation  among 
the  Committee,  the  Master  Planner  and  the 
Physical  Plant  is  becoming  evident. 
Senator  Grove  announced  that  two  large 
magnolia  trees  in  front  of  the  Student 
Union  are  slated  for  removal. 

c.  Senator  Holt  -  Tenure  Policy  : 

A  questionnaire  has  been  submitted  to  the 


Faculty  and  the  results  will  be  summa- 
rized at  a  later  date. 

d.   Senator  Carpenter  -  Alternate  repre- 
sentative on  Athletic  Council 
Senator  Carpenter  reported  on  the  Sept. 
22  meeting.   There  was  no  violation  in 
connection  with  the  recruiting  of  Moses 
Malone.   A  committee  will  be  appointed  to 
study  the  need  for  a  single  set  of  colors 
for  Clemson  University.   There  are  many 
different  shades  of  colors  being  used. 
The  question  was  raised  -  "What  is 
orange?"  The  price  of  tickets  to  foot- 
ball games  will  be  increased  to  $8.00 
next  season.   A  copy  of  the  minutes  are 
available. 

2.  President  Dillon  announced  that  John 
LeBourgeois  has  resigned  to  become  the 
assistant  swimming  coach  and  that 
Professor  Larry  McCollough  of  Philosophy 
has  been  elected  as  his  replacement.   He 
also  will  serve  on  the  Admission  and 
Scholarship  Committee.   Senator  Recoulley 
has  been  asked  to  serve  on  the  Advisory 
Committee . 

3.  The  Research  Committee  has  asked  the 
President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  to 
request  that  Clemson  University  be 
designated  as  the  Environmental  Research 
Center. 

h.      President  Dillon  read  a  letter  from 
Haskell  Moore,  Dean  of  Faculties  at  Texas 
A&M  University,  praising  our  Faculty 
Manual . 

5.  President  Dillon  announced  that 
President  Edwards  has  appointed  Senator 
Bookmyer  to  the  Student  Relations 
Committee. 

6.  President  Dillon  requested  that  the 
Policy  Committee  meet  with  Professor 
Spurgeon  Cole,  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on 
Improvement  of  Undergraduate  Education, 
to  reconsider  the  computerization  of 
Faculty  Evaluations. 

7.  President  Dillon  reported  on  the  Oct. 
13  meeting  of  the  Graduate  Council.   The 
wording  of  the  residence  requirement 
policy  and  guidelines  and  policies  for 
admission  of  graduate  students  is  being 
considered  for  inclusion  in  the  new 
Graduate  School  Manual. 
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3.   President  Dillon  announced  that  the 
Presidents,  Administrative  Officers  and 
Academic  Deans  of  Clemson  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  South  Carolina  met  on  Sept.  26  to 
study  vays  to  increase  cooperation  between 
the  two  institutions. 

9.  President  Dillon  reported  on  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Planning  Council  on  Sept.  19- 
It  will  become  necessary  to  fence  off 
certain  areas  around  the  McAdams  Hall , 
Agricultural  Administration  Building  and 
RPA  complex  for  construction  purposes . 
Reference  was  made  to  an  article  in  The 
Tiger  re.  resolution  before  Planning 
Council  to  begin  planning  of  a  Commons 
Area.   After  discussion,  the  Senate  indi- 
cated approval  of  an  initiation  of  plan- 
ning (a  recommendation  to  study,  not  for 
action) . 

10.  President  Dillon  reported  on  the  Sept. 
25  meeting  of  the  Administration-Faculty- 
Students  Committee.   It  was  a  formative 
meeting  where  the  members  discussed 
suggested  topics  for  consideration  this 
year:   improved  communications  among  AFS; 
improvement  of  attitude  among  AFS;  the 
increasing  numbers  of  students  who  gradu- 
ate with  honors ;  the  problems  inherent  in 
Title  IX  of  Civil  Rights  Act.   Along  these 
same  lines.  President  Dillon  asked  that  we 
all  try  to  improve  communications  and 
attitudes  in  our  relationship  with  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  staff.   Most  complaints 
appear  to  result  from  the  lack  of  commun- 
ication. 

11.  President  Dillon  suggested  that  one 
reason  for  lack  of  communication  is  that 
the  Senate  is  not  represented  on  many  of 
the  various  standing  committees  and 
councils.   He  has  discussed  this  with  Dean 
Hurst,  and  a  memorandum  has  been  forwarded 
asking  for  representation  on  the  following 
committees  and/or  councils:   Affirmative 
Action  Committee,  Archives  Committee, 
Audio  Visual  Committee,  Computer  Advisory 
Committee,  Extension  Council,  University 
Research  Council,  Fine  Arts  Committee, 
Energy  Conservation  Committee,  Graduate 
Council,  Honors  Program  Council,  Library 
Committee,  Patent  Committee,  Schedule 
Committee,  Scholarships  and  Awards 
Committee  and  Undergraduate  Council. 

12.  Dean  Hurst  has  recommended  that  a 
Faculty  Manual  Revision  standing  committee 
be  established  in  the  Senate.   This  action 


will  become  necessary  now  that  the  manual 
will  be  revised  on  an  annual  basis.   It 
is  suggested  that  an  annual  "cutoff"  date 
be  established,  revisions  be  made  and  the 
manual  be  printed  in  time  for  delivery  to 
the  faculty  at  the  beginning  of  the  aca- 
demic year.   President  Dillon  suggested 
that  the  Senate  officers  and  chairpersons 
of  the  Senate  Standing  Committees  comprise 
the  Manual  Revision  Committee. 

Old  Business  -  There  was  none. 

New  Business 

President  Dillon  recognized  Senator 
Jacobus  who  introduced  the  following 
Resolution  on  Parking  (FS-T^-lO-l)  and 
moved  that  it  be  approved.   The  motion 
received  a  second  and  the  following  points 
were  made  during  the  discussion:   There 
are  students  who  have  accumulated  several 
tickets  which  are  still  cheap  parking  at 
$2.00  each;  a  towing  policy  is  now  in 
effect;  most  offenders  are  chronic 
violators  ;  parking  problems  may  develop 
in  the  area  of  Long  Hall  and  Sikes  Hall 
because  of  a  construction  fence  which 
will  be  installed  Oct.  ik .      The  resolution 
was  amended  to  sum  violations  on  a 
semester  basis  rather  than  on  an  annual 
basis.   The  amended  resolution  was 
approved  (l  opposing  vote  was  cast). 

Adjourn  -  The  meeting  adjourned  at 
6:30  p.m.

Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the  Faculty 
Senate,  November  12,  1974 

Call  to  order  and  approval  of  the  minutes 

President  Dillon  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  U:15  p.m.  and  asked  for  correc- 
tions or  additions  to  the  Sept.  10  min- 
utes.  After  three  minor  corrections,  the 
minutes  were  approved. 

Report  by  University  Publications  Editor 
Beulah  Cheney 

Mrs.  Cheney  discussed  the  development  of 
a  visual  identification  system  for  the 
University  as  one  part  of  an  overall 
communications  support  program.   The 
identification  program  utilizes  the  new 
Clemson  University  symbol,  (C,  U  and 
flame)  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
in  March  1973.   The  symbol  was  introduced 
through  development  program  materials  and 
used  more  recently  on  general  Universi"Gy 
printed  pieces  such  as  Facts,  Campus 
Guides  and  press  kit  folders.   Mrs.  Cheney 
presented  a  concept  for  using  the  symbol 
on  letterheads  and  envelopes  and  showed 
examples  of  how  stationery  items  might 
look.   She  explained  that  the  stationery 
for  the  administrative  parts  of  the  Uni- 


versity and  the  academic  units  would  be 
different  (the  academic  units  would  be 
identified  more  prominently  than  in  the 
past),  but  consistent  in  the  way  Clemson 
University  is  identified.   She  also 
showed  how  a  consistent  identification 
could  be  carried  out  on  various  department 
brochures  and  flyers  using  illustrations 
for  each  of  the  nine  colleges.   She  said 
a  graphics  manual  will  eventually  be 
published  indicating  the  correct  ways  to 
use  the  identification  system.   Assistance 
in  using  the  new  graphics  is  available 
now.   She  explained  the  function  of  the 
University  Publications  Office  which  is 
a  part  of  the  Public  Relations  Department. 
This  office  offers  professional  help  to 
the  faculty  and  staff  in  editing,  design- 
ing and  printing  (from  competitive  bids) 
all  types  of  printed  materials  such  as 
brochures ,  flyers  and  catalogs .   A 
question  and  answer  session  followed  in 
which  Mrs.  Cheney  clarified  points 
presented. 

Committee  Reports 

A.   Admissions  and  Scholarship 
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Chairman  Fitch  presented  the  recommended 
changes  in  the  Faculty  Manual .   (See 
Attachment  l). 

Chairman  Fitch  referred  to  a  letter  from 
Dr.  C.  E.  Littlejohn  Jr.,  which  expressed 
concern  over  the  increased  number  of  A's, 
the  higher  GPR's,  and  the  larger  numbers 
of  students  who  are  graduating  with  honor. 
Copies  of  an  article,  ''Too  many  A's"  from 
page  106  of  the  Nov.  11,  197^,  issue  of 
Time  were  distributed  which  succinctly 
pointed  out  that  too  many  A's  may  res^llt 
from  pass/fail  options  in  difficult 
courses,  higher  grades  given  to  help 
students  escape  the  draft  or  get  into 
graduate  school  and  attempts  by  faculty 
to  bribe  students  to  give  faculty  better 
evaluations.   Students  are  finding  out 
that  they  work  hard  to  get  good  grades  to 
help  them  get  into  graduate  school  and 
then  find  out  that  everybody  has  good 
grades . 

B.   Policy 

Chairman  Roberts  distributed  a  report  on 
the  Oct.  21  meeting  of  the  Policy  Commit- 
tee (See  Attachment  2).   He  reported  that 
the  committee  is  still  in  the  process  of 
rewriting  the  Faculty  Manual  sections  on 
Committees  (pages  21-2U)  and  Council's 
(pages  17-20).   He  requested  permission  to 
circulate  to  the  faculty  the  comments  that 
the  committee  received  on  Tenure.   Presi- 
dent Dillon  announced  that  he  plans  to 
retype  the  entire  revised  manual  and 
distribute  it  to  the  faculty  for  their 
perusal  and  written  comments . 

Chairman  Roberts  called  attention  to  Item 
5  of  the  report  sind  made  the  following 
motion: 

A  roll  call  vote  may  be  called  for  as  a 
motion  from  the  floor,  seconded  from  the 
floor  and  that  only  20  per  cent  of  the 
voting  Senators  present  voting  in  support 
of  the  motion  are  required  to  pass  the 
motion. 

The  motion  received  a  second;  however, 
dviring  the  discussion  the  point  was  made 
that  this  resolution  might  be  classified 
as  a  By-Laws  amendment  and  that  it  may 
have  to  be  submitted  to  the  Faculty  at 
their  next  regular  meeting.   The  motion 


and  second  were  withdrawn  and  the  matter 
was  presented  as  information. 

Chairman  Roberts  presented  the  following 
Resolution  on  the  Establishment  of  an 
Advisory  Committee  to  the  Bookstore 
(FS-7U-II-I). 

Whereas  the  faculty  has  asked  for  the 
establishment  of  an  Advisory  Committee 
to  the  Bookstore  and 

Whereas  the  administration  is  in  accord 
with  the  request ,  be  it 

Resolved  that  the  Dean  of  Student  Affairs 
and  the  Dean  of  the  University  be  asked 
to  establish  such  a  committee  according 
to  the  committee  description  attached 
(See  Attachment  3) . 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded,  and  unani- 
mously approved  to  change  bookstore  to 
University  in  the  second  line  of  the 
third  paragraph.   The  amended  resolution 
received  a  second  and  was  approved  unani- 
mously. 

Senator  Baron  asked  if  President  Dillon 
has  had  an  opportunity  to  inquire  if  the 
University  would  cooperate  with  a 
privately  owned  bookstore.   President 
Dillon  states  that  he  will  try  to  have 
an  answer  on  this  by  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Senate. 

C.  Research 

Chairman  O'Dell  reported  that  all  but  two 
of  the  Faculty  Manual  revisions  referred 
to  the  Research  Committee  have  been 
completed . 

D.  Welfare 

Faculty  salaries  (9-month  basis)  for 
academic  year  197^-75  were  distributed  to 
the  Senate. 

Chairman  Baron  reported  that  question- 
naires in  behalf  of  the  Economics 
Department  had  been  distributed  to  the 
faculty.   Out  of  200  replies  90  per  cent 
indicated  that  they  were  interested  in  a 
short  course  or  seminsLr.   The  department 
is  organizing  a  short  course  through 
Continuing  Education. 
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The  Welfare  Committee  invited  Banks 
McFadden,  Director  of  Intramural  Programs, 
to  discuss  the  usage  of  the  new  field 
house.   He  reported  that  the  facilities 
will  be  available  to  students ,  faculty 
and  staff  and  probably  families  particu- 
larly as  far  as  the  pool  is  concerned. 
Ke  discussed  the  possibility  of  setting 
up  a  fee  system  (maybe  $30  per  year)  to 
cover  usage  of  the  facilities. 

E.   Ad  Hoc 

President  Dillon  recognized  Senator 
Douglass  who  presented  the  following 
report  on  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Commence- 
ment : 

The  committee  suggests  that  the  Faculty 
Senate  recommend  the  following  changes 
in  the  May  commencement  exercises: 

1.  The  time  of  the  commencement  exercises 
shall  be  changed  to  12:30  or  1:00  p.m. 

2.  A  brief  commencement  address  shall  be 
given  by  a  nationally  known  and  interest- 
ing speaker. 

3.  The  hooding  ceremony  shall  be  rein- 
stated as  a  justifiable  addition  to  the 
commencement  pageantry. 

h.      The  faculty  shall  be  required  to 
attend  the  commencement  exercise  on  a 
rotating  basis. 

5.  All  persons  taking  part  in  the 
commencement  shall  conduct  themselves  in 
a  dignified,  decorous  manner. 

President  Dillon  suggested  that  clarify- 
ing statements  be  presented  before  the 
Senate  takes  action  on  the  committee's 
recommendation .

Page  Uo  General  Qualifications,  no  change 
recommended. 

Page  Ul  Third  paragraph  currently  reads : 
"For  the  rank  of  instructor,  the  appointee 
is  expected,  as  a  general  rule,  to  have 
the  master's  degree.   In  employment  of 
instructors,  preference  is  given  to  those 
with  plans  to  pursue  the  terminal  degree." 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  second 
sentence  be  altered  to  read:   "In  employ- 
ment of  instructors,  preference  is  given 
to  those  possessing  or  actively  pursuing 
the  terminal  degree." 

Last  paragraph  on  page  kl   reads :   "The 
experience  requirement  may  be  lowered 
because  of  illustrious  achievement  or 
professional  activity  of  regional  or 
national  recognition." 

The  committee  recommends  adding  interna- 


tional, the  last  part  to  read: 


.pro- 


fessional activity  of  regional,  national 
or  international  recognition." 

Page  k2     The  committee  recommends  that  the 
first  paragraph  be  deleted  as  noncommen- 
surate  with  Clemson's  standing  as  a 
university.   Second  paragraph  which 
currently  reads : 

"As  is  implied  above  in  the  section  on 
"General  Qualifications,"  the  qualities 
to  be  recognized  through  appointments  and 
promotions,  extend  far  beyond,  and  in 
some  cases  may  be  independent  of,  the 
possession  of  advanced  degrees  and  years 
of  experience.   These  important  though 
less  tangible  factors  can  be  regularly 
evaluated  but  can  hardly  be  meaningfully 
enumerated  on  a  rank-by-rank  basis.   The 
omission  of  such  a  rank-by-rank  statement 
of  policy  on  intangible  factors  is  not 


intended  in  any  way,  however,  to  minimize 
their  importance." 

Should  be  joined  to  the  section  on 
national  recognition  and  modified  to  read: 

"As  is  implied  above  in  the  section  on 
"General  Qualifications,"  such  qualities, 
recognized  through  appointments  and 
promotions  extend  far  beyond,  and  in 
some  cases  may  be  independent  of,  the 
possession  of  advanced  degrees  and  years 
of  experience.   These  and  similar  intan- 
gible factors  will  be  considered  in  an 
evaluation,  but  their  number  and  com- 
plexity precludes  rank  by  rank 
enumeration  here." 

PERSONNEL  EVALUATION  PROGRAM 

The  Committee  recommends  that  this 
section  read: 

"In  1955,  the  Board  of  Trustees  directed 
the  implementation  of  a  program  of  annual 
evaluation  of  the  instructional  staff  in 
academic  areas. 

Under  the  program,  the  department  heads 
complete  personnel  evaluation  forms  on 
all  members  of  their  staffs  annually. 
These  are  reviewed  by  the  deans  of  the 
colleges  (and  directors  where  appropriate) 
who,  in  consultation  with  the  department 
heads  and  directors,  will  indicate  any 
differences  of  opinion  on  the  original 
ratings.   Completed  forms  are  transmitted 
to  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  Univer- 
sity for  examination." 

These  forms  become  part  of  a  confidential 
personnel  file  kept  by  the  Dean.   The 
faculty  member  shall  see  and  sign  the 
form  before  it  is  transmitted  to  the  Dean 
and  shall  retain  one  copy  of  the  final 
form;  moreover  he  shall  have  the  right 
to  examine  his  file  upon  request. 

Separate  forms  are  used  for  instructional 
staff,  research  staff,  extension  staff, 
and  administrative  staff." 

PROCEDURES  FOR  APPOINTMENTS  AND  PROMOTIONS 

"Recommendations  for  promotions,  renewal 
of  appointments ,  or  granting  of  tenure 
shall  originate  with  the  department  head. 
He  will  appoint  an  advisory  committee, 
to  assist  him  in  reviewing  the 
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qualifications  of  departmental  personnel 
on  an  annual  basis.   He  shall  then  be 
responsible  for  advising  the  committee  of 
the  nature  and  outcome  of  his  recommenda- 
tions. 

Department  heads  shall  have  conferences 
with  faculty  members  to  discuss  the  pro- 
fessional development  of  individuals. 
These  conferences  will  allow  individuals 
to  become  aware  of  their  strengths  and 
weaknesses  and  to  plan  constructively 
their  future  development."

REGULATIONS 


1.  A  definitive  oral  report  was  received 
from  Professor  Spurgeon  N.  Cole,  Chairman, 
Student  Evaluation  of  Faculty  Teaching 
Committee,  who  wished  us  to  reconsider 
our  previous  position  on  "Computerization" 
of  evaluation  reports .   We  recommended 
that  further  work  be  done  on  the  specific 
mechanisms  to  be  used  for  tabulating  the 
data  and  for  protecting  the  faculty.   We 
shall  review  this  and  report  to  the 
Senate. 

2.  A  review  of  the  present  status 
(10-21-7^)  of  our  rewrite  of  the  Faculty 
Manual  —  Councils  and  Committees  —  shows 
that  there  are  still  sixteen  items  to 
complete . 

3.  We  were  asked  to  review  the  present 
mechanism  for  election  of  Chairmen  and 
Chairwomen  of  University  Committees  and 
Councils;  the  present  system  appears 
adequate  to  provide  proper  leadership. 

h.      The  statements  on  "Terms  of  appoint- 
ment" and  "Appointments  for  which  tenure 
is  attainable"  were  presented  as  ably 
rewritten  by  Professor  A.  H.  Holt  (after 
digesting  more  than  two  hundred  written 
comments  from  the  Faculty).   The  Policy 


1.   Statement  of  Terms  of  Appointment 

a.  The  terms  and  conditions  of  every 
appointment  to  the  faculty  will  be  con- 
firmed in  writing  by  the  dean  of  the 
college  and  a  copy  of  the  appointment 
document  will  be  supplied  to  the  faculty 
member.   Any  subsequent  extensions  or 
modifications  of  an  appointment,  and  any 
special  understanding,  or  any  notices 
incumbent  upon  either  party  to  provide, 
will  be  confirmed  in  writing  by  the  dean 
of  the  college  and  a  copy  will  be  given 
to  the  faculty  member . 

b.  With  the  exception  of  special  appoint- 
ments -  for  example:   military  personnel, 
post  doctoral  research  appointments ,  con- 
sultants, part-time  appointments,  lecture- 
ships, adjunct  professorships,  and  visit- 
ing professorships  (clearly  limited  to  a 
brief  association  with  the  institution), 
and  reappointments  of  retired  faculty 
members  on  special  conditions  -  all 
regular  full-time  appointments  are  to  the 
rank  of  instructor  or  higher.   The  initial 
employment  at  Clemson  University  in  any  of | 
these  ranks  is  probationary.   Tenure  may 
be  granted  under  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph 2  below.   Tenure,  having  been 
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granted,  is  continuous  thereafter.   A 
revocation  of  tenure  must  be  treated  as 
a  dismissal  under  the  terms  of  paragraph 
5  below.

2.  Appointments  for  Which  Tenure  Is 
Available 

Probationary  appointments  may  be  for  one 
year,  or  for  other  stated  periods,  subject 
to  renewal.   Faculty  with  the  rank  of 
assistant  professor  or  higher  and  pro- 
fessional librarians  are  eligible  for 
tenure .   Time  credited  toward  tenure  shall 
be  counted  from  the  July  nearest  the  first 
day  of  work.  A  minimum  of  h   academic 
years  of  service  at  Clemson  University  is 
a  prerequisite  for  tenure  at  any  rank  for 
those  individuals  not  previously  tenured 
at  some  other  institution.   Those  indi- 
viduals who  have  held  tenured  positions 
at  other  institutions  may  be  tenured  at 
Clemson  University  after  2  academic  years 
of  service.   Previous  full-time  service 
with  the  rank  of  assistant  professor  or 
higher  in  other  accredited  institutions 
may  be  applied  up  to  3  years  of  service 
beyond  the  required  minimum  of  U  years  at 
Clemson  University.   For  those  eligible 
for  tenure,  the  total  period  of  full-time 
service  at  Clemson  Univeristy  without 
tenure  will  not  exceed  7  years.   If  at  the 
end  of  6  academic  years,  tenure  has  not 
been  granted  to  an  individual  at  the  rank 
of  assistant  professor  or  higher,  the 
individual's  appointment  will  terminate  at 
the  end  of  the  seventh  academic  year. 
Time  spent  on  leave  of  absence  will  not 
count  as  service  unless  the  individual 
and  institution  agree  to  the  contrary  at 
the  time  leave  is  granted. 

3.  Schedule  for  Notification  of  Status 

Regardless  of  the  stated  term  or  other 
provisions  of  any  appointments,  written 


notice  that  a  non-tenured  appointment  is 
not  to  be  renewed  will  be  given  to  the 
faculty  member  in  advance  of  the  expira- 
tion of  his  appointment,  as  follows: 
(l)  Not  later  than  March  1  of  the  first 
academic  year  of  service,  if  the  appoint- 
ment expires  at  the  end  of  that  academic 
year;  or,  if  a  one-year  appointment 
terminates  during  an  academic  year,  at 
least  three  months  in  advance  of  its 
termination;  (2)  not  later  than  December 
15  of  the  second  academic  year  of  service, 
if  the  appointment  expires  at  the  end  of 
that  academic  year;  or,  if  an  initial 
two-year  appointment  terminates  during  an 
academic  year,  at  least  six  months  in 
advance  of  its  termination;  (3)  at  least 
twelve  months  before  the  expiration  of 
an  appointment  after  two  or  more  years 
of  service  at  the  institution.   Clemson 
University  will  notify  faculty  members 
of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  their 
renewal  by  March  15;  however,  because 
the  budget  requires  legislative  approval, 
notification  of  salary  may  be  delayed 
until  after  the  General  Assembly  has 
acted. 

Advisory  Committee  to  the  Bookstore 
(FS-7U-11-1) 

(Attachment  3) 

This  committee  consists  of  the  Manager  of 
the  Bookstore,  ex  officio,  one  faculty 
member  from  each  of  three  separate 
colleges  nominated  by  the  deans  of  the 
colleges  and  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the 
University  for  a  term  of  three  years ;  one 
member  of  the  Faculty  Senate  from  a  sepa- 
rate college  nominated  by  the  President  of 
the  Faculty  Senate  and  appointed  by  the 
Dean  of  the  University  in  the  first  year 
of  the  Senator's  senate  tenure  to  serve 
for  the  period  of  that  tenure;  one 
member  of  the  Student  Senate  nominated  by 
that  body  and  appointed  by  the  Dean  of 
Students ;  one  member  of  the  Graduate 
Student  Association  nominated  by  that 
body  and  appointed  by  the  Dean  of  the 
University.   The  student  members  of  the 
committee  shall  serve  for  one  year.   The 
committee  shall  elect  its  chairperson 
from  the  faculty  members  annually. 

At  the  end  of  a  faculty  member's  tenure 
on  the  committee  new  nominations  shall 
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arise  from  colleges  which  have  not  had 
representation  on  the  committee  in  the 
preceding  three  years.   This  is  to  insure 
that  memberships  rotate  through  all 
colleges  of  the  University. 

The  committee  advises  the  Manager  of  the 
Bookstore  on  the  determination  of  the 
needs  of  the  University,  the  formation  of 
bookstore  policies  and  other  such  matters 
as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Manager  of 
the  Bookstore  or  the  Dean  of  Students. 

(initial  appointments  of  faculty  shall  be 
one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and 
one  for  three  years  beginning  with  repre- 
sentatives nominated  from  the  three 
colleges  with  the  largest  number  of 
faculty. )

Information  gathered 
by  Dean  K.  N.  Vickery  concerning  honors 
G.P.R. 's  at  other  institutions  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Committee.   Dr.  Sawyer  will 
appoint  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  research 
the  subject  and  make  recommendations. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:00  p.m.

Marvin  Carmichael  presented  a  report  on 
the  Norris  Medal  including  cost  informa- 
cion  and  showing  several  sample  plaques 
and  a  certificate  frame.

The  Department  of  Electircal 
and  Computer  Engineering  requested,  by 
letter,  that  the  Scholarship  and  Awards 
Committee  allocate  to  them  $50.00  from 
the  Consolidated  Memorial  Fund  so  they 
may  be  able  to  make  the  Robert  N.  Kersey 
Award  at  Honors  and  Awards  Day  in  the 
spring,  the  Scholarship  and  Awards 
Conunittee  being  the  only  committee  that 


Minutes  of  University  Audio-Visual 
Committee,  November  5,  1974 

Present:   W.  H.  Durham,  J.  C.  Hubbard, 
Jr.,  M.  W.  Jutras,  P.  K.  Owen,  Jr.,  R.  D. 
Riley,  Samuel  Wang,  Betty  P.  Watkins, 
and  C.  R.  White. 

Chairman  Jutras  opened  the  meeting  with  a 
report  by  R.  D.  Riley  on  the  Agricultural 
Science's  Audio-Tutorial  Lab,  one  of 
three  such  labs  ciirrently  being  used 
within  the  University.   The  material  for 
each  lab  is  on  either  tape,  film,  or 
slides  with  other  accompanying  material. 
Approximately  550  students  per  week  from 
nine  agricultural  curricula  use  this  lab. 
Dr.  Jutras  next  presented  the  minutes  of 
the  October  1,  197^  meeting  which  were 
corrected  and  approved. 
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Dr.  Jutras  reported  on  his  trip  with  Mr. 
Durham  to  the  University  of  South 
Carolina,  Friday,  Nov.  1,  197^,  to  visit 
the  Learning  Resources  Center.   USC  now 
has  U5,000  square  feet  of  space  employing 
122  students  part  time.   Our  current 
Communications  Center  would  accomodate 
only  their  loan  center  which  contains 
over  U,000  l6mm  films.   The  possibility 
of  Clemson's  use  of  material  from  USC  was 
discussed. 

Under  old  business:   the  A-V  committee 
decided  at  its  inception  that  a  subcommit- 
tee would  annually  review,  with  Mr. 
Durham,  the  services  provided  by  the 
University  Communications  Center.   This 
subcommittee  will  be  appointed  in  the  near 
future . 

New  business :   Report  on  needs  of  all 
colleges  with  regards  to  A-V  resources 
on  campus  and  what  the  committee  may  do 
as  part  of  its  function  to  assist.   Dr. 
Ashworth  reported  from  his  college 
(Physical,  Mathematical  and  Biological 
Sciences)  the  desire  to  have  in  the  class 
room  permanent  placement  of  projection 
screens,  overhead,  slide,  and  movie 
projectors.   Professor  Hubbard  stated 
that  the  College  of  Industrial  Management 
and  Textile  Science  has  all  lecture  rooms 
equipped  with  overhead  projectors  and 
screens  and  four  rooms  equipped  with  those 
A-V  aids  suggested  by  Dr.  Ashworth.   The 
question  was  raised  as  to  whether  or  not 
this  has  a  departmental  or  college  func- 
tion rather  than  University.   The  question 
was  not  resolved. 

Professor  Wang  moved  that  Dr.  Jutras 
discuss  with  the  appropriate  purchasing 
authority  the  possibility  of  having  a 
knowledgeable  A-V  person  from  the  Commvmi- 
cations  Center  advise  on  all  purchase 
requisitions  relative  to  audio-visual 
equipment.   The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Professor  Hubbard  and  was  unanimously 
passed. 

Professor  Watkins  moved  that  the  Univer- 
sity Communications  Center  expand  its 
loan  service  and  establish  an  equipment 
repair  service.   The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Professor  Wang  and  was  unanimously 
passed.   The  committee  recommended  that 
after  the  first  initial  appropriations. 


Mr.  Durham  ascertain  the  practicability 
of  the  repair  service  becoming  self- 
supporting  in  that  departments  would  be 
charged  for  parts  and  labor;  the  depart- 
ments sending  A-V  equipment  off  campus  for 
repair  at  the  present  time  must  pay  for 
these  services. 

Mr.  Riley  suggested  that  all  old  construc- 
tion be  modified  and  all  new  construction 
include  "in  classroom"  capability  of 
controlling  lighting  in  order  that 
students  will  be  able  to  take  notes  during 
A-V  presentations. 

On  Nov.  19,  197^,  Dr.  Jutras  appointed  a 
number  of  sub-committees : 

1.  Professor  B.  P.  Watkins  was  asked  to 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  securing 
grant  requests  from  funding  organizations, 
either  public  or  private,  for  the  develop- 
ment of  audio-visual  courses  in  unusual 
areas,  to  provide  salaries,  soft  and 
hardware,  similar  to  Dr.  F,  J.  Keller's 
cooperative  effort  with  USC  whereby  they 
are  developing  a  physics  course  on  video 
tape.   Further,  she  is  to  investigate 

the  control  and  allocation  of  these  monies 
when  available. 

2.  Professor  Sam  Wang  is  to  arrange  an 
audio-visual  equipment  and  soft-ware 
show  on  campus;  this  is  to  be  coordinated 
with  Mr.  Durham.   An  appropriate  date, 
location,  firms  to  be  contacted,  etc., 

are  to  be  finalized  for  a  possible  showing 
sometime  during  the  spring  semester, 
I97U-75. 

3.  Professor  E.  L.  Wall  was  requested  to 
informally  approach  the  Chairman  of  the 
University  Library  Committee,  and  deter- 
mine if  any  areas  of  possible  cooperation 
exist  between  the  Library  Committee  and 
the  A-V  Committee,  i.e.,  the  Library 
staff  catalog  soft-ware  holdings  if  a 
loan  center  is  established. 

U.   Dr.  R.  P.  Ashworth  was  requested  to 
look  into  the  feasibility  of  a  grant 
application  for  funding  of  equipment 
purchases  for  a  University  audio-visual 
loan  center. 

5.   A  sub-committee  composed  of  Mr.  P.  K. 
Owens,  Chairman,  Dr.  D.  D.  Moyle ,  and 
Professor  C.  R.  White,  will  review  the 
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Conuniinications  Center  services  and  make 
recommendations  regarding  the  sub-commit- 
tees findings  to  the  parent  committee. 

6.   Mr.  R.  D.  Riley  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Durham 
are  requested  to  draft  a  resolution  for 
the  Committee's  consideration  regarding 
the  expansion  of  the  Communication 
Center's  repair  service,  its  mode  of 


financing,  operation,  etc.,  for  presenta- 
tion at  the  earliest  convenient  date.

Dr.  B'jrley  to  Join  Staff 
of  Student  Health  Service 

Dr.  Robert  H.  Burley,  a  practicing  physi- 
cian in  Clemson,  is  leaving  private  prac- 
tice to  join  the  staff  of  the  Student 
Health  Service  at  Clemson  effective 

March  1. 

His  appointment  is  announced  by  Dr.  Judson 
E.  Hair,  director  of  the  health  service. 
Burley  will  replace  Dr.  John  H.  Swicord 
who  is  going  into  private  practice  in 
Moncks  Corner. 


Burley  said  the  increasing  demands  and 
pressures  which  private  practice  has 
placed  upon  him  and  his  family  in  recent 
years  are  the  reasons  for  his  decision. 

"We  are  most  fortunate  that  Dr.  Burley  has 
chosen  to  remain  in  Clemson  and  join  the 
medical  staff  at  Redfern  Health  Center," 
said  Hair.   "Acquiring  a  doctor  with  his 
medical  knowledge  and  professional  experi- 
ence will  greatly  strengthen  the  varied 
health  care  services  provided  to  our 
students." 

The  Center  presently  has  four  staff  physi- 
cians, including  Hair,  to  handle  the  large 
vol'ume  of  student  patients  treated  at  the 
facility.   He  said  that  a  need  for  addi- 
tional doctors  at  the  Center  has  existed 
for  the  past  several  years  because  of  the 
tremendous  growth  in  student  enrollment . 

Hair  noted  that  in  the  1973-7^  school 
year,  the  Student  Health  Service  recorded 
Ul,607  out-patient  visits  and  870  hospital 
admissions . 

A  Clemson  native,  Burley  has  been  engaged 
in  the  private  practice  of  general  and 
family  medicine  in  his  home  town  for  the 
past  22  years.   He  attended  Clemson  Uni- 
versity and  Vanderbilt  University  where  he 
received  his  B.A.  degree  in  19^8. 

Burley  earned  his  medical  degree  in  1952 
at  the  Medical  University  of  South 
Carolina.   He  is  a  charter  diplomat  and 
Fellow  of  the  American  Board  of  Family 
Practice  (l97l),  and  received  the  American 
Medical  Association's  Physicians  Recogni- 
tion Award  in  1973. 

Burley  holds  membership  in  various  pro- 
fessional associations,  including  the 
Anderson  Coionty  Medical  Society,  S.  C. 
State  Medical  Association,  American 
Medical  Association,  the  Southern  Medical 
Association,  and  the  S.  C.  Academy  of 


Family  Practice  of  which  he  is  a  past 
president. 

Burley  is  active  in  community  and  church 
activities,  having  been  a  ruling  elder 
since  I96U  at  Fort  Hill  Presbyterian 
Church  and  a  former  deacon.   He  is  a 
charter  member  and  past  president  of 
Clemson  Roteiry  Club,  and  was  recipient  of 
a  Distinguished  Service  Award  from  Clemson 
Jaycees  in  1961.

Clemson  Historians  Use 
Computers  to  Aid  Research 

Stored  in  a  computer  on  the  Clemson  campus 
are  facts  about  the  birth,  occupation, 
military  service,  offices  held  and  proper- 
ty ownership  of  thousands  of  people. 

Two  professors  analyze  this  data,  trying 
to  determine  what  factors  influenced  the 
individuals'  political  leanings. 

Shades  of  198i+,  you  say? 

No,  the  professors  are  historians,  and  the 
people  represented  on  the  computer  print- 
outs lived  in  periods  closer  to  128U  or 
IT8I4. 

Jerome  V.  Reel,  associate  professor  of 
history,  uses  the  computer  in  research  on 
medieval  English  history  biographies  and 
in  teaching  advanced  seminars.   Robert  S. 
Lambert,  professor  of  history,  uses  it  in 
his  study  of  the  Revolutionary  period  in 
South  Carolina. 


Reel  says  using  the  computer  for  retrieve; 
of  raw  data  in  British  history  generates 
enthusiasm  and  a  sense  of  direction  among 
his  students .   He  sees  the  seminar  as 
serving  three  purposes:   giving  an  idea 
of  the  sweep  of  British  history  in  the 
medieval  period,  focusing  on  a  single  era 
facing  a  major  problem,  and  allowing  the 
opportunity  to  perform  primary  research 
at  a  basic  level. 

His  students  attempt  to  compose  biogra- 
phies based  on  official  records.   Infor- 
mation on  each  character  is  placed  on  a 
computer  card  so  that  the  computer  can  be 
used  to  find  the  similarities  and  dissimi- 
larities among  the  individuals . 

Reel  has  completed  a  project  called  "An 
Index  to  Biographies  of  Englishmen,  1000- 
1U85,  Found  in  Dissertations  and  Theses." 
It  is  scheduled  for  publication  next  June 
by  the  Greenwood  (Conn.)  Press.   It  will 
be  printed  on  a  computer  and  photo- 
duplicated. 

The  medieval  historian  examined  about  300 
dissertations  and  theses  in  history,  law, 
literature,  political  science,  religion, 
philosophy  and  art  published  between 
1930  and  1970  in  the  United  States,  Great 
Britain  and  Canada.  He  found  1T6  of  them 
useful. 

They  ranged  from  "enormous  studies  of 
kings  and  bishops  to  group  studies  of 


peasants 


Reel's  index  contains  about 


i+,TOO  individual  biographies.   Because  it 
includes  people  of  all  classes,  instead 
of  just  the  elite,  he  calls  it  "a  view 
from  the  ground  rather  than  the  top  of 
the  horse." 

It  contains  brief  summaries  of  biograph- 
ical facts  and  references  to  the  sources 
of  information.   Reel  believes  it  will  be 
helpful  to  medieval  historians,  geneal- 
ogists and  other  students  of  the  human- 
ities . 

Reel  now  is  studying  the  Boroughbridge 
Revolt  of  1322.   He  wants  to  compare  non- 
participants  and  members  of  the  two  fac- 
tions to  determine  which  issues  were 
significant.   The  revolt  was  basically 
over  the  way  King  Edward  II  distributed 
lands  and  favors.   It  ended  with  the  cap- 
ture of  many  leaders  at  Boroughbridge. 
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Lambert's  research  topic  is  "South  Caro- 
lina Loyalists  in  the  American  Revolu- 
tion."  He  says,  "the  basic  idea  is  that 
you  can't  understand  how  people  became 
loyalists  unless  you  go  to  the  individual 
and  get  information  of  all  kinds  and  draw 
conclusions."   He  is  delving  into  the  bio- 
graphies of  people  who  committed  acts  of 
loyalty  to  the  king. 

Lambert  thinks  he  "may  discover  some  rela- 
tionship through  the  machine  that  I 
couldn't  find  in  my  lifetime  in  plowing 
through  these  notes." 

Like  Reel,  Lambert  began  using  the  comput- 
er because  of  the  difficulty  of  sorting 
U,000  to  5,000  cards  by  hand. 

Systems  analyst  Elizabeth  P.  Jones,  who 
prepared  programs  for  Reel's  data,  says, 
"The  beauty  of  it  is  that  the  cards  can  be 
sorted  in  any  sequence.   This  makes  it 
easy  to  sort  and  select  for  trends  and 
patterns  you  might  miss  manually." 

Reel  is  "fascinated  with  the  computer's 
capabilities.   It's  a  way  for  historians 
to  deal  with  whole  groups  instead  of 
samples. " 

Jones  notes  that  "any  statistical  study 
is  subject  to  the  fact  that  you  can't 
study  everybody."   But  she  points  out  that 
"with  a  larger  sample  you  get  more  reli- 
able figures . " 

Despite  its  usefulness,  the  computer 
doesn't  get  the  last  word.   The  historian 
must  make  a  series  of  value  judgments , 
Reel  says.   Jones  puts  it  this  way:   "You 
must  balance  your  findings  with  common 
sense." 


College  of  Engineering  Receives 
NASA  Surplus  Equipment 

Nearly  $2  million  worth  of  equipment  that 
once  helped  put  men  into  space  has  found 
its  way  from  the  Marshall  Space  Flight 
Center  in  Huntsville,  Ala.,  to  Clemson. 

This  surplus  equipment,  bought  under  a 
National  Science  Foundation  grant,  will 
be  used  primarily  for  teaching  and 
research  programs  in  the  College  of 
Engineering. 


Some  of  the  equipment  will  be  used  to 
calibrate  equipment  the  University 
already  has,  and  some  of  it  will  go  to 
Clemson 's  engineering  technology  lab. 

Among  the  items  are  an  eight-channel, 
strip  chart  recorder  with  eight  amplifiers 
This  will  be  used  in  animal  surgery  for 
bioengineering  research.   It  will  enable 
a  veterinarian  operating  on  an  animal  to 
monitor  a  much  wider  variety  of  physio- 
logical responses  than  presently  possible. 
The  University  also  received  a  LaBlonde 
lathe  to  be  used  in  teaching  under- 
graduates.  It  is  valued  at  $20,000  and 
does  high  precision  metal  work. 


Clemson  Professors  Members 
of  "Partners  of  America"  Team 

A  team  of  visiting  South  Carolinians  home 
from  South  American  believe  that  the 
United  States  can  learn  from  developing 
nations  as  well  as  lend  them  a  hand. 

Clemson  Nutritionist  Marie  Hindman  and 
Horticultiirist  Dan  0.  Ezell  were  part  of 
a  five-member  "Partners  of  America"  team 
which  included  Aracelis  Shaw,  chairman  of 
Romance  languages  at  Columbia  College; 
Steven  Shaw,  professor  of  marketing  at  the 
University  of  South  Carolina;  and  David 
Smalley  of  the  South  Carolina  Educational 
Television  network.   They  were  guests  of 
the  Development  Board  of  Call ,  a  city  of 
750,000  people  located  in  the  center  of 
the  Cauca  Valley  in  southern  Colombia. 

The  aim  of  the  "Partners"  program,  devel- 
oped as  the  private  sector  portion  of  the 
Alliance  for  Progress,  is  to  foster  links 
between  developing  nations  and  strong 
agricultural  research  and  cultural  centers 
in  the  industrialized  nations. 

The  eight-day  visit  left  the  South  Caro- 
lina team  with  a  number  of  vivid  impres- 
sions.  Not  the  least  of  these  was  the 
breathtaking  beauty  of  the  Cauca  Valley, 
which  lies  surrounded  by  tall  mountain 
ranges . 

Ezell  points  out  that  the  valley  is  both 
rural  and  urban.   Much  of  the  rural  popu- 
lation has  migrated  to  the  city  where 
unemployment  has  reached  UO  per  cent . 


"The  result,  of  course,"  he  says,  "is 
extreme  poverty,  malnutrition  and  growing 
health  problems.   In  fact,  the  Colombians 
we  met  seemed  to  put  health  care  at  the 
top  of  their  list  of  priorities  for  the 
future."

Neither  Ezell  nor  Hindman  agrees  with  the 
Colombian  assessment.   They  feel  that  food 
production,  especially  high  protein  foods, 
and  education  needs  rank  just  as  high  as 
health  care. 


Prof.   Alley  also  presented  a  paper,  "New 
Developments  in  Air  Pollution  Control 
Technology,"  at  the  197^  Association  of 
Environmental  Engineering  Professors  in 
Charleston  Dec.  19. 


Hindman  and  Ezell  found  a  surprising 
nvimber  of  private  enterprise  institutions 
and  volunteer  organizations  performing 
tasks  that  are  traditionally  governmen- 
tally  sponsored  in  the  United  States. 

"The  people  have  a  caring  spirit,"   says 
Hindman.   "The  well-off  seem  to  accept 
the  responsibility  for  providing  services 
such  as  health  and  family  planning  centers 
and  care  for  the  retarded  and  blind.   The 
number  of  volunteers  is  really  grati- 
fying." 

On  the  agricultural  front,  she  said  the 
Colombian  Institute  of  Agriculture,  can  be 
compared  to  Clemson 's  Extension  Service 
and  the  S.  C.  Experiment  Station,  on  a 
very  limited  scale. 

"Of  all  we  saw  in  Colombia,  I  think  we 
were  most  impressed  by  the  human  re- 
source," she  said.   "We  can  learn  from  the 
dedication  of  citizen  leaders  who  are 
trying  to  build  a  better  future  for  their 
people. 

"We  hope  that  our  'Partners'  counterpart 
team  in  Cali  will  be  able  to  visit  us  here 
and  allow  us  to  share  some  of  Clemson 's 
expertise  in  extension  and  research  pro- 
grams.  After  all.  Extension  means  'reach- 
ing out'  to  others."

Minutes  of  the  Administration- Faculty-Student 
Council  Meeting,  December  3,  1974 

Chairman  Robert  Merrill  called  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  Clemson  University  Adminis- 
tration-Faculty-Student Council  to  order 
at  UilQ  p.m.  in  the  Board  Room  of  Sikes 
Hall. 

The  following  were  present  in  addition  to 
Chairman  Merrill:   Frank  Quails,  Thomas 
Skelton  Jr.,  Ronald  Dillon,  Kenneth 
Carpenter,  Lewis  Fitch,  E.  H.  McCarter,

ACTION: 

There  being  no  corrections  to  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  of  November  19,  197^,  the 
Council  approved  the  text  of  the  minutes 
as  distributed  thus  authorizing  their 
publication. 

At  their  meeting  on  Wednesday,  November 
27,  the  Executive  Officers  approved  AFSC's 
proposal  that  it  undertake  a  thorough 
review  of  existing  University  policies  for 
the  purpose  of  recommending  continuance, 
rescissions  and  the  recommending  of 
additional  policies  which,  in  the 
Council's  opinion,  are  needed. 

Admiral  McDevitt  distributed  a  partial 
compilation  of  policies  to  Council  members 
(Those  which  time  permitted  having  copies 
prepared  for  this  meeting).   The  remaining 
material  will  be  distributed  to  the  Coun- 
cil as  it  is  prepared. 


As  a  matter  of  information.  Chairman 
Merrill  called  the  Councilmen's  attention 
to  a  recent  report  in  The  Tiger  that  may 
or  may  not  become  a  subject  for  this 
Council  in  the  future. 

The  Tiger,  November  22,  197^  -  "Another 
issue  which  was  considered  this  semester 
in  Student  Government  was  the  possible 
changes  in  the  classroom  honor  system," 
commented  Brantley  (Student  Body  President 
Reginald  Brantley).   "After  a  limited  poll 
of  other  students,  the  consensus  among  the 
group  was  that  alleged  cheating  or  class- 
room dishonesty  should  be  resolved  by  a 
tri-level  committee  (student-f acuity- 
administration)  rather  than  through  the 
student  judiciary.   Such  a  committee  might 
be  a  restructured  Student  Relations  Com- 
mittee, or  an  Administration-Faculty-Stu- 
dent Council." 

The  recently  enacted  "Buckley  Amendment" 
on  student  file  access  was  the  subject 
of  some  comments  and  discussion. 

The  next  meeting  of  AFSC  was  scheduled  for 
January  7,  1975,  at  U:00  p.m.  in  the  Sikes 
Hall  Board  Room.

I .    Call  to  order  and  approval  of  the 
minutes 

President  Dillon  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  U:19  p.m.  in  Olin  Hall  Auditorium 
and  asked  for  corrections  or  additions  to 
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the  Oct.  8  and  Nov.  12  minutes.   After 
minor  corrections  were  made,  both  sets  of 
minutes  were  approved. 

II .   Committee  Reports 

A.  .Admissions  and  Scholarhip 

Chairman  Fitch  reported  that  his  committee 
met  with  Dean  Deloney,  Dean  Coakley  and 
several  representatives  of  the  student 
senate  to  discuss  the  cheating  policy, 
FS  13-6-h,   which  has  been  approved  by  the 
Faculty  Senate.   The  consensus  was  that 
the  Faculty-Student  Relations  Committee 
would  make  a  better  fact  finding  board  in 
cases  of  cheating  than  the  student  court. 

B.  Welfare 

Chairman  Baron  urged  the  faculty  to  join 
the  S.  C.  State  Employees  Association. 
He  reminded  the  faculty  that  this  associ- 
ation does  represent  us  and  that  it  could 
use  o'or  support .   Senator  Ezell  requested 
that  Mr.  Luke  Hamilton,  our  SCSEA  repre- 
sentative, be  invited  to  talk  to  the 
Senate.

D.  Policy 

Chairman  Roberts  reported  that  the  Policy 
Committee  is  working  on  the  assignment 
involving  the  rotation  of  department 
heads . 

He  recommended  that  the  Faculty  Senate 
Welfare  Committee  form  a  joint  ad  hoc 
committee  with  the  University  Safety  and 
Fire  Prevention  Committee  to  re-open  and 
truly  assess  the  necessity  for  and  the 
impact  of  improved  emergency  and  ambulance 
service.   He  also  requested  a  report  of 
the  relationship  of  the  University  family 
with  the  Redfern  Health  Center. 

E.  Other  Reports 

President  Dillon  announced  that  the  Senate 
now  has  representation  on  every  standing 


committee  and  council  in  the  University. 
Each  representative  should  report  action 
of  interest  to  the  Senate  or  should  convey 
Senate  wishes  to  his  or  her  respective 
committee  or  council. 

Senator  Hedden ,  representative  on  the 
Clemson  University  Extension  Council, 
reported  that  Dean  Sam  Willis  is  the  pre- 
siding officer.   At  the  last  meeting  the 
council  discussed  the  awarding  of  contin- 
uing education  units  for  courses  taken  in 
high  school  or  vocational  schools.   The 
council  also  is  studying  duplication  of 
effort  throughout  the  University.   The 
Continuing  Education  Center  is  still  in 
the  planning  stage. 

Senator  Russell  announced  that  there  will 
be  a  show  of  audio-visual  equipment  at 
the  Clemsor  House  in  the  near  future.   He 
suggested  tiiat  the  faculty  consider  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  some  specialized 
equipment  placed  in  a  loan  center. 

III.  President's  Report 

A.  The  revised  Tenure  Policy  as  submitted 
by  Senator  Holt  was  presented  for  Senate 
consideration  (see  Attachment  A).   It  was 
suggested  that  a  statement  be  included  on 
the  status  of  visiting  professors  and 
lecturers ,  and  that  the  rank  of  lecturer 
be  clarified.   There  was  a  conflict  of 
opinion  on  whether  the  four  years  of  serv- 
ice at  Clemson  should  be  consecutive  or 
non-consecutive.   (A  show  of  hands  reveal- 
ed 13  pro  and  13  con.)  After  further 
discussion,  it  was  decided  that  the  state- 
ment should  be  presented  for  faculty  and 
administration  consideration  as  follows: 
"A  minimum  of  four  (non)  consecutive 
academic  years  of  full  time  service...." 

B.  Senator  Roberts  was  recognized.   He 
referred  to  pages  two  and  10  of  the  Nov- 
ember 12,  I97U,  Faculty  Senate  Minutes  and 
made  the  following  motion: 

A  roll  call  vote  may  be  called  for  as  a 
motion  from  the  floor  and  that  only  20  per 
cent  of  the  voting  Senators  present  voting 
in  support  of  the  motion  are  required  to 
pass  the  motion. 

The  motion  received  a  second,  and  during 
the  discussion  it  was  brought  out  that 
this  change  could  be  made  as  a  procedural 
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addendum  rather  than  a  By-Laws  amendment . 
The  resolution  was  approved  unanimously. 

C.  The  membership  on  the  Bookstore 
Committee  was  corrected.   Senator 
Bookmyer's  college  was  already  represent- 
ed; therefore,  she  was  replaced  by  Senator 
Chisman  whose  college  was  not  represented. 

D.  The  following  comments  are  offered  in 
answer  to  a  previous  inquiry  about  the 
operation  of  a  private  bookstore. 

1.  The  University  feels  that  it  must 
operate  a  bookstore  for  students . 

2.  The  University  certainly  would  not  be 
antagonistic  to  a  private  bookstore. 

3.  Cooperation  of  the  University  would 
depend  upon  who  the  operators  are  and  the 
type  of  cooperation  required. 

h.      It  was  suggested  that  the  interested 
individual(s )  contact  Dean  Walter  Cox  for 
further  clarification. 

E.  Initial  indications  are  that  President 
Edwards  will  support  the  hooding  of  doc- 
toral candidates.   It  was  suggested  that 
the  dean  of  the  Graduate  School  do  the 
hooding.   Past  experience  has  shown  that 
time  and  speaker  arrangements  are  much 
more  satisfactory  as  presently  arranged 
(See  FS  minutes,  Nov.  12,  197^,  page  3, 
item  III-E). 

F.  As  of  Jan.  1,  1975,  the  name  of  the 
College  of  Physical,  Mathematical  and 
Biological  Sciences  will  be  changed  to  the 
College  of  Sciences. 

G.  An  interim  reply  to  the  letter  written 
by  Prof.  H.  Scott  re  questions  on  retire- 
ment has  been  received.   A  meeting  will  be 
arranged  between  Adm.  McDevitt,  Dean 
Hurst,  and  the  president  of  the  Senate  to 
discuss  the  situation  relative  to  the 
South  Carolina  Pension  Plan  as  outlined 

in  Prof.  Scott's  letter  (See  FS  minutes, 
Nov.  12,  197^+,  page  U,  item  IV-5). 

H.   The  secretary  of  the  Faculty  Senate 
has  been  asked  to  act  as  secretary  at  the 
faculty  meeting  Dec.  l6. 


I.   In  the  Student  Senate  minutes  of  Nov. 
26,  197^,  the  announcement  was  made  that 
R_7l+_75_15  "Exam  Policy  Reviewed  and 
Revised"  was  passed.   This  allows  seniors 
who  are  candidates  for  graduation  and  who 
have  a  minimum  of  a  "B"  average  in  a 
course  to  exempt  the  final  examination  at 
the  discretion  of  the  professor.   The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Admissions 
and  Scholarship  Committee. 

J.   The  typing  of  the  revised  Faculty 
Manual  will  be  completed  in  December  for 
distribution  to  the  Senate  in  early 
January.   Three  meetings  are  scheduled  in 
January  to  discuss  the  revisions:   lUth, 
21st  and  28th.

TENURE  POLICY 

APPOINTMENTS  FOR  WHICH  TENURE  IS  AVAILABLE 

All  untenured  appointments  are  probation- 
ary appointments  .   Probationary  appoint- 
ments may  be  for  one  year,  or  for  other 
stated  periods,  subject  to  renewal. 
Faculty  with  the  rank  of  assistant  pro- 
fessor or  higher  and  professional  librar- 
ians are  eligible  for  tenure.   (instruc- 
tors previously  tenured  at  Clemson  will 
retain  tenure. ) 

CONDITIONS  AND  REQUIREMENTS  PERTAINING  TO 
TENURE 

Time  credited  toward  tenure  shall  be 
counted  from  July  1  nearest  the  first  day 
of  full  time  work.   A  minimum  of  four 
(non)  consecutive  academic  years  of  full 
time  service  (including  a  maximum  of  two 
years  spent  as  an  instructor)  at  Clemson 
University  is  a  prerequisite  for  tenure 
at  any  professorial  rank  for  those  indi- 
viduals who  have  not  been  tenured  at  some 
other  accredited  institution.   Those 
individuals  who  were  tenured  (except  as  a 
tenured  instructor)  at  other  institutions 
may  be  tenured  at  Clemson  University  after 
two  academic  years  of  service.   For  those 
eligible  for  tenure,  the  total  period  of 
full  time  academic  service  at  Clemson 
University  without  tenure  will  not  exceed 
seven  years.   If  during  the  sixth  academic 
year  tenure  has  not  been  granted  to  an 
individual  at  the  rank  of  assistant 
professor  of  higher,  the  individual  will 
be  notified  on  March  15  of  that  year  that 
he  (she)  will  either  be  teniored  or  termi- 
nated at  the  end  of  the  seventh  academic 
year.   Time  spent  on  leave  of  absence  will 
not  count  as  service  unless  the  individual 
and  the  institution  agree  to  the  contrary 
at  the  time  leave  is  granted. 

ADDENDUM 

Text  of  letter  dated  Nov.  15,  197^,  from 
Dean  K.  N.  Vickery  to  Faculty  Senate 
President  Dillon: 

"The  preliminary  grade  cards  which  were 
sent  last  month  to  the  faculty  were  not 
alphabetized  within  sections.   This  sit- 
uation, the  first  such  occurrence  since 


we  began  using  this  reporting  system  in 
19^8,  was  unfortunate  and  we  regret  the 
inconvenience  to  faculty  members. 

"During  the  past  few  months ,  sorting  space 
on  the  computer  has  been  very  critical. 
When  this  job  was  run  in  the  Computer 
Center  during  the  late  shift,  the  neces- 
sary sort  did  not  occur  due  to  the  lack 
of  sorting  space,  but  unfortunately  the 
other  production  steps  were  completed. 
Not  only  were  sections  not  alphabetized 
but  neither  were  the  header  cards  with 
the  faculty  members  names  placed  with  the 
appropriate  sections.   These  cards  were 
placed  by  hand  with  the  sections  in  order 
that  the  cards  coiild  be  distributed.   A 
very  few  of  the  largest  sections  were 
sorted  on  the  sorter  in  this  office,  but 
there  was  not  time  for  the  alphabetizing 
of  a  significant  number  by  this  means. 

"In  the  past  month  we  have  had  several 
meetings  with  Dean  Schwartz  and  the  Com- 
puter Center  personnel  and  have  been 
assured  that  priorities  and  production 
controls  have  been  reordered  to  prevent  a 
recurrence  of  this  situation.   Please  be 
assured  we  shall  exercise  every  precaution 
in  this  office  to  insure  that  this  mistake 
is  not  repeated."

Professor  Helms  commented  on  a  survey  that 
she  is  making  in  the  College  of  Physical, 
Mathematical  and  Biological  Sciences  in 
relation  to  the  use  of  scientific  jour- 
nals ,  xeroxing  and  related  matters  with  a 
view  to  making  library  materials  more 
readily  accessible. 

Mr.  Gourlay  reviewed  some  of  the  activi- 
ties of  the  library  during  1973-7^. 

A.  Library  Instruction 

The  library  staff  had  given  a  total  of 
12^  lectures  to  classes  which  had  been 
brought  to  the  library  to  receive  general 
instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  and 
some  of  the  basic  reference  sources .   Each 
lecture  was  in  most  instances  followed  by 
a  two-hour  assignment.   Of  the  12^  lec- 
tures, 103  were  for  students  in  freshman 
English,  but  also  included  200  freshman 
students  in  the  College  of  Nursing  as  well 
as  several  classes  of  students  in  advanced 
courses.   Instruction  in  the  use  of  the 
library  is  available  to  any  class  whose 
instructor  requests  this  service. 

B.  Inter-library  Loans 

To  supplement  its  collections ,  the  library 
borrowed  1,8U3  items  from  other  libraries. 
In  turn  it  loaned  1,086  items.   Of  the 
1,128  items  borrowed  by  the  Science, 
Engineering  and  Agriculture  Division, 
326  were  available  from  the  Medical 
University  of  South  Carolina, 


C.   Southeastern  Library  Network 

A  system  which  will  permit  libraries  in 
the  Southeast  to  cooperate  by  using  elec- 
tronic techniques  for  library  operations , 
i.e.  shared  cataloging,  catalog  card 
reproduction,  etc.,  should  be  available 
in  1975  when  99  libraries  have  CRT 
terminals  installed.   These  terminals  will 
tie  them  in  with  the  Ohio  College  Library 
Center  (OCLC).   The  data  bank  in  Ohio 
consists  of  about  one  million  titles  and 
is  increasing  at  the  rate  of  2,000 
titles  per  day.   Eventually  there  will  be 
a  data  bank  in  Atlanta.   Clemson  expects 
to  receive  its  first  terminal  in  May  or 
June.   From  the  earliest  beginnings  of 
SOLINET,  the  Southern  Regional  Education 
Board  had  provided  support  and  assistance 
to  this  undertaking  and  will  have  two 
representatives  on  the  Board  of  Directors . 
President  Edwards  has  agreed  to  serve  as 
one  of  the  SREB's  two  members  on  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  SOLINET.

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Pocket  Calculator 

HELP  OR 
HNDRANGE? 


Housewives  punch  on  them  in  grocery 
stores.   Insurance  agents  whip  them  out 
faster  than  you  can  say  "family  protec- 
tion."  Late  at  night,  nervous  taxpayers 
blink  at  them,  and  they  blink  right  back. 

And.  college  students  are  beginning  to 
wear  them  around  on  their  belts  like  space 
age  pistols. 

"They"  are  those  marvels  of  electronic 
ingenuity — the  pocket  calculator. 

While  they  take  a  lot  of  the  sheer  drudg- 
ery out  of  math,  their  growing  presence 
on  the  college  campus  as  well  as  their 
potential  use  by  tots  in  grade  school  has 
to  make  parents  wonder:   Does  the  calcu- 


lator take  the  place  of  learning  to  think 
for  yourself? 

Professors  at  Clemson  University  don't 
think  so.   The  Department  of  Mathematical 
Sciences  is  ready  to  loan  calculators  to 
students  diiring  exams  so  everyone  will 
have  a  calculator,  and  so  that  some  stu- 
dents won't  be  stuck  with  the  $lU  dime 
store  special  while  others  have  a  $U95 
model . 

For  most  math  courses,  the  professors 
believe  the  calculator  helps  rather  than 
hurt  s . 

"Most  college  math  courses  teach  concepts, 
and  while  a  calculator  can  help  students 


figure,  it  can't  think  for  them,"  says 
John  Kenelly,  head  of  Clemson's  Mathemat- 
ical Sciences  Department. 

"It's  useful  in  about  the  same  manner  a 
slide  rule  is,"  he  says.  "We've  always 
allowed  students  to  use  slide  rules." 

Kenelly  believes  that  by  eliminating  the 
drudgery,  the  calculator  could  let  the 
student  spend  more  time  thinking  about 
concepts  and  less  time  going  through 
arithmetic. 

He  also  thinks  the  calculator  may  change 
the  kind  of  questions  asked  on  exams. 
Until  recently  instructors  have  had  to 
structure  their  test  questions  carefully 
to  avoid  drowning  the  student  in  a  sea  of 
time-consuming  calculations.   If  the 
students  have  pocket  calculators,  teachers 
would  be  free  to  ask  less  contrived 
questions . 

Kenelley,  who  serves  as  chief  reader 
designate  in  the  Advanced  Placement  Math- 
ematics program  for  the  national  Educa- 
tional Testing  Service,  sees  a  growing  use 
of  calculators,  even  on  national  exams. 
The  ETS  physics  group  allows  students  to 
use  calculators.   The  chemistry  group  will 
follow  suit  next  year. 

While  the  "electronic  slide  rule,"  as  it 
has  been  called,  isn't  seen  as  frequently 
ir  grade  school  and  high  school,  it  will 
londoubtedly  begin  showing  up  there  more 
and  more  as  the  price  of  the  gadget  keeps 
dropping. 

Sam  Buckner,  a  professor  of  education  who 
supervises  Clemson  students  doing  practice 
teaching  in  math  and  physics,  says  while 
he  has  no  objection  to  grade  school  tots 
using  calculators,  he  hopes  teachers  will 
keep  hammering  away  at  arithmetic, 

"I  would  hope,  for  my  child  at  least,  that 
teachers  up  through  the  middle  school  and 
jiinior  high  school  levels  won't  stop 
teaching  the  'how-to-do'  in  their  math 
classes,"  he  says.   "After  all,  you  have 
to  know  a  good  deal  of  math  to  use  a 
calculator  properly.   You  have  to  under- 
stand what  you're  putting  into  it  before 
you  cem  understand  what  you  get  out  of 
it." 


The  consensus  among  several  Clemson 
departments  is  that  the  pros  of  the 
electronic  calculator  outweigh  any  cons 
they  might  have,  and  that  letting  your 
fingers  do  the  walking  on  a  calculator 
keyboard  doesn't  mean  that  your  mind 
stays  home  in  bed.

Clemson  Clinic  Offers 
Help  for  Poor  Readers 

If  your  child  is  having  difficulty  reading 
well  enough  to  keep  up  with  classmates, 
you  might  consider  taking  him  to  the  edu- 
cational clinic  at  Clemson. 

Parents  are  interviewed  during  the  first 
hour  of  their  children's  testing.   In 
addition  to  reading  tests,  each  child  is 
given  intelligence  and  psychological 
tests  and  a  physical  screening  for  vision, 
hearing  and  coordination.   Tests  are 
administered  from  9  a.m.  to  noon  and  1  to 
3  p.m. ,  Monday  through  Wednesday.   Barbara 
M.  Raetsch,  director  of  the  clinic,  notes 
that  the  length  of  the  test  is  like  a 
regular  school  day. 

After  the  test  is  completed  Raetsch  and 
her  staff  prepare  a  written  report  to 
send  to  the  child's  school.   The  report 
outlines  the  child's  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses.  Where  weaknesses  are  pointed 
out,  the  report  recommends  exercises  to 
strengthen  that  area  of  performance. 
Raetsch,  who  received  her  doctorate  from 
the  University  of  Georgia  in  1973,  works 
with  five  graduate  students  in  evaluating 
the  pupils. 
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If  a  child  needs  it  and  lives  close  enough 
to  attend,  he  is  referred  to  tutoring 
sessions  conducted  on  the  campus  one  or 
two  evenings  a  week  under  the  direction  of 
Gordon  Gray,  director  of  Clemson's  reading 
program. 

Some  $200  worth  of  tests  are  given  free  to 
each  child  participating  in  the  clinic. 
The  clinic  serves  a  dual  purpose.   It 
provides  testing  and  evaluation  experience 
for  graduate  students  in  elementary  and 
secondary  education  and  offers  a  public 
service  to  the  schools,  parents  and  chil- 
dren of  the  state. 

Raetsch  says  the  clinic  accepts  pupils 
referred  by  parents  or  by  schools,  but 
that  school  referrals  get  top  priority. 
Children  from  5  to  l8  are  eligible  for 
the  clinic.

April  15  Set  for  Rotation  Date 
For  University  Council  and 
Committee  Appointments 

The  following  is  the  text  of  a  memorandum 
to  the  faculty  from  Dean  Victor  Hurst 
regarding  University  council  and  committee 
appointments : 

"In  recent  years,  July  1  has  been  the 
effective  date  for  rotating  persons  on 
and  off  University  councils  and  commit- 
tees .   This  has  proved  a  hardship  in  some 
cases.   For  example,  transition  periods 
have  been  effected  without  the  benefit  of 
all  council  or  committee  members  being 
present.   This  point  becomes  particularly 
pertinent  where  councils  and  committees 
go  through  some  form  of  reorganizing  pro- 
cedures . 

"In  discussing  the  matter  with  administra- 
tors, faculty,  and  students,  it  has  be- 
come evident  that  an  earlier  changeover 
date  for  appointments  and  terminations 
would  be  desirable.   As  a  result,  begin- 
ning with  the  current  academic  year, 
April  15  is  hereby  set  as  the  date  at 
which  committee  appointments  and  termina- 
tions will  occur  for  University  councils 
and  committees. 


"In  view  of  this  action,  it  is  requested 
that  persons  who  had  been  appointed  to 
councils  and  committees  with  effective 
termination  dates  of  July  1,  1975,  hereby 
consider  themselves  terminated  from 
councils  and  committees  effective  April 
15,  1975."

Minutes  of  the  University 
Research  Council  Meeting, 
November  22,  1974 

The  University  Research  Council  met  at 
1:15  P.M.  in  the  Conference  Room  E-103 
Martin  Hall.   Dean  Schwartz  called  the 
meeting  to  order.   Those  present  were: 
Dr.  R.  W.  Henningson,  Dr.  E.  M.  Coulter, 
Dr.  Lloyd  H.  Blanton,  Dr.  0.  John  Jacobus, 
Prof.  George  C.  Means  Jr.,  Dr.  Robert  W. 
McLellan,  Dr.  Merle  Shepard  and  Mr.  G.  S. 
Ragan . 

The  minutes  of  the  October  2k,    19lh 
meeting  were  approved  as  distributed. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Dr.  Blanton, 
Prof.  Means,  a  College  of  Nursing  repre- 
sentative. Dr.  Tombes  and  Mr.  Zimmerman, 
was  appointed  to  study  and  recommend  to 
the  Council  University  copyright  policies. 
It  was  noted  that  the  University  presently 
does  not  have  any  copyright  policy  and 
that  there  is  no  copyright  information 
source  within  the  administration.   After 
discussion,  a  motion  was  made,  seconded 
and  passed  to  charge  the  committee  (l) 


with  determining  and  documenting  the  need 
for  a  copyright  policy  and  (2)  with 
developing  a  policy  draft  for  Council 
consideration.   The  Office  of  University 
Research  will  brief  the  committee  on  the 
subject  matter  and  provide  necessary 
assistance.   Dr.  Schwartz  requested  Dr. 
Blanton  to  call  a  meeting  as  soon  as 
possible  and  elect  a  chairman. 

A  coimnittee,  consisting  of  Dr.  Edge,  Dr. 
Lyons,  Dr.  Shepard,  Mr.  Ragan  and  Mr. 
Prince,  was  appointed  to  study  and  rec- 
ommend to  the  Council  University  patent 
policies.   It  was  noted  that  the  Univer- 
sity patent  committee  functions  through 
an  agreement  with  Research  Corporation, 
an  arrangement  found  less  than  satisfac- 
tory by  numerous  institutions  -  especially 
in  the  public  patent  area.   Dr.  Shepard 
was  requested  to  call  an  early  meeting 
and  elect  a  chairman  of  this  conmiittee. 
A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed 
to  charge  the  committee  (l)  with 
determining  and  documenting  the  need  for 
a  patent  policy  and  (2)  with  developing  a 
report  for  Council  consideration.   The 
Office  of  University  Research  will  brief 
the  committee  on  the  subject  matter  and 
provide  necessary  assistance. 

A  discussion  concerning  the  research 
policies,  procedures  and  regulations  of 
each  college  followed.   Council  members 
presented  verbal  and/or  written  reports 
from  six  colleges  (copies  are  appended  to 
these  minutes  and  may  be  obtained  in  the 
Office  of  Graduate  Studies  and  University 
Research  upon  request). 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Dr.  Jacobus, 
Dr.  Coulter  and  Dr.  McLellan,  was 
appointed  to  study  duplication  of  research 
effort .   Dean  Hurst  has  requested  the  four 
major  councils  of  the  University  (Gradu- 
ate, Undergraduate,  Extension  and  Re- 
search) to  appoint  a  three-person  commit- 
tee to  study  duplication  of  effort. 
Duplication  of  research  effort  was  defined 
as  the  existence  of  multiple,  expensive 
facilities  and  programs  which  could  be 
consolidated  to  reduce  expense  and  make 
available  funds  for  other  necessary 
research.   In  determining  a  charge  for 
the  four  committees,  the  administration 
feels  that  it  is  not  feasible  to  ask  the 
committees  to  initiate  a  comprehensive 
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study  as  in  the  case  of  graduate  programs. 
Initially  it  will  be  sufficient  to  docu- 
ment areas  in  which  duplication  of  re- 
search effort  exists.   Dr.  Jacobus  was 
asked  to  call  a  meeting  and  elect  a 
chairman  for  this  committee.   The  Office 
of  University  Research  services  and  assis- 
tance will  be  available  to  all  three  com- 
mittees and  Dean  Schwartz  will  act  as 
liaison  officer. 

There  will  be  no  Council  meeting  in 
December.   The  next  meeting  is  tentatively 
scheduled  for  Friday,  January  2U,  1975-

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Frank  Johnstone  Jervey  Education 
Fund  Endowment  Announced 

Clemson  University  announced  February  l8 
the  establishment  of  the  Frank  Johnstone 
Jervey  Education  Fund  made  possible  by  a 
$100,000  permanent  endowment  from  an  anon- 
ymous donor  to  honor  a  life  member  of  the 
Clemson  Board  of  Trustees. 

President  Robert  C.  Edwards  said,  "Frank 
Johnstone  Jervey  Scholars  will  symbolize 
the  ideal  of  the  student  scholar  at  its 
best,  and  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of 
the  donor,  the  scholarships  will  be  award- 
ed strictly  on  the  basis  of  exceptional 
academic  ability  and  leadership  qualities." 

When  informed  of  the  endowment,  "Captain" 
Jervey,  as  he  is  known  to  associates  and 
thousands  of  Clemson  students  over  the 
decades,  said,  "I'm  amazed  and  most  grate- 
ful because  it's  going  for  something  that 
means  more  to  me  than  almost  anything." 

In  November  1973  Jervey  was  recognized  by 
Clemson  when  it  named  its  new  intercolle- 
giate athletic  center  in  his  honor. 

Jervey,  8l,  is  a  Summerville  native,  191^ 
Clemson  alumnus  and  Clemson  resident.   One 
of  seven  life  trustees  of  the  University, 
he  also  served  as  its  vice  president  for 
development  from  1959  to  I963. 

Jervey  served  in  the  Armiy  in  World  War  I 
and  was  severely  wounded  in  I918  during 
the  battle  for  France.   He  was  awarded 
the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  for  extra- 
ordinary heroism,  and  the  Italian  "Marito 
de  Guerro." 

He  joined  the  Ordnance  Dept.,  U.  S.  Army, 
in  192^1  as  a  civilian  engineer  and  rose 
through  the  ranks  to  chief  engineer ,  be- 


coming one  of  the  world's  foremost  author- 
ities on  incendiary  and  small  arms  ammu- 
nition.  After  World  War  II  he  received 
the  Exceptional  Civilian  Service  emblem, 
presented  during  Pentagon  ceremonies. 

Jervey  has  been  national  president  of  the 
Clemson  Aliimni  Association  and  received 
its  Alumni  Distinguished  Service  Award  in 
i960,  the  first  year  it  was  given.   He 
received  an  honorary  doctor  of  science 
degree  from  the  University  in  1953.

Winter  Reminder  From  The 
University  Safety  Committee 

The   Chairman  of  the  University  Safety  and 
Fire  Prevention  Committee  takes   this 
opportunity  to  remind  everyone  that   so   far 
this  winter  we  have  been  spatred  the  accu- 
mulation of   snow  and   ice   and  the  resultant 
rash  of  accidents.      The  question  now  posed 
is  —  what   does   the  remainder  of  the 
winter  have  in  store  for  us?     February 
and  March  are  months   in  which  icing 
conditions  will  likely  occur.      The  slip- 
pery accumulation  from  sleet,   freezing 
rain  and  snow  causes  numerous   accidents 
because  persons  try  to  proceed  with  little 
regard  for  the   imminent  hazards .      In  past 
years,   the  University  accident   records 
show  that  students  and  employees  have 
suffered  fractured  bones   and,   in  some 
cases,   permanent  disabilities   from  falls 
on  ice. 

The  Safety  Committee   further   reminds   stu- 
dents,   faculty  and  staff  to  take   extra 
precautions.      Whenever  possible   avoid 
outside   activities.      When  one  must   go 


outside,   rough-soled   shoes   are  recommend- 
ed.     In  such  emergencies,   some  persons 
have  applied   coarse   sandpaper  to   the   soles 
of  old  street   shoes  with  good  results . 
Others   have  resorted  to   golf  shoes.      Of 
course,   these   last  two   alternatives   re- 
quire that   such   shoes  be  removed  upon 
entering  buildings.      When  walking,   plan 
your  route  to  avoid  sloping  paved  sur- 
faces  and  stay  off  of  icy  steps  and  curbs. 
When  possible,   use  building   entrances 
and  exits  where  handrails   are  provided. 

Motorists   are  reminded  to  prepare  their 
vehicles  by   installing  tire   chains  before 
attempting  to  drive,   regardless  of  report- 
ed  clearing  of  highways.      Parking  areas 
and  side  streets  will  likely  not  be 
cleared  of  all   accumulations. 

A  Snow  and  Ice  Map  has  been  prepared  to 
assist  pedestrians   and  motorists   on  campus 
during  such  conditions .      The  Map  will  be 
posted  on  all  bulletin  boards   in  academic 
buildings   and  residence  halls .      Priority 
will  be   given  by  the  Physical  Plant   forces 


to  clearing  frozen  accumulations  from  the 
streets  and  paths  indicated  on  the  Map. 
Dangerous  areas  shown  must  be  avoided. 
Study  the  approaches  to  your  destination 
on  campus  and  select  a  route  specified 
for  clearing. 

Reminder  of  Changes  in  Establishing 

Retirement  Service  Credit  for  Out-of-State  Service 

Many  employees  may  be  eligible  to  transfer 
credit  for  out-of-State  public  employment 
(state,  county,  municipal,  public  school 
district,  etc.)  into  the  South  Carolina 
Retirement  System.   Federal  service  is 
excluded;  however,  cooperative  extension 
service  which  sometimes  qualifies  for  both 
State  and  Federal  service  may  be  eligible. 
Students  who  are  employed  by  the  institu- 
tion they  are  attending  are  excluded  from 
membership,  therefore  employment  while  a 
Graduate  Assistant,  for  example  will  not 
be  accepted.   Military  duty  is  not  consid- 
ered out-of-State  service  but  may  be  cred- 
ited for  retirement  under  a  separate  law. 

The  initial  law  providing  for  retirement 
credit  for  out-of-State  service  was 
enacted  in  I96O  and  has  been  amended 
several  times.   Under  the  current  law 
eligible  out-of-State  service  may  be 
claimed  prior  to  July  1,  19T3  on  the  cost 
basis  of  a  lump-sum  payment  equal  to  the 
aggregate  (plus  interest,  if  applicable) 
of  the  contributions  a  member  would  have 
made  to  the  S.  C.  Retirement  System  if  he 
had  been  employed  at  the  same  rates  by 
the  State  of  South  Carolina.   Interest  is 
not  charged  if  payment  is  made  within  the 
first  twelve  months  after  enrollment,  but 
the  time  limit  for  payment  at  current  cost 
basis  can  not  extend  beyond  June  30,  1975 
in  any  instance.   No  payment  is  required 
for  out-of-State  service  performed  prior 
to  July  1,  19^5  but  when  a  member  elects 
to  establish  out-of-State  service,  all 
such  service  must  be  established. 

Persons  who  may  be  eligible  should  inves- 
tigate promptly  in  order  to  establish 
out-of-State  service  before  July  1,  1915- 
In  most  instances  the  out-of-State  service 
claimed  and  purchased  before  July  1,  1975 
will  cost  considerably  less  than  out-of- 
State  service  purchased  after  June  30, 
1975.   Persons  who  are  eligible  under 
current  law  are  urged  to  claim  and  pay  for 


out-of-State  service  prior  to  July  1,  197^. 
Experience  has  shown  that  it  may  require 
several  months  to  assemble  the  necessary 
out-of-State  service  data  and  certifica- 
tion to  support  claims.   For  this  reason 
it  is  suggested  that  action  be  initiated 
without  delay  to  meet  the  June  30,  1975 
deadline .   New  employees  who  establish 
credit  for  out-of-State  employment  by 
making  full  lump-sum  payment  prior  to 
July  1,  1975  and  during  the  first  year  of 
membership  will  not  be  charged  interest 
(at  the  rate  of  h%   compounded  annually). 

If  you  are  interested  in  establishing 
out-of-State  service  or  if  you  have 
questions  on  this  subject,  you  should 
write  directly  to  Mr.  Purvis  W.  Collins, 
Director,  South  Carolina  Retirement 
System,  P.  0.  Box  II96O,  Capitol  Station, 
Columbia,  S.  C.   29211  giving  your  active 
register  number  and  outlining  the  details 
of  your  out-of-State  service.   Normally, 
claims  for  out-of-State  service  are  han- 
dled directly  by  the  S.  C.  Retirement 
System  with  the  employee  but  the  Univer- 
sity Personnel  Division  will  assist  you 
in  any  way  possible.   Please  contact  them 
for  additional  information  if  needed.   For 
more  details  see  Personnel  Letter  3I-61 
(January  25,  I961)  Revised  August  1,  197^, 
subject  "Important  Changes  in  State  Law 
Affecting  Credit  in  South  Carolina  Retire- 
ment System  for  Out-of-State  Service."

Three  comments  are  very  important:   (a) 
Out-of-State  service  claimed  under  current 
law  should  be  completely  validated  and  a 
lump-sum  payment  made  before  July  1,  1975- 
(b)   Credit  for  out-of-State  service  will 
supplement  a  member's  monthly  allowance 
at  retirement  with  the  same  annual  value 
as  service  within  the  State.   (c)   The 
niomber  of  years  of  out-of-State  service 
credited,  upon  retirement,  may  not  exceed 
one-half  of  the  number  of  years  of  service 
then  completed  as  an  employee  of  and 
within  South  Carolina.   Military  service 
(active  duty  up  to  six  years)  which  has 
been  established  for  retirement  credit 
may  be  used  as  in-state  creditable  service 
to  satisfy  the  requirement  of  twice  the 
out-of-State  service. 
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Claims  after  July  1,  19T?   vill  cost  more. 
Legislation  approved  on  May  2U,  197^ 
amended  the  retirement  law  to  provide  for 
significant  changes  for  out-of-State 
service  claims  made  on  or  after  July  1, 
1975.   Out-of-State  service  may  be  claimed 
on  and  after  July  1,  1975  on  the  cost 
basis  of  a  lump-s\im  contribution  equal  to 
ten  ( 10 )  per  cent  of  a  member ' s  annual 
earnable  compensation  at  the  time  of  pay- 
ment to  the  S.  C.  Retirement  System  for 
each  year  of  out-of-State  service  and  a 
proportionate  part  thereof  for  a  fraction 
of  a  year,  provided  that  the  annual  earn- 
able compensation  used  as  a  basis  for 
such  special  lump-sum  contribution  shall 
not  be  less  than  his  earnable  compensation 
in  any  one  of  the  three  preceding  fiscal 
years . 

Out-of-State  service  performed  at  any  time 
may  be  claimed  after  June  30,  1975-   (in 
the  past  and  through  June  30,  1975  credit 
could  not  be  allowed  for  any  out-of-State 
service  performed  after  the  member  first 
became  eligible  for  membership  in  the  S. 
C.  Retirement  System.) 

Many  Clemson  employees  have  established 
credit  for  periods  of  out-of-State  ser- 
vice; some,  without  cost.   Due  to  the 
several  amendments  since  I96O  changing 
the  law,  it  is  suggested  that  any  person 
who  has  not  established  credit  for  out- 
of-State  service  investigate  the  possibil- 
ities at  an  early  date  and  certainly  well 
in  advance  of  July  1,  1975-   Service  which 
was  not  previously  eligible  may  now 
quality  under  a  later  amendment.   The 
present  plan  will  expire  on  June  30,  1975 
and  establishment  of  credit  for  out-of- 
State  service  will  be  more  expensive 
after  that  date.

2.  Xerox  Copying  Facilities 

Dr.  Helms  reported  on  a  study.  Library 
Copying  Facilities,  that  she  had  made  in 
the  College  of  Sciences.   The  report 
included  several  recommendations  among 
which  was  one  that  the  library  provide  a 
central  photocopying  facility  for  the 
entire  library.   Mr.  Gourlay  said  that 
he  would  distribute  copies  of  Dr.  Helms' 
report  to  members  of  the  University 
Library  Committee  and  members  of  the 
library  staff  who  were  concerned  that  a 
better  method  of  photocopying  be  made 
available.   Factors  to  be  considered  are 
space,  equipment,  personnel  and  cost. 


3.   Payment  for  Lost  Books 

Mr.  Gourlay  requested  that  the  Library 
Committee  recommend  to  the  Administration 
that  the  following  statement  be  added  to 
Section  k   as  Part  C  of  Library  Rules 
Governing  Fines,  Notices  and  Delinquent 
Borrowers . 

k .      Refunds  on  the  return  of  lost  books 
that  have  been  paid  for  by  borrowers 

C.   Library  books  cannot  be  purchased. 
Regardless  of  whether  payment  has  been 
made  for  a  book  the  book  will  remain  the 
property  of  the  University.   Any  person 
who  falsely  claims  to  have  lost  a  book  to 
simply  to  retain  possession  can  be  charged 
for  illegally  possessing  State  property. 

Mr.  Gourlay  explained  that  present 
library  policies  make  provision  for  some 
refund  on  books  declared  lost,  paid  for, 
and  later  returned  but  the  purpose  of  the 
above  statement  is  to  discourage  a 
borrower  from  declaring  a  book  lost, 
paying  for  the  book  and  retaining  it  as 
his  personal  property.   Many  books  are 
extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
replace. 
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Before  the  meeting  of  the  Library  Commit- 
tee, Mr.  Gourlay  had  referred  the  above 
statement  to  Admiral  Joseph  B.  McDevitt , 
Vice  President  for  Executive  Affairs, 
who  regarded  it  as  being  legally  sound. 

Action:   The  Committee  approved  and 
recommended  to  the  Administration  the 
addition  of  item  C  above.

Indexes  and  Abstract  Journals  in  the 


Clemson  University  Library 

Miss  Myra  Armistead,  Documents  Librarian, 
has  completed  and  distributed  a  new 
edition  of  the  above  publication.   This 
greatly  expands  the  original  and  includes 
indexes  and  abstract  journals  that  have 
ceased  publication. 

The  publication  is  an  extremely  useful 
source  for  students  engaged  in  a  litera- 
ture search.   Under  the  heading  of  Busi- 
ness and  Economics  for  example  are 
included  fourteen  indexing  and  abstracting 
services  relating  to  economics,  marketing, 
labor  relations  and  related  topics. 

B.   Library  Survey  by  National  Council  for 
Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education. 

Several  members  from  the  visitation  com- 
mittee came  to  the  library  to  discuss 
library  collections,  budget  and  staffing. 
Information  given  the  visitors  included 
the  following: 

1)  In  addition  to  the  11,000  volumes 
classified  under  the  subject  heading 
Education  by  the  Library  of  Congress  there 
were  in  addition  some  5^2,000  volumes  in 
the  building,  thousands  of  which  were 
related  to  education  but  not  specifically 
classified  as  such. 

2)  The  library  receives  regularly  208  of 
the  220  journals  indexed  in  Education 
Index  and  has  complete  or  extensive  back- 
files  of  each  of  the  titles. 

3)  A  complete  file  of  ERIC  documents 
consisting  of  lUO,000  microfiche  cards, 
as  well  as  all  the  indexes  for  their  use 
were  readily  available. 


^4)   Most  if  not  all  of  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Education  studies,  statistics, 
etc.  were  available  adjacent  to  the 
documents  office. 

5)   An  excellent  collection  of  encyclo- 
pedias, handbooks  and  similar  reference 
books  relating  to  educaton  were  shelved 
with  the  social  sciences  reference 
collection. 

Also  the  professional  library  staff  is 
prepared  and  does  offer  instruction  to 
students  in  the  College  of  Education  on 
the  use  of  particular  reference  books  and 
sources  of  information.   The  instructor 
simply  has  to  scheulde  his  class  for  this 
particular  library  orientation. 

C.  Expansion  of  Science  and  Technology 
Area  of  Library 

Plans  are  being  prepared  by  the  Architects 
to  add  a  second  tier  of  stacks  to  the 
Science  and  Technology  area.   A  definite 
date  for  beginning  this  work  has  not  been 
set  but  we  are  hopeful  that  while  the 
construction  is  in  progress  reference 
service  and  access  to  the  collections 
will  be  accomplished  with  a  minimum 
inconvenience . 

D.  College  of  Architecture  Library 

When  the  move  is  made  into  the  new 
addition  to  Lee  Hall  the  library  will 
occupy  an  area  on  two  floors  of  the 
addition.   Plans  are  underway  for  organ- 
izing the  library  and  arranging  the 
collections  to  provide  maximum  service. 
In  general  the  policies  will  be  the  same 
as  those  of  the  Cooper  Library  with  such 
modification  as  is  necessary  to  meet  the 
particular  needs  of  this  library.

Mr.  James  L.  Strom,  Director  of  Planning 
and  Corporate  Relations,  discussed  gifts 
and  gift  distribution.   He  pointed  out 
that  Clemson  University's  Development 
Programs  are  committed  to  providing  a 
financial  base  which  will  assure  that  all 
educational  programs  will  be  characterized 
by  and  recognized  for  their  excellence. 
He  reminded  the  faculty  that  basically 
Clemson  is  a  tax-supported  institution 
and  that  inflation  affects  the  purchasing 
power  of  the  dollar  and  recession  might 
make  fewer  dollars  available.   Today  more 
private  dollars  are  essential  if  Clemson 
is  to  maintain  excellence.   He  suggested 
that  the  faculty  solicit  gifts  from 
industry,  foundations  or  individuals.   He 
explained  that  gifts  do  not  have  to  be  in 
the  form  of  cash,  but  can  be  "in-kind" 
such  as  buildings,  real  estate,  securities, 
equipment,  services,  supplies,  etc. 
Donors  should  be  made  aware  of  the  fact 
that  their  gifts  can  be  either  unrestrict- 
ed, or  restricted  to  a  department  or  for 
a  specific  purpose.   In  answer  to  a 
question  on  the  establishment  of  a  value 
on  an  in-kind  gift  for  tax  purposes,  Mr. 
Strom  stated  that  the  donor  establishes 
the  value  of  the  gift. 

Mr.  L.  C.  Hamilton,  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  S.  C.  State  Employees' 
Assocation  at  Clemson,  discussed  the  SCSEA 


and  explained  its  objectives  and  goals. 
He  stated  that  the  organization  promotes 
the  welfare  of  state  employees  and  pointed 
out  that  it  is  the  recognized  voice  of 
state  employees  and  represents  state 
employees  before  the  Legislature.   He 
urged  faculty  members  to  join  and  support 
SCSEA  because  only  by  maintaining  a  high 
percentage  of  membership  can  recognition, 
prestige  and  influence  be  expected  to 
continue.   He  outlined  previous  legisla- 
tive accomplishments  and  revealed  the 
following  current  legislative  objectives: 
a  12^  salary  increase,  the  adoption  of 
cost-of-living  increments ,  retirement 
after  30  years  of  service  or  at  age  60, 
a  reduction  from  15  to  10  the  niimber  of 
years  required  for  vesting  in  the  retire- 
ment system,  an  increase  in  the  travel 
allowance  to  $25  per  day  in  state  and  $U0 
per  day  out  of  state,  the  development  of 
training  programs  and  the  adoption  of  a 
State  Personnel  Act .   Other  Board  of 
Directors'  members  at  Clemson  are  Mr. 
Herbert  Campbell  and  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Mungall.

D.  Welfare 

Chairman  Baron  reported  that  his  committee 
had  examined  the  problem  of  the  University 
maintaining  an  emergency  vehicle.  An 
investigation  revealed  that  it  would  cost 
at  least  $60,000  per  year  to  maintain  an 
emergency  vehicle  equipped  and  manned  by 
trained  personnel  as  prescribed  by  State 
law.   The  small  number  of  true  emergencies 
(U  in  1973)  precludes  this  investment, 
particularly  when  satisfactory  service  is 
being  rendered  by  the  Central  Rescue  Unit. 

The  Welfare  Committee  recommends  that  the 
issue  not  be  given  further  consideration. 

E.  Other  Reports 

President  Dillon  requested  that  Ad  Hoc 
Committees  present  a  report  on  their 
activities  at  the  March  meeting. 
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Senator  Maxwell,  Senate  Representative  to 
the  Graduate  Council,  reported  that  the 
Council  plans  a  special  meeting  to  con- 
sider raising  the  admission  requirements 
for  graduate  students,  residency  require- 
ments for  Clemson  University  employees  and 
duplication  of  courses. 

IV.   President's  Report 

1.   The  Educational  Council  met  on  January 
13.   President  Edwards  discussed  the  in- 
creased demand  for  veterinary  science 
training  throughout  the  U.  S.  and  indi- 
cated that  it  appears  likely  that  Clemson 
will  cooperate  with  the  University  of 
Georgia  in  the  teaching  of  veterinary 
science  courses. 

Decals  will  be  placed  on  the  doors  of  all 
state  vehicles  for  identification  purposes, 

Adm.  McDevitt  gave  clarification  on  the 
Buckley  Amendment .   Students  have  the 
right  to  examine  their  personal  records 
at  an  institution.   They  can  challenge  the 
accuracy  of  records ,  but  they  cannot 
challenge  the  validity  of  the  grade 
recorded.   Persons  may  request  copies  of 
records  at  their  own  expense.   Both 
records  and  lists  of  types  of  records 
maintained  must  be  provided.   Third 
parties  may  not  ask  for  copies  of  records 
of  any  persons.   It  is  recommended  that 
only  minimum  records  be  kept.   Records 
which  are  in  the  sole  possession  of  a 
professor  are  not  subject  to  inspection 
provided  that  these  records  are  not 
accessible  or  revealed  to  other  persons 
except  a  substitute.   Letters  of  recommen- 
dation are  subject  to  inspection.   There 
is  no  chance  for  a  libel   suit  for  a 
subjective  evaluation  if  written  in  a 
fair  and  objective  manner,  i.e.,  it 
contained  no  flippant  remarks .   Letters 
of  recommendation  written  prior  to  January 

1,  1975  need  not  be  disclosed.   Students 
may  waive  the  right  to  see  their  recommen- 
dation, but  this  may  not  be  required  of 
the  student .   Unsuccessful  applicants 

may  not  see  their  record  packets. 

2.  Dean  Hurst  has  asked  that  faculty 
members  of  the  Bookstore  Committee  be 
appointed  by  the  Dean  of  Students  rather 
than  by  the  Dean  of  the  University  as  the 


bookstore  comes  under  the  authority  of 
the  Dean  of  Students . 

3.   A  letter  from  Senator  Holt  regarding 
recommendation  of  AAUP  on  faculty 
termination  due  to  financial  exigencies 
was  read  and  forwarded  to  Dean  Hurst . 

k.      In  order  that  all  committees  and 
councils  have  a  common  starting  point, 
it  is  suggested  that  Faculty  Senate 
appointments  to  councils  and  committees 
be  made  at  the  May  Senate  meeting. 

5.  Dean  Hurst's  committee  for  study  of 
Faculty  Manual  revisions  consists  of  the 
following  individuals : 

Dean  H.  E.  Vogle ,  Assist.  Dean  Herbert 
Brantley,  Dr.  Arline  Duvall,  Col.  E.  H. 
McCarter,  Prof.  Ralph  Knowland,  Dr.  Earl

6.  Dr.  J.  E.  Hair  has  released  a 
directive  relative  to  emergency  medical 
service  on  campus  for  employees. 

7.  Dr.  John  P.  McKelvey,  Head  of  Depart- 
ment of  Physics,  forwarded  a  proposal  for 
a  minor  change  in  grading  policy  which 
may  forestall  grade  inflation.

8.  President  Edwards  has  given  tentative 
approval  to  hooding  of  doctoral  candidates 
by  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  pending 
opinions  from  graduating  seniors  through 
the  Dean  of  Undergraduate  studies.

The  revised  Faculty  Manual  was  distributed 
to  members  of  the  Senate.   It  consists  of 
17U  pages.   It  is  requested  that  the 
Senate  reconvene  at  ii:15  p.m.  on  January 
21  to  approve  the  revisions.   If  sections 
are  to  be  revised.  Senators  are  requested 
to  bring  with  them  sufficient  copies  of 
double  spaced  copy  for  distribution  to 
the  Senate.   If  these  are  approved,  they 
can  be  substituted  in  the  revised  manual. 

One  Senator  expressed  concern  over  the  new 
University  logo  in  that  it  is  gaudy  and 
in  bad  taste.

VI.  New  Business 

A  senator  expressed  the  opinion  that  "red 
tape"  is  hampering  activities  and  it  is 
getting  difficult  to  get  the  job  done. 
Line  positions  are  hampering  the  Academic 
Deans  to  the  extent  that  they  are  becoming 
ineffective.   Trying  to  get  a  new  course 
approved  is  a  major  undertaking.   A 
discussion  ensued  on  the  relationship  of 
the  Graduate  Council  and  the  Graduate 
Dean  and  policy  making  for  the  Graduate 
School.   It  was  suggested  that  someone 
look  at  the  organization  of  the  University 
and  see  if  it  can  be  reorganized  profes- 
sionally.  The  problem  was  referred  to 
the  Welfare  Committee. 

President  Dillon  mentioned  that  he  had 
received  a  copy  of  the  letter  from  Dr. 
W.  M.  Epps,  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Plant  Pathology,  to  Senator  Witcher 
concerning  the  policy  on  insurance  cover- 
age for  privately  owned  vehicles  being 
used  for  University  business.   A  meeting 
will  be  held  to  discuss  the  problem, 
the  results  of  which  will  be  reported  back 
to  the  Senate  and  to  Dr.  Epps.

There  being  no  objection, 
Mr.  Merrill  discussed  a  subject  that  was 
a  recent  topic  of  concern  for  the  Graduate 
Student  Association  (GSA).   It  was  in 
regard  to  the  shortage  of  off-campus ,  non- 
university  owned,  housing  units.   The  GSA 
is  exploring,  in  this  instance  through 
AFSC,  the  possibility  of  some  type  of 
centralized  up-to-date  multiple  listing 
of  housing  units  available  in  the  Clemson 
area.   The  housing  office  was  mentioned 
as  the  central  location.

He  explained  that  the  source  of  the  45 
hours  per  week  scheduling  was  CHE  which 
has  established  nine  hoxirs  per  day,  five 
days  per  week  as  a  basis  for  computing 
utilization  with  3^  hours  of  the  U5  hours 
being  a  desirable  fill  rate.   It  was 
pointed  out  that  the  zone  concept  could 
be  the  forerunner  of  the  university-wide 
computerization  of  classroom  scheduling. 
After  this  had  been  discussed,  Mr.  Strom 
explained  that  possibility  did  not  enter 
into  his  study  at  this  time  and  that  many 
variables  such  as  special-purpose  rooms, 
unscheduled  use  of  auditoriijms ,  and 
custodial  responsibilities  would  be 
considerations  to  be  resolved  before 
proceeding  further.   One  member  indicated 
that  a  list  of  names  and  telephone  numbers 
of  key  individuals  responsible  for  build- 
ings would  greatly  facilitate  scheduling 
of  rooms.   Mr.  Fleming  indicated  he  would 
provide  such  a  list. 

Mr.  Kenneth  H.  Cooper,  Division  of  Admini- 
strative Programming  Services  was  intro- 
duced and  spoke  briefly  about  tentative 
plans  for  on-line  registration  which 
could  be  implemented  when  equipment  is 
available .

Minutes  of  The  Faculty  Senate  Meeting, 
February  18,  1975 

I.  Call  to  order  and  approval  of  the 
minutes 

President  Dillon  called  the  meeting  to 
order  when  a  quorum  was  established  at 
U:30  p.m.   The  minutes  of  the  January  ik 
meeting  were  approved  as  circulated. 

II.  Committee  Reports 

A.  Admissions  and  Scholarship  -  no  report 

B.  Policy 

Chairman  Roberts  presented  Professor 
Spurgeon  Cole's  rewrite  of  a  new  plan  for 
the  computerization  and  use  of  the  results 
from  "Faculty  Evaluation  by  Students." 
The  Policy  Committee  supported  the  presen- 
tation of  this  item  to  the  Faculty  Senate 
for  its  consideration.   Chairman  Roberts 
distributed  copies  of  the  plan  and  re- 
quested that  each  Senator  obtain  his  or 
her  Dean's  pemiission  to  duplicate  and 
distribute  the  plan  to  members  of  the 
faculty.   Copies  are  available  from  Pro- 
fessor Cole's  office.   During  the  ensuing 
discussion  the  following  points  were 
raised:   Whether  the  plan  will  be  voluntary 
or  mandatory;  The  validity  of  some  of  the 
questions  was  questioned,  i.e.,  no.  T.j 
an  outline  may  not  be  necessary;  The  Senate 
has  gone  on  record  opposing  a  similar  plan; 
The  students  apparently  plan  to  conduct 
their  own  evaluation.   The  suggestion  was 
made  that  Professor  Cole  be  invited  to 
address  the  Senate. 

Chairman  Roberts  reported  that  the  Policy 
Committee  held  preliminary  discussions  on 
the  feasibility  of  recommending  favorable 
consideration  for  the  concept  of  "rotation 
of  Department  Heads  and/or  Chairmen."  He 
suggested  that  further,  in  depth,  studies 
by  other  committees  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Policy  Committee  be  conducted. 

C.  Welfare 


Chairman  Baron  advised  the  faculty  senate 
that  vesting  in  the  South  Carolina  system 
does  not  mean  the  ssune  as  it  does  londer 
Federal  law  or  at  other  institutions.   A 
person  who  is  vested  in  a  retirement 
system  can  normally  expect  that  if  he 
dies  before  retirement  age,  his  estate 
will  receive  the  employer's  contribution 
as  well  as  his  own  contribution  at  some 
reasonable  interest  rate.   Under  the  South 
Carolina  system  a  person  who  is  vested  and 
dies  before  retirement,  even  if  eligible 
for  retirement,  receives  only  his  contri- 
bution to  the  system,  with  h%   interest. 
Chairman  Baron  stated  that  the  State  Em- 
ployees Association  was  lobbying  for  a 
reduction  in  the  vesting  time  from  15  to   | 
10  years.   He  expressed  concern  over  the 
fact  that  we  were  likely  to  win  a  change 
in  the  vesting  period,  which  would  be  of 
little  or  no  benefit  to  state  employees, 
at  the  expense  of  other  changes  such  as  a 
change  in  the  value  of  the  retirement 
benefits.   Chairman  Baron  indicated  that 
more  than  one  study  had  shown  that  the 
cash  benefits  received  from  the  S.  C. 
Retirement  system  were  quite  poor  compared 
to  other  retirement  systems. 

D.  Research  -  no  report 

E.  University  Standing  Committees 

Senator  Grove,  Senate  representative  on 
the  Landscape  and  Site  Development  Com- 
mittee, listed  the  various  buildings  which 
are  \Hader  construction  on  the  campus .   He 
reported  that  pigeons  on  buildings  were 
exterminated  by  shotguns  over  the  Christmas 
holidays  and  expressed  concern  over  the 
safety  aspects  of  such  a  practice.   A 
motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  to 
refer  this  matter  to  the  Safety  Committee. 
It  was  brought  out  that  no  budgeting  for 
grounds  is  allowed  for  when  funds  for  the 
construction  of  a  building  is  budgeted. 
A  Senator  raised  the  question  as  to  how 
much  planning  was  involved  in  the  building 
of  the  fence  around  the  greenhouses  which 
shaded  them  and  rendered  them  virtually 
useless .

He  will  make  compara- 
tive observations  available  to  Senators 
who  feel  the  data  may  be  valuable. 

3.  Vice  President  Carpenter  attended  the 
Clemson  Board  of  Trustee's  meeting  Jan- 
uary 21  and  reported  that  the  main  item  of 
business  involved  the  transfer  of  three 
parcels  of  land.

Shortage  of  vehicles  in  the 
motor  pool  have  been  caused  by  an  increase 
in  requests  and  the  failure  of  personnel 
to  return  vehicles  on  time.

A  motion  to 
strike  the  last  sentence  of  the  statement 
was  made  and  seconded  and  approved.   The 
motion  to  accept  the  amended  version  of 
the  statement  passed  (three  negative 
votes  were  cast ) . 

10.  On  February  21  the  President  of  the 
Faculty  Senate,  accompanied  by  former 
President  Ernest  Rogers,  will  meet  with  a 
faculty,  student,  administrative  group 
headed  by  Dean  Cox  to  discuss  "Use  of  Fike 
Recreation  Center."   Of  particular  concern 
is  the  matter  of  charges  for  other  than 
fee  paying  students,  and  whether  faculty 
families  be  allowed  to  use  the  facilities.

January  20,  1975 

COMPENSATION  FOR  THE  SUMMER  PERIOD  FOR 
ACADEMIC  YEAR  PERSONNEL  (SUMMER  PAY) 

The  Budget  and  Control  Board  directive 
relating  to  summer  pay  dated  February  17, 
1966,  states: 

"Compensation  for  teaching  and/or  sponsored 
research  performed  during  summer  months 
(between  academic  years),  and  not  related 
to  a  regular  six-weeks  summer  session. 


shall  be  as  follows:   (l)  for  an  employee 
whose  base  period  is  a  semester  or  academic 
year,  compensation  shall  be  at  the  same 
rate  as  for  the  base  period." 

In  order  to  have  this  policy  uniformly 
implemented,  the  following  procedure 
should  be  used. 

(1)  Calculate  a  daily  compensation  rate 
for  the  faculty  member  by  dividing  the 
number  of  working  days  during  the  summer 
period  (May  17  through  August  lU,  inclu- 
sive) into  one-third  of  the  faculty  mem- 
ber's base  pay  for  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding academic  year.   The  faculty  member 
is  then  paid  at  this  rate  for  each  working 
day  that  he  is  employed  by  the  University 
during  the  summer  period.   If  he  is  employed 
for  each  working  day  during  the  entire 
summer  period,  he  would  earn  a  full  one- 
third  of  his  preceding  academic  year's 
salary.   If  he  is  employed  for  less  than 
full-time  or  for  only  a  part  of  the 

summer  period,  his  compensation  would  be 
proportionately  less. 

The  working  days  between  May  17  and  August 

lU,  inclusive,  for  the  years  1975  through 

1980  are  as  follows:   1975  -  6U ;  1976  -  65; 

1977  -  6U;  1978  -  6k;   1979  -  6k   and 
1980  -  6U. 

(2)  Where  a  legal  or  declared  holiday 
happens  to  fall  on  a  work  day  during  the 
summer  period,  it  should  be  considered  as 
a  paid  holiday  if  the  individual  concerned 
has  been  or  is  to  be  employed  for  a  minimum 
of  thirty  continuous  working  days  which 
includes  the  holiday(s)  in  the  summer 
period. 

If  the  period  of  employment  is  less  than 
thirty  continuous  working  days,  the 
holiday  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  paid 
holiday. 

(3)  Summer  compensation  at  the  daily  rate 
as  calculated  above  is  to  be  paid  to  each 
academic  year  faculty  member  for  the 
actual  days  employed.

The  editorial  changes  for  the  catalog  of 
the  residence  requirements  for  the  Master 
of  Science,  Master  of  Arts  and  Doctor  of 
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Philosophy  degrees  were  discussed  and  a 
copy  of  the  revised  statements  on  resi- 
dency were  presented  to  the  Council. 

Dr.  Mandel,  chairman  of  the  subcommittee 
on  graduate  admission  requirements,  re- 
ported that  only  one  or  two  has  responded 
to  the  request  for  input  from  the  colleges . 
He  stated  that  if  nothing  more  was  re- 
ceived immediately  after  spring  break, 
that  the  subcommittee  would  meet  and  act 
on  the  information  on  hand  and  report 
at  the  next  Graduate  Council  meeting. 

Dr.  Henricks,  chairman,  distributed 
recommendations  from  the  subcommittee  on 
co\irse  duplication.

1.  Any  course,  TOO,  800  or  900  level, 
that  has  not  been  taught  within  the  last 
three  or  more  years  should  be  deleted 
from  the  upcoming  graduate  catalog  unless 
written  justification  is  prepared  by  a 
faculty  member  of  the  academic  program 
concerned.   Such  justification  should 
receive  the  recommendation  of  the  dean 

of  that  college.   If  justified,  the  coixrse 
can  remain  in  the  catalog  up  to  an  addi- 
tional two  years;  if  not  taught  within 
that  time,  it  will  be  deleted. 

2.  Programs  shoul-d  be  encoiiraged  to  offer 
all  courses  required  for  Masters  degree 
seeking  students  at  least  every  two  years, 
and  all  courses  required  for  Ph.D.  degree 
seeking  students  at_  least  every  three 
years . 

3.  Departments  and  programs  should  be 
encouraged  to  use  the  necessary  space 
under  departmental  description  in  the 
graduate  catalog  to  convey  to  the  reader 
the  breadth  of  expertise  of  the  faculty 
that  is  available  to  the  prospective 
student.   Additional  information  on  the 
subject  matter  available  to  the  student 
can  be  provided  in  the  description  of 
special  topics  courses,  seminars,  or 
special  problems. 

Dr.  Maxwell,  chairman  of  the  subcommittee 
on  selected  topics  and  seminars,  distrib- 
ted  information  compiled  by  his  committee 
to  be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting.

ANNUAL  COMPETITION  FOR  OVERSEAS  STUDY 
OPENS 

The  Institute  of  International  Education 
announced  the  official  opening  of  the 
1976-77  competition  for  grants  for  grad- 
uate study  or  research  abroad  in  academic 
fields  and  for  professional  training  in 
the  creative  and  performing  arts.   It  is 
expected  that  approximately  550  awards  to 
50  countries  will  be  available  for  the 
1976-77  academic  year. 

The  purpose  of  these  grants  is  to  increase 
mutual  understanding  between  the  people 
of  the  United  States  and  other  countries 
through  the  exchange  of  persons ,  knowledge 
and  skills.   They  are  provided  under  the 
terms  of  the  Mutual  Educational  and  Cult- 
ural Exchange  Act  of  I961  (Fulb right-Hays 
Act)  and  by  foreign  governments,  universi- 
ties and  private  donors. 

Applicants  must  be  U.S.  citizens  at  the 
time  of  application,  who  will  generally 
hold  a  bachelor's  degree  or  its  equivalent 
before  the  beginning  date  of  the  grant  and, 
in  most  cases,  will  be  proficient  in  the 
language  of  the  host  country.   Except  for 
certain  specific  awards,  candidates  may 
not  hold  the  Ph.D.  at  the  time  of  appli- 
cation.  Candidates  for  1976-77  are  in- 
eligible for  a  grant  to  a  country  if  they 
have  been  enrolled  in  a  university  or 
doing  research  in  that  country  during  the 
academic  year  1975-76. 

Creative  and  performing  artists  are  not 
required  to  have  a  bachelor's  degree,  but 
they  must  have  four  years  of  professional 
study  or  equivalent  experience.   Social 
work  applicants  must  have  at  least  two 
years  of  professional  experience  after  the 
Master  of  Social  Work  degree;  candidates 
in  medicine  must  have  an  M,D,  at  the 
time  of  application. 

Selection  is  based  on  the  academic  and/or 
professional  record  of  the  applicant,  the 
validity  and  feasibility  of  his  proposed 
study  plan,  his  language  preparation  and 
personal  qualifications.   Preference  is 
given  to  candidates  between  20  and  35 
years  of  age  who  have  not  had  prior  oppor- 
tunity for  extended  study  or  residence  a- 
broad.

University  Study  of  Duplication: 

Dean  Willis  called  on  G.  R.  von  Timgeln 
for  a  report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  the 
Extension  Council  on  the  findings  of  the 
study.

The  Committee's  conclusion,  as  revealed  by 
the  study,  is  that  there  is  no  inefficient 
duplication  of  the  extension  activities  of 
one  college  by  any  other  college,  nor  any 
significant  inefficient  duplication  of  ex- 
tension activities  within  any  college.

OLD  BUSINESS:   A-V  Repair  Service:   Mr. 
Durham  presented  an  interim  report  on  re- 
pairs.  Some  schools  and  colleges  are 
taking  advantage  of  the  service.   So  far, 
the  service  is  working  very  well  and  he 
feels  optimistic  about  inaugurating  the 
service  in  the  fall  on  a  charge  basis. 
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Mr.  Durham,  with  reference  to  grant  request, 
stated  that  he  had  talked  with  Mr.  Joel 
Parsons  of  the  Appalachian  Regional  Council, 
Mr.  Parsons  said  that  he  did  not  feel,  at 
the  present  time,  that  there  was  a  possi- 
bility of  obtaining  any  A-V  equipment  money 
for  higher  education.

Professor  Wall:   The  subcommittee  on  po- 
tential cooperation  with  the  Library 
Committee  on  the-  cataloging  interdepartmental 
software  stated  that  Ms.  Sullivan  said  she 
would  consiilt  with  the  A-V  Committee  in 
attempting  to  make  the  cataloging  operational.

Mr.  Riley:   The  workshop  for  the  effective 
use  of  A-V  equipment  presents  the  following 
report:   It  is  the  opinion  of  this  sub- 
committee that  a  series  of  workshops  be 
sponsored  by  the  University  Audio-Visual 
Committee  on  the  educational  uses  of  audio- 
visual equipment.   It  is  also  suggested  that 
only  one  representative  from  each  department 
on  campus  be  allowed  to  participate  in  these 
seminar  workshops.   The  subcommittee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  seminars  need  to  be  broken 
into  three  categories;  these  being:   1.   Video 
Tape  2,   Iiqage  Projection  3.   Sound  Devices. 
Each  category  will  be  presented  separately 
from  the  others  in  one  hour  sessions.   The 
sessions  should  be  arranged  so  that  they  will 
be  offered  three  times  during  the  evening. 
This  will  allow  a  person  that  wishes  to  attend 
only  one  session  to  do  so  and  will  also  allow 
a  person  to  attend  all  three  if  one  wishes. 
Realizing  that  not  all  sessions  will  run  the 
same  length,  it  is  also  suggested  that  a 
coffee  room  be  provided  so  that  participants 
may  relax  momentarily  between  sessions.

and  $9,557,02U  for  auxiliary  enterprises 
which  by  law  must  be  self-supporting. 

Expenditures  for  public  service  programs 
include  agricultural  research,  $8,2^7,796; 
agricultural  extension  service, 
$10,253,231;  regulatory  and  public  service, 
$863,922;  livestock-poultry  health  depart- 
ment, $1,855,521;  and  forest  and  recreation 
research,  $1,073,972. 

The  total  operating  budget  amounts  to 
$66,580,736  for  1975-76,  compared  to 
$63,582,565  in  197U-75. 

The  new  budget  also  contains  $8.7  million 
for  permanent  improvements  and  $2.7  million 
for  debt  service  requirement,  bringing  the 
grand  total  of  expenditures  for  1975-76 
to  $78,109,30U. 

Clemson' s  state  appropriation  for  its 
educational  and  general  programs  is  about 
$3.6  million  less  than  the  appropriation 
recommended  originally  by  the  State  Budget 
and  Control  Board. 

The  cuts  resulted  primarily  from  revised 
estimates  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
anticipated  state  revenues. 


estimated  amounts  of  reductions,  include: 

—  $290,000  for  facxaty  support. 

—  $180,000  for  staff  support. 

$100,000  for  graduate  assistajits. 

$1,^50,000  for  educational  equipment, 
especially  the  kind  of  equipment  required 
by  institutions  involved  deeply  in  techni- 
cal and  scientific  areas . 

—  $200,000  for  other  equipment. 

—  $700,000  for  preventive  and  routine 
maintenance  work. 

$680,000  for  services,  supplies  and 
fixed  charges  necessary  to  meet  costs  of 
increased  utilities,  the  impact  of 
increased  enrollment,  additional  buildings 
and  general  inflation. 

"Workloads  at  Clemson  are  already  heavy. 
Inability  to  add  faculty  and  related 
staff  to  meet  current  needs,  combined  with 
the  additional  teaching  loads  in  1975-76, 
present  a  serious  problem,"  Wilson  said. 

"It  has  been  necessary  to  cancel  some 
courses. . .defer  teaching  of  some  courses 
until  later  semesters ,  reduce  our  programs 
of  continuing  education,  and  cut  back  on 
plans  for  more  adequately  meeting  public 
service  needs  in  such  fields  as  engineering, 
architecture  and  textiles,"  he  said. 

Clemson  President  Robert  C.  Edwards  said 
the  university  "accepts  without  question" 
its  responsibility  for  belt-tightening  in 
times  of  economic  distress. 


Melford  Wilson,  Vice  President  for  Business  He  said  he  believes  the  General  Assembly 
and  Finance,  said  budget  items  affected  and  will  continue  to  give  strong  support  to 


Clemson's  programs  and  that  he  supports 
a  master  plan  for  the  development  and 
financing  of  higher  education  in  the  state. 

But  he  added  that  on  a  long-range  basis, 
the  net  impact  of  the  formula  budgeting 
method  used  by  the  Commission  on  Higher 
Education  "will  put  Clemson  back  in  the 
state  college  business  instead  of  being  a 
University." 

The  formula  budget  does  this,  he  said,  by 
failing  to  tsike  into  account  the  unique 
nature  of  Clemson  as  a  scientific  and 
technically  oriented  land-grant  University 
and  by  failing  to  relate  realistically 
the  costs  involved  to  the  mission  the 
university  is  charged  with  fulfilling. 

In  other  business  the  Board: 

Confirmed  and  ratified  a  tripartite 
agreement  among  The  Belle  W.  Baruch 
Foiindation,  Clemson  and  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  for  joint  teaching  and  re- 
search at  Hobcaw  Barony  at  Georgetown  in 
forestry,  marine  biology  and  the  care  and 
propagation  of  wildlife,  flora  and  fauna 
in  the  state. 

—  Approved  the  awarding  of  three  construc- 
tion contracts:   $2,236,126  to  M.  B.  Kahn 
Construction  Co.  of  Columbia  for  additions 
and  renovations  to  McAdams  Hall  (agricul- 
tural engineering);  $l,l63,100  to  Triangle 
Construction  Co.,  Greenville,  for  construc- 
tion of  the  Dairy  Science  Research  Center; 
$35,830  to  Burriss  Construction  Co. , 
Columbia,  for  construction  of  rest  rooms 
at  Camp  Long. 

Confirmed  a  $i+0  per  semester  increase 
in  dormitory  rental  rates  effective  the 
fall  semester  (the  first  rate  increase 
since  1973),  and  approved  $10  per  semester 
increase  in  the  University  fee  for  fiill- 
time  \indergraduate  students. 


—  Approved  changing  of  the  name  of  the 
College  of  Physical,  Mathematical  and 
Biological  Sciences  to  the  College  of 
Sciences. 

—  Adopted  a  policy  on  rare  possessions 
which  establishes  criteria  for  uniformly 
evaluating  items  offered  to  the  University 
as  gifts,  or  otherwise,  to  determine 
whether  they  should  be  accepted  as  rare 
possessions.   (See  policy  in  this  issue). 

—  Adopted  a  policy  for  complying  with 
the  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy 
Act  of  197^  which  establishes  requirements 
designed  to  protect  the  privacy  of  s-tudents. 
(See  policy  in  this  issue). 

—  Approved  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  names  for  Campus  Buildings 
and  Roads  that  Mell  Drive  be  renamed 
Parkway  Drive. 


POLICY  SET  FOR  COMPLYING  WITH  FAMILY 
EDUCATIONAL  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVACY  ACT 

I.  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  policy  is  to  set  forth 
regulations  informing  all  students  of 
Clemson  University  of  the  rights  accorded 
them  by  the  Family  Educational  Rights  ajid 
Privacy  Act  of  197^ »  and  of  University 
procedures  for  the  exercise  of  those  rights, 

Nothing  in  this  policy  shall  be  construed 
as  depriving  students  of  rights  of  access 
to  information  to  which  they  have  hereto- 
fore been  entitled  by  reason  of  State  law 
or  University  practice.   However,  under 
the  aforesaid  Act,  and  under  this  policy, 
parents  no  longer  have  any  of  the  rights 
set  out  herein  except  as  provided  in 
Section  V.  H.

III.      Stuaexib  Right  of  Access 

All  students  of  Clemson  University  have 
the  right  of  access  to  their  education 
records  for  the  purpose  of  review, 
except  for  those  records  described  in 
Section  IV. 

A.  The  student's  request  must  "be  in  writ- 
ing, dated,  signed  and  will  be  filed  in 
the  record.   In  each  instance  positive 
identification  of  the  student  will  be 
required  before  the  record  is  made  avail- 
able to  the  student.   An  access  request 
should  be  granted  within  a  reasonable 
period  of  time  but  must  be  complied  with 
within  45  days  of  receiving  it .   However , 
each  such  request  will  be  handled  on  an 
individual  basis,  and  each  custodian  may 
invoke  any  part,  or  all,  of  the  U 5-day 
compliance  period  when  deemed  appropriate 
to  do  so. 

B.  Students  at  their  own  expense  have  the 
right  to  obtain  copies  of  records  which 
relate  to  them.   The  cost  for  such  repro- 
duction shall  not  exceed  the  actual  cost 
to  Clemson  University,  and  shall  be 
established,  by  each  custodian. 

C.  The  custodian  will  respond  to  all  re- 
quests for  explanations  and  interpretations 
of  records  or  information,  except  with 
respect  to  those  records  described  in 
Section  IV. 

D.  A  student,  or  a  person  applying  for 
admission,  may  waive  the  right  of  access 
to  confidential  letters  of  recommendation 
in  the  areas  of  admissions,  job  placement, 
and  receipt  of  honors  and  awards.   Such 
waiver  shall  not  be  required  as  a  condition 
for  admission  to,  receipt  of  financial  aid 
from,  or  receipt  of  any  other  services  or 
benefits  from  the  University.   When  a 
student  (or  applicant)  seeks  to  waive  the 
right  of  access  to  confidential  letters 

of  recommendation,  the  custodian  shall 
obtain  the  waiver  in  writing  after  notify- 
ing the  student  (or  applicant):  (l)  of  the 
names  of  all  persons  making  written  con- 
fidential communications,  and  (2)  that 
such  recommendations  will  be  used  solely 
for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  spe- 
cifically intended.   (If  they  are  subse- 
quently used  otherwise,  the  student's  (or 
applicant's)  right  of  access  is  restored 


notwithstanding  the  prior  execution  of, 
and  presence  in  the  record  of,  a  written 
waiver . ) 

IV.  Records  Not  Accessible  to  Students 

A.  Supervisory,  instructional,  and 
administrative  personnel  records  and 
educational  records  pertaining  thereto 
(e.g.  grade  books,  notes  of  observation, 
and  notes  for  recollection  purposes)  in 
the  sole  possession  of  the  author  and  not 
revealed  to  any  person  other  than  a 
substitute. 

B.  Investigative  records  of  a  student  in 
the  custody  of  the  University  Seciority 
Department,  provided  they  are  maintained 
solely  for  law  enforcement  purposes,  and 
are  made  available  only  to  law  enforcement 
officials  of  the  same  jurisdiction.   (Does 
not  preclude  access  to  records  pertaining 
to  motor  vehicle  accidents  or  traffic 
violations. ) 

C.  Employment  records  of  a  University 
student  employee  made  and  maintained  in 
the  normal  course  of  business  in  the 
student's  capacity  as  an  employee  and  not 
available  for  use  for  any  other  purpose. 

D.  Records  and  information  on  a  student 
maintained  by  a  physician,  psychiatrist, 

or  psychologist  employed  by  the  University. 
However,  these  records  and  information  can 
be  made  available  to  a  physician  or  other 
appropriate  professional  of  the  student's 
choice. 

E.  Financial  records  of  the  parents  of  a 
student  and  any  information  contained 
therein. 

F.  When  a  student's  record  also  contains 
information  on  another  student,  the  right 
of  access  does  not  extend  thereto  but  only 
to  the  information  pertaining  to  the 
student  seeking  access .   The  student  shall 
be  permitted  to  view  the  relevant  infor- 
mation if  that  is  feasible  without  violating 
the  right  of  privacy  of  the  other  student; 
otherwise  the  custodian  shall  inform  the 
student  of  the  relevant  information. 

V.  Information  Releasable  without  Student 
Consent 
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Under  the  following  circiomstances  and.  to 
the  following  people,  educational  records 
or  personally  identifiable  information 
contained  therein  may  "be  released  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  student: 

A.  Officials,  faculty,  and  staff  employed 
by  Clemson  University,  if  they  have  a 
legitimate  educational  interest. 

B.  Officials  of  other  educational  insti- 
tutions in  which  the  student  seeks  or 
intends  to  enroll  provided  the  student  is 
notified  of  the  transfer  of  the  record, 
given  a  copy  of  the  record  if  desired,  and 
afforded  an  opportunity  to  challenge  the 
content  of  the  record. 

C.  Authorized  representatives  (including 
contractors)  of  the  following:   the 
Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States , 
the  Secretary  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare,  the  Commissioner  of  Education, 
the  Director  of  the  National  Institute  of 
Education,  the  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Health,  Education,  and  Welfare  for  Educa- 
tion, or  state  educational  authorities. 
Information  released  under  this  paragraph 
shall  be  limited  to  records  certified  by 
the  requesting  representative  to  be  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  the  audit  and 
evaluation  of  Federally  supported  education 
programs,  or  in  connection  with  the  en- 
forcement of  Federal  legal  requirements 
which  relate  to  such  programs.   However, 
that  limitation  shall  not  restrict  the 
ability  of  the  Office  for  Civil  Rights  to 
obtain  personally  identifiable  data  in 
connection  with  the  enforcement  of  civil 
rights  requirements. 

D.  Individuals  requiring  such  information 
in  connection  with  a  student's  application 
for,  or  receipt  of,  financial  aid. 

E.  State  and  local  officials  or  authorities 
to  whom  state  law  in  effect  on  or  before 

19  Nov.  197^  requires  such  information  to 
be  reported. 

F.  Organizations  (such  as  Educational 
Testing  Service  and  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board)  conducting  studies  for 
the  purposes  of  developing,  validating,  or 
administering  predictive  tests,  adminis- 
tering student  aid  programs,  and  improving 


instruction,  but  the  releasing  custodian 
must  request  such  organizations  not  to 
permit  the  personally  identifiable  infor- 
mation to  be  shown  to  other  parties ,  and 
to  destroy  the  information  when  no  longer 
needed  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
obtained. 

G.   Accrediting  organizations. 

H.   Parents  (or  legal  guardians)  who 
certify  that  a  student  is  carried  as  a 
dependent  for  Federal  income  tax  purposes. 
This  certification  must  be  required  by  the 
record  custodian  concerned  and  filed  in 
the  record. 

I.  Appropriate  persons  in  connection  with 
an  emergency  if  the  knowledge  of  such 
information  is  necessary  to  protect  the 
health  or  safety  of  the  student  or  other 
persons.   (Some  factors  to  consider  are: 
the  seriousness  of  the  threat  to  health  or 
safety;  the  need  for  such  records  to  meet 
the  emergency;  whether  the  persons  to  whom 
such  records  are  released  are  in  a  position 
to  deal  with  the  emergency;  the  extent  to 
which  time  is  of  the  essence  in  dealing 
with  the  emergency.) 

J.   Individuals  requiring  such  information 
in  compliance  with  judicial  order  or  any 
lawfully  issued  subpoena,  upon  condition 
that  the  student  is  notified  by  the 
University  of  all  such  orders  or  subpoenas 
in  advance  of  compliance. 

VI.   Stu\ient  Right  to  Challenge  the  Content 
of  Records 

Students  have  the  right  to  a  hearing  to 
challenge  the  contents  of  a  record.   The 
challenge  is  limited  to  information  which 
relates  directly  to  the  student  and  which 
the  student  asserts  is  inaccurate,  mislead- 
ing, or  otherwise  inappropriate.   (This 
right  does  not  permit  the  student  to  con- 
test a  grade  on  the  ground  that  a  higher 
grade  is  deserved,  but  only  to  show  that 
the  grade  has  been  inaccurately  recorded.) 

The  following  procedures  will  be  followed: 

A.  Any  student  wishing  to  challenge  the 
contents  of  a  record  must  notify  the 
custodian  of  the  record  of  the  wish  to 
challenge.   The  notice  must  be  in  writing, 


must  be  filed  with  the  custodian  of  the 
challenged  record,  and  must  specifically 
identify  the  item  challenged  and  the  basis 
for  the  challenge.   The  basis  must  be  on 
the  following  grounds  only: 

1.  The  item  contains  inaccuracies. 

2.  The  items  is  misleading. 

3.  The  item  contains  otherwise  inappro- 
priate data  (interpreted  to  mean  data 
in  violation  of  the  privacy  or  other 
legal  right  of  students ) . 

B.  All  initial  hearings  will  be  informal 
and  participants  will  be  the  custodian  of 
the  challenged  record  or  information,  the 
student  making  the  challenge,  and  the 
author  (if  appropriate)  of  the  material. 

C.  If  any  of  the  participants  (record 
custodian,  student,  or  author)  is  not 
satisfied  with  the  results  of  the  informal 
hearing,  a  formal  hearing  will  be  conducted 
iinder  the  following  procedures: 

1.  The  hearing  will  be  conducted  and 
decided  within  a  reasonable  period  of 
time  (7  ousiness  days)  following  the 
request  for  the  hearing. 

2.  The  hearing  will  be  conducted,  and  the 
decision  rendered,  by  an  institutional 
official  who  does  not  have  a  direct 
interest  in  the  outcome  of  the  hearing. 
The  appointment  of  the  official  will 
be  made  by  the  Vice  President  to  whom 
the  record  custodian  reports. 

3.  The  student  will  be  afforded  a  full 
and  fair  opportunity  to  present  evi- 
dence relevant  to  the  challenge  to 
include  the  opportunity  to  insert  into 
the  record  a  written  explanation 
respecting  the  content  of  the  challeng- 
ed item.   If  the  hearing  official  con- 
cludes that  the  challenged  item  does 

in  fact,  contain  inaccurate,  misleading, 
or  otherwise  inappropriate  data,  the 
hearing  official  will  take  appropriate 
action  to  correct  the  record. 

k.     The  decision  of  the  hearing  official 
must  be  rendered  in  writing  to  all 
interested  parties  within  a  reasonable 
period  of  time  (T  business  days)  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  heeuring. 


VII.   Student  Consent  to  Release  Records 

Consent  of  the  student  will  be  required 
only  when  identity  of  the  student  can  be 
established  from  the  information  to  be 
released  and  only  when  the  release  is  to 
persons  other  than  those  identified  in 
Section  V.   Examples  of  such  infonaation 
are  transcripts ,  rank  in  class ,  personal 
conduct,  grade-point  ratio,  academic 
progress ,  etc .   The  student  must  consent 
in  writing  to  the  custodian  of  the  record 
specifying  the  records  and  information  to 
be  released,  the  reasons  for  such  release, 
and  the  names  of  the  parties  to  whom  the 
records  are  to  be  released.   Upon  request, 
a  copy  of  the  record  released  shall  be 
provided  the  student  at  cost. 

Note:   The  only  information  for  which 
student  consent  for  release  is  required  is 
personally  identifiable  information 
contained  in  "education  records."  The 
term  "education  records"  is  defined  as 
records,  files,  documents  and  other 
materials  (including,  but  not  limited  to, 
handwriting,  print,  tapes,  film,  micro- 
film and  microfiche)  which  (l)  contain 
information  directly  related  to  a  student 
and  (2)  are  physically  maintained  by 
University  custodians  of  records.   Thus, 
an  oral  or  written  communication  based  on 
personal  contact  and  observation  and  not 
on  information  maintained  in  recorded  form 
by  a  University  record  custodian  may  be 
made  without  student  consent  even  though 
confidential  in  natxare.   This  ass\ames  that 
a  copy  of  the  written  recommendation  is 
not  filed  in  aji  education  record  of  the 
student.   The  law  protects  the  student's 
right  in  such  instance  by  according  the 
right  of  access  to  the  confidential  letter 
at  the  educational  institution  to  which  it 
is  sent.   Since  the  law  is  applicable  only 
to  educational  institutions  receiving 
Federal  financial  prograjn  assistance,  a 
similar  legal  right  of  access  would  not 
be  available  to  the  student  in  the  instance 
of  a  written  confidential  recommendation 
sent  to  a  potential  employer.   Further, 
the  student's  right  of  access  at  an 
educational  institution  which  is  the 
recipient  of  a  confidential  letter  of 
recommendation  may  be  waived.   There  would 
be  nothing  improper  in  a  request  by  a 
member  of  the  University  faculty  or  staff 
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who  is  asked,  by  a  student  to  submit  such  a 
recommendation  that  the  student  submit  to 
the  recipient  educational  institution  a 
waiver  of  access  to  the  letter. 

VIII.  Record  of  Access 

All  parties  (except  officials,  faculty  and 
staff,  employed  by  Clemson  University 
having  a  legitimate  educational  interest) 
requesting  or  obtaining  access  to  a 
student's  record  will  be  required  to 
indicate  in  writing  specifically  the 
legitimate  interest  that  the  party  has  in 
obtaining  this  information.   This  written 
record  shall  be  kept  permanently  with  the 
file  of  the  student,  and  shall  be  available 
only  to  the  student,  the  custodian,  and 
the  persons  or  organizations  listed  in 
Section  V,  A  and  C  (as  a  means  of  auditing 
compliance  with  this  policy). 

IX.  Notice  to  Third  Parties 

Clemson  University  will  not  release  per- 
sonal information  on  a  student  except  on 
the  condition  that  the  party  to  which  the 
information  is  being  transferred  will  not 
permit  any  other  party  to  have  access  to 
the  information  without  written  consent 
of  the  student. 

A.   An  individual  to  whom  personally 
identifiable  information  concerning  a  stu- 
dent is  made  available  from  a  student 
record  shall  be  given  the  following  notice 
in  writing: 

"We  are  enclosing  the  attached  information 
at  the  request  of  (student's  name).   Under 
the  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy 
Act  of  197^,  this  information  is  provided 
to  you  on  the  condition  you  will  not  permit 
any  other  party  to  have  access  to  this 
information  without  the  written  consent 
of  the  student  concerned." 


and  most  recent  previous  educational 
institution  attended  is  defined  by  the 
Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act 
of  197^  as  "student  directory  information" 
(this  does  not  refer  necessarily  to  a 
publication  known  as  a  "directory").   The 
above-mentioned  information  will  be 
released  by  various  records  custodians 
periodically,  or  upon  request,  unless  the 
student  requests  in  writing  that  the 
information  be  withheld. 

A  publication  known  as  the  Clemson 
University  Directory  is  one  type  of 
periodical  containing  data  classified  as 
"student  directory  information."  It  will 
contain  the  student's  name,  local  mailing 
address,  home  address,  local  phone  number, 
residence  hall  and  room  number  (if 
applicable),  major  course,  academic  class 
and  marital  status,  unless  the  student 
requests  the  Registrar,  in  writing,  to 
withhold  the  data  in  which  case  only  the 
name  of  the  student  will  appear  in  the 
next  publication  of  the  Directory. 

XI.   Destruction  of  Records 

Clemson  University  constantly  reviews 
"education  records"  it  maintains,  and 
periodically  it  is  considered  sound  man- 
agement practice  to  destroy  certain  records, 
In  no  case  will  the  University  destroy 
records  if  the  action  is  prohibited  by 
state  or  federal  law.   Neither  will  a 
record  be  destroyed  after  a  student 
request  for  Taccess  to  the  record  has  been 
received  without  allowing  the  student  an 
opportunity  to  review  the  information. 

Basic  scholastic  records  are  kept  perma- 
nently in  the  Registrar's  Office.   Beyond 
these,  the  custodians  in  various  colleges, 
departments  and  offices  may  determine 
their  own  policies  regarding  retention  of 
records  within  existing  law. 


X.   Release  of  "Student  Directory 
Information" 

Information  on  students  such  as  student's 
name,  address,  telephone  listing,  date  of 
birth,  place  of  birth,  major  field  of 
study,  participation  in  officially  recog- 
nized activities  and  sports,  weight  and 
height  of  members  of  athletic  teams,  dates 
of  attendance,  degrees  and  awards  received, 


XII.   Letters  of  Recommendation 

A.   Students  have  the  right  to  review 
confidential  recommendations  .used  in 
applications  for  employment,  for  admission 
to  the  University  or  containing  information 
concerning  honors  and  awards,  providing 
they  are  contained  in  an  education  record 
maintained  by  the  University,  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  student  has  not  waived 
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the  right  under  Section  III.  D,   The  law 
does  not  require  that  such  confidential 
recommendations  be  made  part  of  or  retained 
in  an  education  record.   Therefore,  there 
is  nothing  improper  in  the  destruction  of 
such  a  recommendation  once  it  has  served 
its  purpose,  providing  there  has  not  been 
a  prior  request  by  a  student  for  access  to 
the  recommendation. 

B.   However,  under  the  Family  Educational 
Rights  and  Privacy  Act  of  197^ >  the  student 
does  not  have  access  to  such  confidential 
letters  and  statements  of  recommendation 
which  were  placed  in  the  educational  re- 
cords prior  to  1  January  1975,  and  which 
presently  remain  in  those  records,  if  the 
letters  or  statements  are  used  for  pur- 
poses for  which  they  were  specifically 
intended.  Access  may,  of  course,  be 
granted  in  the  discretion  of  the  custodian. 

XIII.   Former  Students 


These  procedures  apply  to  all  persons 
formerly  enrolled  at  Clemson  University  as 
well  as  those  currently  enrolled,  but  do 
not  apply  to  applicants  who  never  attended. 


CRITERIA  FOR  EVALUATING  RARE  POSSESSIONS 
ESTABLISHED 

Purpose 

This  policy  establishes  criteria  for  uni- 
formly evaluating  items  proffered  to  the 
University  as  gifts,  or  otherwise,  in 
order  to  determine  whether  they  should  be 
accepted  as  rare  possessions,  and  provides 
an  administrative  procedure  for  such 
evaluations  and  for  ensuring  the  proper 
identification,  placement,  maintenance, 
and  security  of  all  rare  possessions  of 
the  University. 

Conditions  for  Acceptance  as  Rare 
Possessions 

To  qualify  for  acceptance  by  the  Univer- 
sity as  a  rare  possession,  an  item,  or 
collection,  must  meet  the  following 
criteria: 

(l)  It  would  advance  the  scholastic, 
educational,  public  service,  or  environ- 
mental support  mission  of  the  University. 


(2)  It  cannot  be  replaced  or  repaired  if 
destroyed  or  defaced,  except  at  great 
expense  and  effort. 

(3)  Its  age  and  monetary  value,  though 
relevant,  need  not  be  controlling  factors. 

The  Committee  on  Rare  Possessions  is  a 
standing  committee,  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  University,  charged  with 
the  following  functions: 

(1)  Evaluating,  under  the  above  criteria, 
items  proffered  to  the  University  as  gifts, 
or  otherwise,  in  the  category  of  rare 
possessions,  and  recommending  to  the 
Administration  their  acceptance  or 
rejection. 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  the  preceding  sub- 
paragraph, soliciting  expert  assistance 
when  a  particular  competence  is  not  held 
within  the  membership  of  the  Committee. 

(3)  Establishing  and  maintaining  a  Rare 
Items  Collection  Inventory  to  include, 
at  least,  the  specific  location  and 
estimated  value  of  each  item,  and  submit 
a  yearly  report  thereof  to  the  Vice 
President  for  Development . 

(k)     Advising  locations  and  settings  deemed 
feasible  and  appropriate  for  optimum 
display  of  items,  or  collections,  of  rare 
possessions. 

(5)  Ascertaining,  within  the  scope  of  its 
competence  and  with  such  other  advice  as 
may  be  obtained,  the  estimated  monetary 
costs  of  achieving  recommended  displays  of 
items,  or  collections,  of  rare  possessions, 
and  advising  as  to  possible  sources  of 
such  costs. 

(6)  Consulting  with  committees  for 
buildings  being  constructed  or  renovated 
and  recommending  locations  and  settings 
for  the  display  of  rare  possessions 
deemed  appropriate  for  such  buildings . 

(7)  Recommending  storage  measures  deemed 
appropriate  for  rare  possessions  not 
permanently,  or  only  periodically,  dis- 
played . 

(8)  Ascertaining  the  need  for  and  recom- 
mending measures  for  proper  maintenance  and 
preservation  of  rare  possessions. 
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(9)  Advising  security  measures  deemed 
necessary  in  the  instance  of  the  display 
or  storage  of  rare  possessions. 


KOLB  SCHOLARSHIP  ESTABLISHED  IN 
AGRICULTURE 

The  South  Carolina  Rural  Rehabilitation 
Corporation  has  announced  an  annual 
$15,000  scholarship  program  for  youths  in 
agriculture  at  Clemson. 

The  Corporation,  organized  in  the  '30s  to 
handle  federal  funds  allocated  for  farm 
relief  in  the  state,  has  continued  to 
function  over  the  years  through  return  on 
rural  loans , 

The  scholarships  will  be  named  for  Frank 
Kolb  of  Columbia,  president  of  the  corpora- 
tion and  long  prominent  in  South  Carolina 
agriculture. 

Four  $1,000  undergraduate  scholarships  and 
two  graduate  fellowships  of  $5,500  will  be 
given  annually  "to  give  recognition  and 
assistance  to  outstanding  students  in 
Clemson 's  College  of  Agricultural  Sciences.' 

Dr.  L.  P.  Anderson,  dean,  called  the  aid 
program  especially  significant  in  the 
current  and  projected  world  food  situation, 
"in  view  of  Clemson 's  commitment  to  helping 
resolve  agricultural  problems  and  to 
educating  people  who  will  face  the  chal- 
lenges we  see  ahead." 

Kolb,  T6,  and  native  of  the  Sumter  area, 
came  to  Clemson  "on  a  scholarship,  the 
only  way  I  could  have  attended."  He  grad- 
uated in  1920  and  now  serves  as  class 
president. 

He  was  county  agent  in  Orangeburg  from 
1925  to  '35  then  joined  the  Resettlement 
Administration,  forerunner  of  the 
Farmers  Home  Administration,  to  remain 
19  years  and  retire  in  195^  as  state 
director. 

From  1955  to  1969 ,  he  was  head  of  the 
Baptist  Foundation  work  in  the  state. 

He  has  been  connected  with  the  rural 
Rehabilitation  Corporation  since  work 
with  the  FHA  in  the  '30s  and  expresses 


"a  lot  of  satisfaction  from  those  years 
helping  rural  families  with  their  problems
